Motion  was  seconded  After  discussion,  there  was  a motion  to  pass  over  the  article.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Motion  failed  by  a vote  of  Yes,  30;  No,  92. 

After  further  discussion,  there  was  a motion  to  end  debate.  This  motion  was  seconded  and  earned. 
Vote  on  the  main  motion  carried:  Yes,  115;  No,  10. 


At  this  point  in  the  meeting  the  Selectboard  recognized  retiring  Town  Clerk  D’Ann  Kelty  with  a 
citation  from  the  State  Senate  and  paintings  by  Leverett  artists  Bill  Rathbun  and  Lynn  Peterfreund 

State  Representative  Steve  Kulik  addressed  the  meeting  concerning  Education  Funding,  and  took 
questions  from  the  floor. 

At  12:40  Moderator  Gruber  announced  that  the  meeting  would  reconvene  at  1 :30  after  lunch. 

The  meeting  reconvened  at  1 35.

Dear  Ms.  Stratford: 

I return  the  amendments  to  the  Zoning  by-laws  adopted  under  Article  19,  20,  21,  22  & 23  of  the  Warrant 
for  the  Annual  town  meeting  that  convened  on  March  28,  1998,  and  the  maps  pertaining  to  Articles  20  & 22, 
with  the  enclosed  approval  of  this  Office. 

This  office  has  received  comments  from  some  Leverett  citizens  in  opposition  to  Article  22,  which  creates 
the  “Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District.”  “The  Attorney  General  may  disapprove  a by-law  only  if  it  violates 
State  substantive  or  procedural  law.”  Amherst  v.  Attorney  General,  398  Mass.  793,  795  (1986);  G.L.  c.  40,  § 32; 
G.L.  c.  40A,  § 5.  In  reviewing  by-laws,  “it  is  fundamental  that  every  presumption  is  to  be  made  in  favor  of  the 
validity  of  municipal  by-laws.”  Id.,  at  796,  citing  Grace  v.  Brookline,  379  Mass.  43,  49  (1979).  The  Attorney 
General  may  not  disapprove  a by-law  simply  because  he  disagrees  with  the  policy  choices  implicit  or  explicit  in 
the  by-law;  nor  may  he  “comment  on  the  wisdom  of  the  town’s  by-law.”  Amherst,  398  Mass,  at  799. 

It  is  possible  that  the  Town  may  face  challenges  to  Article  22  as  applied  to  the  facts  and  circumstances 
unique  to  a specific  case.  Canteen  Corp.  v.  Pittsfield,  4 Mass.  App.  Ct.  289  (1976);  National  Amusements  v. 
Boston,  29  Mass  App.  Ct.  305  (1990);  Everpure  Ice  Mfg.  Co.  v.  Board  of  Appeals  of  Lawrence,  324  Mass.  433 
(1949).  However,  these  issues  should  be  addressed,  if  at  all,  by  a reviewing  court  able  to  reach  factual 
conclusions.  It  is  not  within  the  limited  power  of  the  Attorney  General  to  make  such  rulings  on  review  of  a by- 


law.

The  Building 
Inspector  or  the  special  permit  granting  authority  shall  forthwith  forward  such  site 
plans  to  the  Planning  Board.  Where  applicable,  the  requirements  of  Section  3900 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  in  addition  to  these  requirements  under  Section 
4700.  The  Planning  Board  shall  consolidate  site  plan  review  in  such  cases.

ARTICLE  SIXTEEN 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  borrow  $15,000 
to  fund  a feasibility  study  by  an  architect 
for  renovations  and  an  addition  to  our  elementary  school? 


Background:  The  Leverett  Elementary  School  main  building  was 
constructed  in  1950,  with  additions  built  in  1954  and  1976  and  two  portable 
classrooms  added  in  1991.  Last  year,  the  School  Committee  conducted  a 
comprehensive  assessment  of  the  educational  needs  of  the  elementary-age 
children  of  Leverett  and  determined  that  the  school  needs  to  renovate  existing 
space  and  to  add  more  classrooms.  The  Town  Select  Board  appointed  a School 
Building  Committee  to  review  the  School  Committee’s  recommendations,  to 
submit  a warrant  on  the  issue  to  Town  Meeting,  and  to  monitor  the  planning  and 
construction  project  should  the  Town  vote  its  approval. 

State  Reimbursement:  The  state  has  a funding  program  for  school 
construction  and  renovation  that  will  reimburse  67%  of  the  cost  of  the  planning 
and  construction  costs,  including  the  interest  on  any  loans  used  for  construction. 
To  qualify  for  state  funds,  the  improved  building  must  have  an  anticipated  useful 
life  of  50  years.  Last  year,  the  School  Committee  submitted  a proposal  for 
extensive  renovations  and  a 6-room  addition  and  received  prehminary  approval 
from  the  Department  of  Education. 

The  Process:  The  state  recommends  that  cities  and  towns  commission 
a feasibility  study  by  an  architect  to  draw  up  general  plans  and  to  project  costs 
for  construction.  Today  the  Town  will  vote  on  whether  to  fund  the 
feasibility  study.  The  School  Building  Committee  will  conduct  open  hearings 
and  meetings  through  the  summer  to  define  the  scope  and  cost  of  the  project  with 
the  architect.  In  the  fall,  the  design  and  cost  of  the  plan  developed  by  the 
architect  and  defined  by  the  consensus  of  the  Town  will  be  submitted  to  a Town 
Meeting  for  approval.  Once  it  is  approved  by  2/3  of  the  voters,  an  architect  is 
selected  to  complete  the  specifications  and  drawings  for  submission  to  the  state 
by  June  1,  1999  for  approval  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  fiscal  year  2000.  The 
Town  can  obtain  loans  to  begin  construction  at  that  time  or  wait  until  2003  when 
the  project  makes  its  way  to  the  top  of  the  state  funding  fist. 


The  Need: 


Well  and  septic:  The  school  well  is  currently  located  within  the  school 
building  itself  and  must  be  moved  in  the  near  future. 

Boiler:  The  boiler  is  48  years  old  and  is  starting  to  leak.  It  will  require 
significant  expense  to  regain  and  to  maintain  its  original  output  and 
would  not  provide  sufficient  power  to  heat  an  expanded  building. 
Electrical  system:  Parts  of  the  school  have  antiquated  wiring  without 
grounding  or  circuit  breakers  which  must  be  retrofitted  for  safety  reasons. 
Roof:  The  1976  addition  needs  a new  roof.  The  gym  roof  needs  to  be 
replaced  and  insulated. 

Portable  classrooms:  The  portables  are  deteriorating  structurally  and 
the  electric  heat  makes  their  energy  costs  prohibitively  expensive.  Because 
they  are  not  attached  to  the  main  school,  instructional  time  is  wasted 
moving  children  back  and  forth  to  the  main  building  for  library,  gym,  art, 
music  and  lunch. 

Security  system:  The  school  presently  has  no  security  system  for  fire  or 
burglary,  despite  the  number  of  computers  and  expensive  portable 
equipment. 

When  a project  is  funded,  the  state  requires  the  existing  building  to  be  brought 
up  to  Code.  All  of  these  projects  would  be  eligible  for  the  67%  state 
reimbursement  if  they  are  included  in  a proposal  for  renovations  and  an 
addition.  Otherwise,  the  Town  would  bear  the  entire  cost. 

New  space:  Two  classrooms  are  presently  accessible  only  by  passing 
through  another  classroom.  The  preschool  rents  space  from  the  Mt.  Toby 
Meeting  House,  without  ready  access  to  nursing,  gym,  library  or  cafeteria. 
There  is  an  immediate  need  for  more  classroom  space  as  the  population 
of  each  grade  expands  and  contracts  from  year  to  year,  regularly  requiring 
grades  to  be  divided  into  two  classrooms,  classrooms  to  be  split  in  half,  and 
age  groups  to  be  mixed.  Space  is  needed  for  libraty,  special  education, 
science  equipment,  music  and  art  instruction  (which  now  take  place  in 
the  cafeteria),  teacher  work  space  and  storage. 

The  Cost:  The  School  Building  Committee  is  committed  to  developing  a 
building  plan  that  includes  an  efficient  and  sensible  use  of  the  existing  school 
building  and  a modest  addition  that  will  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the 
children  of  Leverett.  It  will  maximize  the  commitment  of  the  state  to  fund  67% 
of  renovations  by  including  the  well  and  septic  and  the  replacement  and 
retrofitting  of  deteriorating  infrastructure  as  part  of  the  project.

4900  Telecommunication  Facilities 


4910  Purpose. 

The  Town  of  Leverett  seeks  to  allow  telecommunication  and  wireless  services  with 
minimal  effect  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  and  to  minimize  the 
visual  impact  of  such  facilities. 

4920  General  Provisions. 

Telecommunication  Facilities  may  be  allowed  by  Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of 
Appeals  pursuant  to  Section  5300.  Conditions  shall  maximize  the  shared  use  of 
any  new  or  existing  structures  to  minimize  the  required  number  of  such  facilities; 
and  shall  minimizing  adverse  visual  impacts  through  careful  design,  siting,  and 
screening.  No  facility  shall  be  located  in  the  Residential/Village  (RV),  the 
Residential/Rural  (RR)  or  the  General  Business  (GB)  districts. 

4930  Conditions.  The  following  conditions  shall  apply: 

a)  To  the  maximum  extent  possible,  all  service  providers  shall  co-locate  on  a 
single  structure.  Structures  shall  be  designed  to  accommodate  the  maximum 
number  of  users  technologically  practical.  The  intent  of  this  condition  is  to  reduce 
the  number  of  towers  located  within  the  Town. 

b)  No  Facility,  shall  exceed  150  feet  in  height  as  measured  from  the  mean 
finished  grade  at  the  facility  base.  Exterior  lighting  of  the  tower  and  accessory 
structures  shall  be  prohibited. 


c)  New  towers  shall  be  free-standing  monopoles. 

d)  Facilities  shall  not  be  located  within  1500  feet  of  the  peak  of  a significant 
hill  or  located  in  such  a way  as  to  adversely  impact  the  view  of  a significant  hill  in 
the  Town. 

e)  Siting  shall  be  such  that  the  view  of  the  Facility  and  tower  shall  be  as 
limited  as  possible  when  viewed  off  site. 

f)  No  tower,  inclusive  of  any  attachments,  shall  be  erected  nearer  to  any 
property  line  than  a distance  equal  to  125%  of  its  vertical  height. 

g)  Facilities  shall  be  suitably  screened  from  abutters  and  residential 
neighborhoods. 

h)  Fencing  shall  be  provided  to  control  access  to  Telecommunication  Facilities 
and  shall  be  compatible  with  the  scenic  character  of  the  neighborhood  and 
landscape. 

i)  Existing  on-site  vegetation  shall  be  preserved  to  the  maximum  extent 
possible. 

j)  All  Facilities  shall  be  painted,  or  otherwise  colored,  so  that  they  will  blend 
in  with  the  surrounding  landscape  or  the  structure  on  which  they  are  located.  A 
different  coloring  scheme  shall  be  used  below  and  above  the  tree  or  building  line. 

k)  There  shall  be  no  storage  of  vehicles  on  the  site  or  exterior  storage  of 
equipment  on  the  site. 

l)  To  the  extent  feasible,  all  network  connections  and  power  lines,  to  and 
from  the  Facility,  shall  be  via  underground  lines. 

m)  Any  access  road  shall  have  a minimal  impact  on  the  environment  and  the 
visual  landscape. 

4940  Additional  Permit  Conditions. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  require  additional  conditions  or  vary  the  prescribed 
conditions  upon  a finding  that  such  action  is  reasonably  necessary  to  meet  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  the  Zoning  By-laws. 

All  Facilities,  attachment,  accessory  structures  which  have  not  been  used  for  a 
period  of  one  (1)  year  shall  be  dismantled  and  removed  at  the  owner’s  expense. 
Such  expense  shall  be  secured  with  a performance  guarantee  in  an  amount 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  posted  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 
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4950  Special  Permit  Submittal  Requirements  - Telecommunication  Facilities 

The  following  materials  shall  be  submitted  with  the  Special  Permit  application. 

a)  Site  Plan  shall  be  prepared  by  a registered  engineer. 

The  plan  shall  include  four  (4)  view  lines  in  a one  (1)  mile  radius  from  the 
proposed  site,  shown  beginning  at  True  North  and  continuing  clockwise  at  ninety 
(90)  degree  intervals.  In  addition  the  applicant  shall  set  a balloon  at  the  location 
and  height  of  proposed  towers. 

b)  A report  from  a registered  engineer  shall: 

1 ) demonstrate  that  the  facility  complies  with  all  applicable  standards  of  the 
State  and  Federal  governments; 

2)  describe  the  capacity  of  the  tower  or  facility  including  the  number  and  type 
of  transmitter/receivers  that  it  can  accommodate; 

3)  describes  the  planned  layout  of  all  facilities  in  Leverett  and  abutting  Towns; 

4)  describes  all  accessory  structures  to  be  constructed  on  site. 

c)  A copy  of  the  requests  made  by  the  applicant  to  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA)  and  the  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission,  including 
responses  from  those  agencies,  demonstrating  compliance  with  applicable 
regulations  related  to  the  facility. 

d)  A locus  map  at  an  appropriate  scale  showing  all  buildings  within  500  feet  of  the 
proposed  facility. 

e)  A copy  of  the  co-location  agreements. 

f)  Independent  verification  of  any  materials  or  data  submitted  as  a part  of  an 
application  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  accomplished  at  the  expense 
of  the  applicant. 
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Article  22  --  Rattlesnake  Gutter  District 


Rattlesnake  Gutter  is  Leverett’s  most  unique  natural  resource.  It  is  a phenomenal 
treasure  which  current  Leverett  residents  have  inherited.  Recognized  by  geologists 
and  educators,  it  is  enjoyed  by  naturalists,  tourists,  and  most  Leverett  residents. 
Geologist  Peter  Robinson  describes  it  as  “the  most  spectacular  and  at  the  same  time 
the  most  accessible  late  glacial  spillway  in  west  central  Massachusetts.  It  represents  a 
record  of  specific  events  in  the  immediate  geological  past  that  are  not  likely  to  be 
repeated  in  the  age  of  man  on  this  planet.” 

The  Planning  Board  is  proposing  Article  22  to  create  the  fifth  overlay  protection 
district  in  Leverett.  The  other  four  protection  districts  are  Aquifer,  Lake  and  Streams, 
Scenic  Roads,  and  Flood.  Work  on  the  Gutter  Protection  District  has  been  ongoing 
since  1991,  emphasizing  protection  while  attempting  to  meet  the  needs  of  abutting 
landowners  in  the  Gutter.  The  major  features  of  Article  22  are: 

I.  the  designation  of  a 1000  foot  district  on  both  sides  of  the  Gutter,  to  be  measured 
from  the  midpoint  of  the  road; 

II.  the  prohibition  of  building  within  500  feet  of  the  road,  and  a required  site  plan  review 
for  any  building  within  the  protection  district; 

III.  the  provision  that  logging  on  lots  over  five  acres  require  DEM  approved  cutting 
plans; 

IV.  the  allowance  of  tree  cutting  of  up  to  five  cords  per  year  within  the  250  foot  buffer 
zone. 


Certain  Leverett  residents  consider  this  article  to  be  too  restrictive,  others  find  that  it 
does  not  provide  adequate  protection.  The  Planning  Board  believes  it  has  crafted 
Article  22  in  a manner  which  makes  compromises  in  both  directions.  We  are  however 
certain  of  the  basic  premise  that  the  Gutter  is  a truly  unique  natural  resource  which 
requires  our  vigilant  stewardship  to  preserve  it.  Geologist  John  Reid  describes:  “a 
fortuitous  combination  of  geological  events  involving  glacial  activity,  stream  erosion, 
and  possibly  an  ancient  earthquake,  appears  to  have  been  responsible  for  the 
creation  of  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter...  making  the  Gutter’s  existence  a truly  remarkable 
accident  of  nature."

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ARTICLE  _22_.  TO  SEE  IF  THE  TOWN  WILL  VOTE  TO  AMEND  THE  LEVERETT 
ZONING  BY-LAWS  BY  MAKING  THE  FOLLOWING  CHANGES  REGARDING  A 
NEW  RATTLESNAKE  GUTTER  OVERLAY  DISTRICT: 


Item  1.  By  adding  a new  Section  4700  creating  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District  as 
follows: 

4700,  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District. 

4710.  Purpose.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  Section  4700  to  protect  the  natural, 
geological  and  historic  character  of  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District,  while 
providing  for  reasonable  use  of  private  land. 

4720.  Establishment  of  District.  The  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Ov  erlay  District  is 
herein  established  as  an  overlay  district.  The  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District 
includes  all  land  set  back  one  thousand  feet  on  both  the  north  and  south  sides  of 
Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road,  as  measured  from  the  centerline  of  the  traveled  portion 
of  the  way,  situated  between  the  Sawmill  River  on  the  east  and  the  stone  bridge 
running  under  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road  on  the  west,  near  the  intersection  of  Old 
Cave  Hill  Road  and  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road,  all  approximately  as  shown  on  a 
map  entitled  “Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District,  Town  of  Leverett,  MA  March 
1998”,  hereby  appended  to  and  made  a part  of  this  by-law. 

4721.  Where  the  boundaries  of  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District  are 
in  doubt  or  dispute,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  owner  of  the  land 
hi  question  to  show  where  the  boundaries  shall  be  properly  located. 

4730.  Use  Regulations.  Within  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District,  the 
requirements  of  the  underlying  districts  continue  to  apply,  except  that  the 
following  regulations  shall  supersede  otherwise  applicable  requirements: 

4731.  Setbacks.  No  structure  shall  be  permitted  within  500  feet  of  the 
centerline  of  the  traveled  portion  of  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road.  Where  a 
structure  is  proposed  on  a lot  in  existence  as  of  March  2,  1998  which 
cannot  meet  this  requirement  because  of  size  or  shape,  the  structure  shall 
be  located  at  the  most  distant  feasible  development  site  from  Rattlesnake 
Gutter  Road,  as  determined  by  the  Planning  Board  in  accordance  with 
section  4740,  below. 

4732.  Buffer  Zone.  No  live  vegetation  shall  be  removed,  nor  shall 
excavation  occur,  within  250  feet  of  the  centerline  of  the  traveled  portion 
of  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road,  or  within  two-thirds  the  distance  between  any 
structure  and  the  front  lot  line  on  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road,  whichever  is 
lessor.  The  provisions  of  the  prior  sentence  shall  not  apply  to  (a)  the 
cutting  of  cordwood  for  the  personal  use  of  the  lot  owner,  provided  such 
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cutting  (i)  shall  not  exceed  5 cords  in  any  12  month  period  and  (ii)  is  in 
accordance  with  a cutting  plan,  with  all  trees  to  be  cut  within  the  Buffer 
Zone  marked  by  colored  tape  or  ribbon,  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  or  (b)  the  harv  esting  of  trees  in  accordance  with  cutting 
plans  in  conformity  with  all  applicable  Massachusetts  forestry  regulations 
and  also  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  prior  to  any  such  cutting  or  (c) 
the  construction  of  a driveway.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  to  the 
contrary,  in  the  event  of  a natural  disaster  or  other  event  threatening  the 
public  safety,  cutting  or  removal  of  live  vegetation  within  the  Buffer  Zone 
may  occur,  after  determination  of  such  emergency  by  the  Selectboard,  but 
only  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the  Selectboard  or  their  agent. 

4740.  Site  Plan  Review.  Applications  for  building  permits  or  special  permits 
within  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District  shall  be  accompanied  by  four  (4) 
copies  of  a site  plan  in  accordance  with  the  criteria  specified  below.  The  Building 
Inspector  or  the  special  permit  granting  authority  shall  forthwith  forward  such  site 
plans  to  the  Planning  Board.  Where  applicable,  the  requirements  of  Section  3900 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  in  addition  to  these  requirements  under  Section 
4700.  The  Planning  Board  shall  consolidate  site  plan  review  in  such  cases. 

4741.  Procedure.  Site  plans  accompanying  applications  for  building 

i permits  or  site  plans  accompanying  applications  for  special  permits  shall  be 

processed  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  Section  3910,  above. 

4742.  Plans:  Plans  subject  to  this  section  shall  show: 

a.  Existing  and  proposed  topography  at  10  foot  or  3 meter 
contour  intervals; 

b.  All  boundary  line  information  pertaining  to  the  land 
sufficient  to  permit  location  of  same  on  ground,  including  the 
location  of  the  frontage  for  the  lot; 

c.  Location  and  height  of  the  proposed  structure(s); 
photographs  or  renderings  of  the  elevation  of  the  proposed 
structure(s)  and  any  alterations; 

d.  Parking,  access,  and  egress  provisions; 

e.  Location  of  existing  stonewalls,  large  trees,  and  wooded 
areas,  and  proposed  removal  or  retention  of  same; 

f.  Compliance  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  this  Zoning  By- 
Law.

Site  plans  shall  be  submitted  on  24-inch  by  36-inch  sheets.  Dimensions  and 
scales  shall  be  adequate  to  determine  that  all  requirements  are  met  and  to 
make  a complete  analysis  and  evaluation  of  the  proposal.  All  plans  shall 
have  a minimum  scale  of  1”  =200’. 

4743.  Decision.  Site  plan  approval  shall  be  granted  upon  determination 
by  the  Planning  Board  that  the  development  complies,  to  the  maximum 
extent  feasible,  with  the  following  criteria  and  standards.  The  Planning 
Board  may  impose  reasonable  conditions,  even  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant,  to  ensure  that  the  criteria  and  standards  have  been  satisfied. 
Except  where  the  applicant  has  removed,  or  caused  to  be  removed,  mature 
trees  from  the  site,  whether  pursuant  to  304  CMR  1 1.00  or  not,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  not  require  the  planting  of  mature  trees  as  a condition 
of  site  plan  approval.

What  is  the  Building  Committee? 

It  is  a committee  of  the  town  with  members  appointed  by  the  Select  Board.  Our  purpose  is  (1) 
to  review  the  Leverett  School  Committee’s  recommendations  for  renovating  and  improving  the 
school  building;  (2)  to  submit  a warrant  to  Town  Meeting  to  permit  the  townspeople  of  Leverett  to 
decide  whether  to  embark  on  a building  project;  and  (3)  to  monitor  the  planning  and  construction 
should  Town  Meeting  vote  its  approval. 

What  is  the  timetable  for  making  a decision? 

Once  every  thirty  years,  the  state  provides  67%  reimbursement  of  the  planning  and  construction 
costs  for  an  approved  school  building  project  for  each  town  or  city  in  the  state.  The  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  staff  has  evaluated  the  Leverett  School  Committee  draft  proposal  for 
extensive  renovations  and  a six  room  addition  and  has  confirmed  that  it  qualifies  as  “approvable” 
under  the  current  School  Building  Assistance  Act  and  Regulations.  Plans  developed  for  Leverett 
must  be  submitted  to  the  state  by  June  1,  1999  and  approved  for  reimbursement  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  fiscal  year  2000  to  be  on  the  funding  list  for  2003,  if  current  patterns  continue.  For 
each  year  that  we  delay  adding  Leverett  to  the  state  building  list,  there  will  be  a 2-  to  3-year 
construction  delay.  In  the  interim,  the  School  Building  Committee  is  working  with  the  building 
committees  for  the  library  and  the  community  safety  building  to  coordinate  septic  and  water  supply 
issues. 

What  has  the  Building  Committee  done? 

We  have  reviewed  the  School  Needs  Assessment  which  the  School  Committee  submitted  to  the 
state.  We  have  investigated  state  health,  safety  and  education  mandates  to  identify  existing  and 
potential  violations  in  our  school.  We  have  established  links  with  the  building  committees  for  the 
library  and  community  safety  complex  to  coordinate  plans  for  the  well  and  septic  systems.  We  have 
sought  school  enrollment  projections  to  tailor  the  scope  of  any  building  project  to  anticipated  need. 
We  have  toured  the  school  and  interviewed  the  custodian.  We  have  interviewed  the  principal  and 
studied  the  relationship  of  identified  educational  needs  to  existing  space  in  the  school. 

What  does  the  Committee  intend  to  propose  at  Town  Meeting  in  March? 

The  Building  Committee  will  submit  a warrant  seeking  appropriation  of  funds  for  a feasibility 
study  by  an  architect,  to  address: 

1 . Upgrade  of  the  existing  school  building  to  meet  current  health,  safety  and  educational  needs. 

2.  Addition  of  space  to  replace  obsolete  portable  classrooms  and  off-premises  preschool,  and 
to  provide  necessary  room  for  special  education  and  storage.

The  details  and  scope  of  the  renovations  and  addition  will  be  hammered  out  during  the 
feasibility  study.

No  decision  on  design  or  scope  of  the  ultimate  building  project  will  be  made  until  the  Town  votes 
next  September  on  the  completed  plans.

No  governmental  unit  may  appropriate  or  expend  public  funds  for  the  payment  of  premiums  for  group  life 
insurance,  group  accidental  death  and  dismemberment  insurance  and  group  general  or  blanket  hospital, 
surgical,  medical,  dental,  and  other  health  insurance  for  its  active  or  retired  employees,  or  their  dependents, 
unless  such  insurance  is  procured  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  unless  such  payments  are 
for  part  of  the  premiums  for  group  life  insurance  for  permanent  employees  as  authorized  by  clause  (44)  of 
section  five  of  chapter  forty,  or  unless  such  payments  are  made,  pursuant  to  an  agreement  of  an  employer 
and  an  employee  organization,  to  a health  and  welfare  trust  fund  agreement  for  the  purposes  of  (i) 
providing  health  benefits  not  otherwise  provided  to  such  employees  by  said  governmental  unit  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  or  (ii)  paying  contributions  by  said  governmental  unit  toward  premium  costs  or 
rates  in  excess  of  the  level  of  such  premium  cost  or  rate  contributions  otherwise  provided  for  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  or  (iii)  providing  health  benefits  required  under  the  provision  of  this  chapter.

Preamble.  We,  the  people  of  Franklin  County,  in  order  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  our  region,  do  hereby  affirm 
that  the  26  municipalities  which  presently  comprise  Franklin  County  have  vital  common  concerns  that  transcend  the  borders 
of  individual  municipalities  and  that  the  ability  of  our  municipalities  to  address  important  public  issues  often  depends  on  our 
local  governments  acting  together.  We  therefore  establish  for  ourselves  and  for  our  communities  the  means  to  effectively 
serve  our  towns  and  to  deal  with  regional  issues  which  transcend  the  existing  boundaries  of  town  governments,  and  do  hereby 
adopt  this  home  rule  Charter  for  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  pursuant  to  section  567  of  Chapter  151  of 
the  1996  Acts  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts. 


ARTICLE  1 
DEFINITIONS 


SECTION  1.1  Definitions 

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  Charter  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Charter  - The  word  "Charter”  shall  mean  this  Charter  and  any  amendments  to  it  which  may  hereafter  be  adopted. 

(b)  County  - The  word  "County"  shall  mean  the  geographic  boundary  of  the  County  of  Franklin. 

(c)  Council  - The  representative  body  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments 

(d)  Council  Agency  - The  words  "Council  agency”  shall  mean  any  board,  commission,  executive  or  representative  body, 
committee  or  any  department,  division,  or  office  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments. 

(e)  Days  - The  word  "days”  shall  refer  to  business  days,  not  including  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  when  the  time 
set  is  less  than  seven  days;  when  the  time  set  is  seven  days  or  more,  every  day  shall  be  counted,  unless  the  last  day  is  a 
Sunday  or  a holiday. 

(f)  FRCOG  - The  acronym  “FRCOG”  shall  mean  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments. 

(g)  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth/'  MGL  - The  official  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  including  all  amendments  adopted  with  respect  thereto. 

(h)  Majority  Vote  - The  words  "majority  vote"  shall  mean  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided  a quorum 
is  present  when  the  vote  is  taken,  unless  a higher  number  is  required  by  law  or  bylaw. 

(i)  Voters  - The  word  "voters"  shall  mean  persons  who  are  registered  to  vote  in  any  Massachusetts  municipality. 

(j)  FRPB  - The  acronym  “FRPB”  shall  mean  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board. 

(k)  Enabling  Act  - Section  567  of  Chapter  151  of  the  1 996  Acts  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  as  may  be  amended. 

ARTICLE  2 

POWERS  OF  THE  REGIONAL  COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS 
SECTION  2.1  Incorporation 

The  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments,  within  the  corporate  limits  established  by  law,  shall  be  a body  politic  and 
corporate  for  the  purposes  of  suits;  of  buying  and  holding,  for  FRCOG  uses,  personal  property  and  real  property;  and  of 
contracting  and  doing  other  necessary  acts  relative  to  its  property  and  affairs. 
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SECTION  2.2  Powers  of  the  FRCOG 

Z2.1  The  intent  of  this  Charter  is  to  obtain  for  the  FRCOG  all  of  the  powers  that  it  is  now  possible  or  that  it  may  hereafter 
be  possible  for  a council  of  governments  to  have,  and  to  hold  and  to  exercise  such  powers  and  such  policies  under  the 
Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  they  may  be  amended,  as  fully  and  as  completely  as  if  each  such  power  were 
specifically  and  individually  enumerated  in  this  Charter. 

2.2.2  It  also  is  the  intent  of  this  Charter  to  encourage  a continuing  review  of  the  functions  performed  by  the  Franklin 
Regional  Council  of  Governments  and  to  enable  it  to  perform  any  duty  mandated  to  it  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible, 
and  without  regard  to  the  organizational,  structural,  or  personnel  provisions  contained  in  any  prior  laws. 

2.2-1  Nothing  in  this  Charter  shall  be  construed  to  impair,  diminish,  or  infringe  upon  the  powers  or  duties  of  cities  and  towns 
under  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  member  municipalities  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  are 
and  shall  remain  the  broad  repository  of  local  police  power  in  terms  of  their  ability  to  legislate  for  the  general  health,  safety, 
and  welfare  of  their  residents. 

2.2.4  Notwithstanding  any  other  special  or  general  law  to  the  contrary,  the  FRCOG  shall  exercise  all  prerogatives  and 
responsibilities  granted  to  it  by  the  Enabling  Act,  including  but  not  limited  to,  those  powers  which  are  enumerated  below: 

(a)  The  power  to  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  bylaws  related  to  operations  of  the  FRCOG. 

(b)  The  power  to  organize  and  regulate  the  internal  affairs  of  the  Council  of  Governments:  to  create,  alter,  and  abolish 
departments,  offices,  positions,  and  employment  and  to  define  the  functions,  powers  and  duties  thereof,  to  establish 
qualifications  for  persons  holding  offices,  positions  and  employment,  subject  to  the  requirements  of  state  law  and  this 
Charter,  and  provide  for  the  manner  of  their  appointment  and  removal  and  for  their  term  and  compensation. 

(c)  The  power  of  eminent  domain  with  respect  to  any  powers  of  the  former  County  under  MGL  Chaps.  79-88,  97,  114,  159, 
160  and  252. 

(d)  The  power  to  construct,  acquire,  operate  and  maintain  public  improvements,  capital  projects,  personal  property  and  real 
property  or  other  enterprises  for  any  public  purpose,  subject  to  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(e)  The  power  to  have  a corporate  seai;  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  buy,  sell,  lease,  hold  and 
dispose  of  real  and  personal  property;  to  appropriate  and  expend  funds  for  Council  of  Governments  purposes,  to  retain, 
administer  and  release  trust  funds  of  the  former  County  of  Franklin. 

(f)  The  power  to  contract  with  or  enter  into  agreements  with  any  other  entity  or  governmental  unit  and  to  provide  jointly 
or  for  the  other,  or  in  cooperation  with  other  entities,  any  service,  activity,  or  undertaking  which  such  entity  or  governmental 
unit  is  authorized  by  law  to  perform.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  municipalities  entering  into  joint  service 
agreements  with  FRCOG  may  do  so  upon  authorization  of  town  meeting  or,  if  further  authorized  by  general  law,  the  chief 
elected  official  or  executive  officer  of  the  municipality. 

(g)  The  power  to  establish  membership  assessments  and  service  charges. 

(h)  The  power  to  assess  the  Franklin  County  Retirement  System  or  its  successor  for  the  services  of  the  director  of  finance 
in  administering  the  retirement  system. 

(i)  The  powers  of  municipalities  with  respect  to  creating  special  fund  accounts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  any  service 
authorized  by  this  charter.  Such  funds  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  those  authorized  by  MGL  chapter  44,  sections 
53A(grant  and  gifts  for  municipal  purposes),  53C(off-dutv  work  details),  53D  (recreation  and  park  self-supporting  service 
revolving  funds),  53E  (offset  receipts),  53E  '/-  (departmental  revolving),  53F  (compensating  balance  agreements),  53F 
Zi  (enterprise  funds),  53 G (special  consultants),  or  any  other  special  funds  powers  now  or  later  enacted  for  municipalides. 
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Adoption  of  such  instruments  by  the  Council  shall  require  the  same  procedures  of  the  executive  and  representative  bodies 
of  the  FRCOG  as  may  be  required  of  the  executive  and  legislative  bodies  of  municipaliues.  The  FRCOG  shall  be  subject 
to  any  procurement  regulations  which  apply  to  municipalities. 

(j)  The  powers  of  regional  planning  agencies  and  economic  development  areas  as  previously  conferred  upon  the  County  of 
Franklin  under  Chapter  425  Acts  1963  as  amended,  MGL  chapter  40B  secs.  5,  5 A,  SB  and  14  and  as  enumerated  by  the 
Enabling  Act 

(k)  The  power,  notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  to  retain  all  powers  and  authorities  of  the  former 
County  executive  and  legislative  bodies  necessary  for  the  execution  of  any  responsibility  transferred  to  the  Council  of 
Governments  by  the  Enabling  Act  Any  responsibility  of  the  former  County  of  Franklin  for  which  the  Commonwealth  has 
no  explicit  jurisdiction,  shall  be  retained  by  the  FRCOG  and  its  successor  offices,  including  but  not  limited  to,  appointment 
authority  of  the  executive  to  other  corporate  bodies.. 

(l)  The  powers  of  Massachusetts  municipalities,  special  districts  and  authorities  not  specifically  limited  by  this  charter  or 
its  enabling  act  may  be  granted  to  the  FRCOG  by  the  bylaw  approval  process  set  forth  by  this  charter.  . 

(m)  The  powers  of  town  Selectmen  under  MGL  chap.  41  sec.  52  and  56  approval  of  bills  and  warrants,  the  powers  of  the 
former  Countv  of  Franklin  under  MGL  chaps.  79-88,  97  & 114  (highways  and  burial  grounds,  generally),  32B  (health 
insurance),40  (dogs  and  other  animals),  42  (boundaries),  159  & 160(  railways),  and  252  (swamps  and  quarries)  . 

(n)  The  power  to  incur  operating  debt  in  anticipation  of  revenue  up  to  one  half  of  the  most  recent  year’s  audited  total 
revenues. 

(o)  The  power  to  exercise  any  powers,  authorities  or  duties  which  may  be  assigned  by  general  law  or  administrative  rule 
to  regional  planning  agencies  or  counties. 

(p)  The  power  to  accept,  state,  federal,  or  private  grants  for  any  purpose. 

ARTICLE  3 

REPRESENTATIVE  BODY:  THE  COUNCIL 

SECTION  3.1  Structure 

3.1.1  Composition:  The  Council  shall  be  comprised  of  one  representative  from  each  member  municipality  appointed  by 
that  municipality’s  Board  of  Selectmen  or  Chief  Executive.  In  addition,the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  (FRPB)  shall 
elect  or  appoint  one  of  its  members  to  the  Council.  The  elected  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Council  but  shall  not  be  officers  of  the  Council. 

3.L2  Term  and  Vacancies:  Appointments  shall  be  for  the  duration  of  a fiscal  year.  Procedures  for  notice  of  appointments 
to  the  FRCOG  shall  be  outlined  by  bylaw.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  the  initial  council  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the 
member  towns  and  FRPB  within  30  days  of  the  adoption  of  this  charter.  Vacancies  shall  be  defined  by  bylaw  and  filled 
within  30  days  by  the  appropriate  appointing  authority  as  set  forth  by  section  3.1.1  above. 

3.1_3  Eligibility:  Representatives  shall  be  residents  and  registered  voters  of  the  towns  from  which  they  are  appointed.  The 
FRPB  representative  shall  be  a resident  of  Franklin  County  or  of  any  other  municipality  which  is  a member.  A 
Representative  shall  not  be  an  employee  of  the  Council.. 

3.1.4  Compensation  and  Benefits:  Representatives  shall  not  be  eligible  for  salary  or  any  personnel  benefits. 

3.1.5  Organization:  In  the  month  immediately  following  the  approval  of  this  Charter  by  at  least  14  member  towns,  but  not 
sooner  than  July  1,  1997,  the  first  organizational  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held.  The  Council  shall  meet  at  least 
quarterly,  and  shall  elect  a Chair,  Vice-Chair  and  Secretary  at  its  annual  organizational  meeting,  which  shall  be  its  first 
meeting  following  July  1 of  each  year. 
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3.1.6  Voting:  Each  member  shall  have  one  equal  vote  on  all  non-appropnations  matters,  except  that  Executive  Committee 
members  shall  not  vote  upon  matters  of  recall  under  .Article  3.2.2  of  this  Charter.  On  appropriations  questions,  each 
member  town  representative  shall  cast  a weighted  vote  equal  to  their  proportional  share  of  the  total  member  assessment 
outlined  in  Article  7 of  this  charter  except  that  the  FRPB  representative  shall  hold  a vote  of  1 % creating  a total  possible  vote 
of  101%. 

3.1.7  Quorum:  Not  less  than  50  percent  of  the  total  weighted  or  equal  vote  of  the  Council  as  applicable  to  the  actions  to 
be  taken. 

SECTION  3.2  Powers  and  Duties 

3.2.1  Powers  and  Duties  in  General:  Except  as  is  otherwise  provided  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  all  legislative 
powers  of  the  FRCOG  shall  be  vested  in  the  Council  which  shall  exercise  its  powers  consistent  with  the  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  this  Charter. 

3.2.2  Specific  Powers  of  the  Council: 

Subpart  l:  By  a simple  majority  of  the  weighted  or  equal  vote  present  as  applicable: 

(a)  The  power  to  pass  whatever  measures  are  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  operation  of  the  Council  in  accordance 
with  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(b)  The  power  to  approve  the  FRCOG  annual  operating  budget  and  appropriate  funds  as  required  by  the  budget. 

(c)  The  power  to  pass  resolutions  and  organization  bylaws. 

(d)  The  power  to  establish  internal  rules  of  operation. 

(e)  The  power  to  establish  standing  committees  as  deemed  necessary  to  carry'  out  its  duties. 

Subpart  2:  By  a two-thirds  majority  of  the  weighted  or  equal  vote  present  as  applicable: 

(a)  The  power  to  authorize  the  FRCOG"  to  enter  into  indebtedness  for  capital  and  real  property  acquisitions  pursuant  to 
general  law.. 

(b)  The  power  to  recall  a vote  of  the  Executive  Committee,  procedures  to  be  outlined  by  bylaw. 

(c)  The  power  to  approve  acquisition  and  disposal  of  real  property  or  significant  capital  assets. 

(d)  The  power  to  override  Executive  Committee  rejection  of  amendments  to  organizational  bylaws  as  set  forth  in  Article  8.4. 

ARTICLE  4 

EXECUTIVE  BODY:  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 


SECTION  4-1  Structure 

4.1.1  Composition:  The  executive  powers  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  shall  be  exercised  by  an 
Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  no  two  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  same  Member  town.  Two 
members  shall  be  elected  at  the  state  biennial  election,  two  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  and  one  shall  be  elected  or 
appointed  by  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board. 

4.L2  Term  and  Vacancies:  The  terms  of  Council  and  FRPB  members  on  the  executive  committee  shall  be  for  the  duration 
of  a fiscal  year.  Procedures  for  notice  of  appointment  or  election  to  the  executive  committee  shall  be  outlined  by  bylaw. 
Vacancies  shall  be  defined  by  bylaw  and  filled  within  30  days  by  the  appropriate  board. 

The  two  members  chosen  by  the  voters  in  the  member  towns  at  the  biennial  election  shall  serve  four  year  terms  beginning 
on  the  first  Tuesday  following  January  1 of  the  year  following  their  election..  However,  in  the  first  election,  the  individual 
with  the  highest  vote  shall  serve  a four  year  term  and  the  individual  with  the  second  highest  vote  shall  serve  a two  year  term, 
hence  staggering  their  terms  thereafter.  If  a person  from  the  same  town  as  another  candidate  appears  to  be  chosen,  the 
person  with  the  higher  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  a person  residing  in  the  same  town  as  a still  sitting 
member  of  the  committee  resides,  he/she  shall  not  be  declared  elected.  In  such  a case  the  person  with  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes,  who  lives  in  another  town,  shall  be  declared  elected.  Definition  and  procedures  for  filling  vacancies  shall 
be  outlined  by  the  bylaws.  If  the  Secretary  of  State  declines  to  place  the  names  of  regionally  elected  executive  committee 
member  candidates  on  the  ballot,  such  members  shall  be  deemed  elected  by  aggregating  the  total  votes  received  at  the  town 
elections  of  all  members.  The  first  such  elections  shall  be  held  at  the  spring  town  elections  of  1998.  The  same  provisions 
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for  length  and  staggering  of  terms  shall  apply  with  terms  beginning  Juiv  1 of  the  year  in  which  the  election  is  held.  Candidates 
shall  follow  each  town’s  rules  for  securing  a piace  on  the  ballot.  Candidates  for  said  elected  positions  shall  not  run 
representing  a political  party. 

4.1.3  Eligibility:  Executive  Committee  members  shall  be  residents  and  registered  voters  of  member  towns. 

The  FRPB  member  shall  be  a resident  of  Franklin  County  or  other  member  town.  Executive  Committee  members  shall  not 
be  employees  of  the  Council. 

4.1.4  Compensation  and  benefits:  The  Council  may  establish  an  annual  stipend  for  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Other  personnel  benefits  shall  be  provided  as  required  by  law,  or  as  may  be  authorized  by  bylaw. 

4.1.5  Organisation:  Within  30  days  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  first  meetmg  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  monthly  and  shall  elect  a Chair,  Vice-  Chair  and  Secretary  at  its  annual 
organizational  meeting  , which  shall  be  established  by  bylaw.  The  Secretary  shall  act  in  the  capacity  of  the  former  County 
Clerk  with  respect  to  all  matters  under  jurisdiction  of  the  FRCOG. 

4.1.6  Voting:  Each  member  shall  have  one  equal  vote  on  all  matters. 

4.1.7  Quorum.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  all  of  their  official  business  with  at  least  three  members  present, 
provided  proper  notice  has  been  given  to  all  five  members. 

SECTION  4.2  Powers  and  Duties 

4.2.1  Powers  and  Duties  in  General:  The  executive  powers  of  the  Council  shall  be  vested  solely  in  the  Executive  Committee 
and  may  be  exercised  either  directly  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  through  the  Executive  Director  as  set  forth  in  Article 
5 of  this  Charter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  cause  this  Charter  and  the  bylaws  and  orders  for  the  administration  of  the 
FRCOG  to  be  enforced.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  exercise  general  supervision  and  direction  over  the  FRCOG.  Each 
FRCOG  committee,  employee,  or  agent  shall  furnish  any  documents  or  information,  or  shall  appear  before  the  Executive 
Committee  as  it  may  request. 

4.2.2  Specific  Powers  of  the  Executive  Committee: 

(a)  The  power  to  supervise  the  approval  of  warrants,  collection,  disbursement,  and  deposit  of  all  FRCOG  funds. 

(b)  The  power  to  exercise  all  administrative  and  executive  powers  of  the  FRCOG  by  majority  vote. 

(c)  The  power  to  prepare  and  submit  an  annual  operating  and  a capital  outlay  budget  to  the  Council  for  its  consideration 
and  adoption,  and  supervise  and  administer  the  budget  adopted  by  the  Council 

(d)  The  power  to  supervise  the  care  and  custody  of  all  FRCOG  property,  institutions,  and  agencies. 

(e)  The  power  of  eminent  domain  as  permitted  by  law  and  as  enumerated  in  article  2 of  this  Charter.. 

(f)  The  power  to  identify  emergency  situations  and  call  emergency  meetings  of  the  Council  with  24  hours  notice. 

(g)  The  power  to  call  meetings  of  the  Council  with  two  weeks  notice,  subject  to  the  bylaws  of  the  Council. 

(h)  The  power  to  sign  all  deeds,  contracts,  bonds  or  other  instruments  required  to  effectuate  the  powers  of  the  FRCOG  as 
set  forth  in  Article  2. 

(i)  The  power  to  inquire  at  any  time  into  the  conduct  of  office  or  performance  of  duty  of  any  FRCOG  officer,  employee,  or 
Council  member.. 

(j)  The  power  to  establish  internal  rules  of  operation  and  review  FRCOG  bylaws  submitted  by  the  Council 

(k)  The  power  to  make  appointments  to  other  public  and  private  bodies  as  required  by  law  or  as  requested  by  such  other 
bodies  or  as  previously  required  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  former  County. 

(l)  Such  other  powers  as  may  be  granted  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(m)  The  power  to  conduct' inquiries  and  investigations  and  exercise  the  power  of  subpoena. 

(n)  The  powers  of  former  County  Commissioners  generally  and  under  MGL  chapter  34  relative  to  powers  cited  in  .Article 
2.2.4  sections  (c)  and  (m)  of  this  charter. 
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4.2.3  Delegation  of  Authority  by  the  Executive  Committee 

To  the  extent  allowed  by  law,  the  Executive  Committee  may  delegate  to  any  subordinate  officer  or  employee  of  the  FRCOG 
the  exercise  of  any  power,  function  or  duty  assigned  it  by  this  Charter.  .Ail  legal  acts  performed  under  such  delegation  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  acts  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


ARTICLE  5 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ORGANIZATION 


SECTION  5.1  Executive  Director 

Appointment,  Qualification,  Term  of  Office,  Duties  - The  chief  administrative  officer  of  the  FRCOG  shall  be  an  Executive 
Director  appointed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Council  to  serve  at  their  pleasure.  The  Executive  Director  shall  be  qualified  by 
education,  training  and  experience  in  public  administration  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  shall  exercise  general  day- 
to-day  supervision  and  direction  over  all  FRCOG  activities.  Specific  powers  and  duties  of  the  Executive  Director  shall  be 
further  enumerated  by  bylaw  based  upon  descriptions  of  chief  administrative  positions  in  special  act  and  home  rule  charters 
adopted  by  cites  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Executive  Director  shall  hire  or  terminate  Director  level  positions 
with  the  majority  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  except  that  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  shall 
also  give  advice  and  consent  upon  the  appointment  or  termination  of  the  Director  of  Planning  and  Development.  Ail  other 
positions  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Executive  Director. 

SECTION  5.2  Director  of  Finance 

The  Director  of  Finance  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Director.  The  Director  of  Finance  shall  be  qualified  by  education, 
training  and  experience  in  finance  and  accounting  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  overseeing 
financial  operations  of  the  FRCOG.  The  Director  of  Finance  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  enumerated  by  the 
Enabling  Act,  and  such  additional  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  provided  by  general  law  or  bylaw. 

SECTION  5.3  Director  of  Planning  and  Development 

The  Director  of  Planning  and  Development  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Director.  The  Director  of  Planning  and 
Development  shall  be  qualified  by  education,  traimng  and  experience  in  planning  to  perform  the  duties  of  office  and  shall 
perform  services  in  support  of  Article  S of  this  Charter  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  provided  by  general  law  or  bylaw 

ARTICLE  6 

FINANCING  AND  MEMBERSHIP 
SECTION  6.1  Membership  Eligibility  and  Responsibilities 

6.1.1  Eligibility:  Membership  in  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  is  open  to  any  Franklin  County  municipality 
which  has  secured  an  affirmative  majority  vote  by  its  legislative  body  acceptmg  this  charter.  The  FRCOG  is  also  open  to 
any  other  Massachusetts  municipality  which  has  secured  an  affirmative  vote  by  its  legislative  body  and  approval  by  a 2/3 
majority  vote  of  the  full  membership  of  the  Council. 

6.1.2  Members: 

(a)  Any  municipality  that  meets  the  criteria  of  section  6.1.1  by  July  1 , 1 998  will  be  deemed  a Member. 

(b)  Members  will  have  representation  on  the  Council  in  accordance  with  Article  3 of  this  Charter. 

(c)  Members  shall  commit  to  membership  in  the  FRCOG  for  no  less  than  three  years  effective  July  1,  1998. 

6.L3  Other  Members:  Any  other  category  of  Members  and  related  fee  structures  will  be  defined  pursuant  to  the  bylaws  of 
the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments. 

6.1.4  Responsibilities  of  Towns  of  the  Former  Franklin  County : 

(a)  Towns  which  comprise  "the  former  County  which  decide  not  to  become  Members  of  the  FRCOG  by  July  l,  1998  shall 
continue  to  be  responsible  for  their  allocable  share  of  all  related  retirement  system  costs,  retiree  health  insurance,  and  any 
other  ongoing  fixed  costs  of  the  former  County  as  approved  by  the  Council. 
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(b)Payment  for  items  under  (a)  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  a schedule  approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  each  town 
affected  by  this  section- 

6.1.5  Member  Assessments  and  Service  Charges: 

(a)  Members  will  be  assessed  pursuant  to  the  formula  outlined  in  (b)  below  to  fund  that  portion  of  the  FRCOG  general 
operating  budget  which  is  not  ofEset  by  other  revenues,  including  costs  of  the  former  County  as  set  forth  in  section  6. 1 .4(a). 
Service  charges  will  be  established  pursuant  to  the  Bylaws  of  the  FRCOG.  .An  annual  FRCOG  budget  assessment  shall  be 
transmitted  to  each  member  by  February  1 indicating  the  core  assessment  and  service  charges  which  comprise  the  total. 

(b)  Each  member’s  core  assessment  shall  reflect  a 10%  weight  for  its  share  of  the  total  members’  population  and  a 90% 
weight  for  its  share  of  the  total  members’  total  equalized  property  valuation  (EQV).  Total  equalized  property  valuation  shall 
be  the  latest  figure  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  and  population  shall  be  the  latest  completed 
decennial  federal  census. 

Member’s  EQV  X Total  Core  Assessment  X .9  PLUS 
Total  Members’  EQV 

Member’s  Population  X Total  Core  Assessment  X . 1 = Member  Core  Assessment 

Total  Members’  Population 

(c)  Assessments  shall  be  paid  by  Members  on  a quarterly  basis  according  to  the  following  schedule:  July  1,  October  1, 
January  1 , and  April  1 . 

(d)  If  any  payment  of  service  charges  or  assessments  is  not  made  when  required,  the  Director  of  Finance  shall  cause  notice 
to  be  sent  to  the  delinquent  member.  Ninety  days  delinquency  in  any  such  payments  to  which  notice  shall  have  been  given 
to  the  member  shall  entitle  the  Executive  Committee  to  suspend  membership  until  the  delinquency  is  satisfied. 

6.1.6  Adherence  to  Bylaws  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments:  All  members  shall  agree  to  be  bound  by 
the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  Charter  and  Bylaws,  and  all  amendments  thereto,  as  a condition  of  continued 
membership  in  the  FRCOG. 

6.1.7  Withdrawal  from  Membership  in  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments: 

(a)  After  three  years  of  membership,  any  Member  may  seek  to  withdraw  from  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments 
by  an  affirmative  majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  its  Legislative  Body. 

(b)  In  all  cases,  the  terms  of  withdrawal  will  include  provisions  for  payment  of  the  Member’s  allocable  share  of  planning 
and  development  costs  related  to  programs  which  that  municipality  had  accepted  if  such  costs  have  been  incurred  but  not 
financed  at  the  time  of  withdrawal;  and  shall  provide  for  payment  for  all  of  the  municipality’s  share  of  the  FRCOG  budget 
for  the  fiscal  year  following  the  vote  to  withdraw.  The  municipality  shall  also  continue  ro  be  responsible  for  payments  under 
6.1.4. 

(c)  Procedures  for  withdrawal  from  Membership  in  the  FRCOG  shall  be  pursuant  to  the  Bylaws  of  the  FRCOG,  but  shall 
not  supersede  any  provisions  of  this  charter. 

SECTION  6.2  Fiscal  Procedures 

6.2.1  Submission  and  Adoption  of  the  Proposed  Budget:  The  fiscal  year  of  the  FRCOG  shall  begin  on  July  1 and  end  on 
June  30.  The  Executive  Director,  operating  within  guidelines  issued  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  by  December  l of 
each  year,  submit  to  the  Council  a proposed  operating  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  with  an  accompanying  budget 
message  and  supporting  documents.  The  Executive  Director  shall  also  make  available  a proposed  budget  summary  for 
public  review.  The  Council  shall  adopt  a proposed  budget  for  the  ensumg  fiscal  year  not  later  than  February  1 . Should  town 
meeting  actions  require  revisions  in  the  budget  for  the  ensumg  year,  the  Council  shall  take  final  action  on  a budget  not  later 
than  June  1 . 
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6.2.2  Actual  and  Estimated  Income  and  Expenditures  - Each  year  the  proposed  operating  budget  shall  provide  a 
comprehensive  financial  plan  of  all  FRCOG  funds  and  activities.  The  budget  shall  show  actual  and  estimated  income  and 
expenditures  for  the  previous,  current,  and  ensuing  fiscal  year  and  shall  include  proposed  expenditures  for  current  operations 
and  proposed  revenue  sources;  proposed  capital  expenditures  and  the  proposed  methods  of  financing  capital  expenditures; 
and  estimated  surplus  revenue  and  free  cash  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  including  estimated  balances  in  any  special 
accounts.  The  budget  shail  include  a capital  improvement  program  as  appropriate.  A cost  allocation  plan  shall  identify  all 
costs  and  appropriations  directly  or  proportionately  attributable  to  each  function.  The  budget  shall  in  all  events  be  a balanced 
budget. 

ARTICLE  7 

REGIONAL  PLANNING  AGENCY 
SECTION  7.1  Purpose,  Responsibilities  and  Powers 

As  stated  by  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Enabling  Act,  any  and  all  regional  planning  activities  or  functions 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1963  i.the  Act  which  establishes  the  Franklin  County 
Commissioners  as  the  Regional  Planning  Agency  for  Franklin  County),  as  amended,  and  Sections  5,  5A,  5B.  and  14  of 
Chapter  40B  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  (the  Act  which  defines  the  actions  of  the  Regional  Planning  Agency),  and/ 
or  any  subsequent  provisions  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  with  respect  to  regional  planning,  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  under  this  Charter  and  subject  to  its  provisions.  The  FRCOG  shall  be  the 
Regional  Planning  Agency  for  the  municipalities  within  the  boundaries  of  the  former  Franklin  County  , known  as  the 
“Regional  Planning  District”  ,and  may  expand  such  boundaries  pursuant  to  general  law  or  the  provisions  of  this  charter.  The 
FRCOG  mav  assume  additional  regional  planing  responsibilities  granted  by  any  subsequent  provisions  of  state  or  federal 
legislation  or  regulations. 

The  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  shall  be  comprised  of  three  bodies:  The  Executive  Committee,  acting  as  the 
executive  body,  the  Council,  acting  as  the  representative  body,  and  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board,  acting  as  the 
advisory  body  on  regional  planning  issues  and  policies.  The  Executive  Committee,  the  Council,  and  the  Franklin  Regional 
Planning  Board  shall  joindy  have  and  may  exercise  any  and  all  authority  for  regional  planning  as  may  be  authorized  by 
current  and  future  federal  and  state  laws.  The  Executive  Committee,  in  consultation  with  and  based  upon  the 
recommendations  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board,  shall  be  responsible  for  establishing  policies  to  guide  all  regional 
planning  and  development  activities  of  the  region.  The  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  as  the  Regional  Planning 
Agency  shall  be  staffed  with  a Director  of  Planning  & Development,  with  appropriate  planning  qualifications,  and  other  staff 
as  grant  or  other  funding  permits.  The  purpose  and  objectives  of  the  FRCOG  as  the  Regional  Planning  Agency  are  to 
balance  economic  development  with  the  protection  of  natural  and  cultural  resources  which  are  the  foundation  of  the  region's 
rural  character  and  heritage  and  to  advocate  at  the  state  and  federal  level  to  ensure  that  programs,  policies  and  funding  are 
responsive  to  issues  affecting  the  region. 

SECTION  7.2  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  - Purpose,  Composition;  Responsibilities  and  Powers 

7.2.1  Purpose  : The  purpose  and  objective  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  ("FRPB")  shall  be  to  promote,  with  the 
greatest  efficiency,  sustainable  economic  development  in  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  region  and  to 
protect  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  and  the  natural  and  cultural  resources  of  the  Regional  Planning  District. 

7.2.2  Composition:  The  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following  members: 

(a)  the  Executive  Committee  (the  Executive  Body  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments); 

(b)  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  each  town  or  the  3oard  of  Selectmen's  designee,  who  may  be  someone  other  than 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 

(c)  the  Chair  of  the  Planning  Board  of  each  town  or  a member  of  that  town's  Planning  Board;  and 

(d)  up  to  eighteen  (18)  persons  residing  within  the  Regional  Planning  District,  as  "Members  At-Large"  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  additional  advice  and  guidance  to  the  FRPB,  with  said  persons  broadly  representative  of  business,  labor. 
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professional  and  social  organizations.  or  interested  in  natural,  cultural,  histone  and  economic  resources  and  other  significant 
interests  within  die  Regional  Planning  District.  Such  Members  At-Large  shall  be  elected  by  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning 
Board  m accordance  with  its  by-laws. 

7.2_3  Term  of  Office:  Each  representauve  shall  serve  a term  of  three  years.  In  the  case  of  vacancies,  new  appointments  snail 
be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  by-laws. 

7.2.4  Voting  Powers:  Each  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  member  shall  have  one  equal  vote. 

7.2^  Quorum:  Not  less  than  1 5 percent  of  the  full  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  membership  shail  constitute  a quorum. 

7.2.6  Organization  : The  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  shall  establish  by-laws  for  its  proceedings  and  organization. 
The  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  may  establish  such  technical  advisory  subcommittees  as  may  be  needed  to  assist  the 
planning  staff  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  and  the  FRPB  m then  duties  and  functions.  The  Franklin 
Regional  Planning  Board  shall  have  voting  representation  on  the  Council  and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Franklin  Council 
of  Governments  as  set  forth  in  Articles  3 and  4 above. 

SECTION  7.3  Responsibilities  and  Functions 

7-3.1  General  Powers:  The  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  shall  consult  with  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Franklin 
Regional  Council  of  Governments  executive  and  legislative  bodies  concerning  the  objectives,  policies,  programs,  budget, 
administration  or  other  items  necessary  for  the  preparauon  and  implementation  of  studies,  plans  and  proposals  in  furtherance 
of  the  purposes  set  forth  above  and  as  provided  by  the  Enabling  Act,  as  amended;  in  Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  as 
amended,  which  establishes  the  Franklin  County  Commissioners  as  the  Regional  Planning  Agency  for  the  Regional  Planning 
District  and  County;  and  in  Sections  5,  5A,  5B,  and  14  of  Chapter  40B  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  defines 
the  actions  of  a Regional  Planning  Agency,  and  as  may  be  further  provided  by  amendment  or  by  any  other  subsequent 
provisions  of  state  or  federal  law  or  regulations. 

7-3.2  Specific  Powers: 

(a)  Economic  Development:  As  authorized  pursuant  to  Title  IV,  Part  B of  the  Public  Works  and  Economic  Development 
Act  of  1965,  enacted  by  the  United  States  Congress  as  Public  Law  89- 1 36,  or  current  equivalent  as  amended,  the  Franklin 
Regional  Planning  Board  shall  oversee  the  development  of  and  approve  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Program 
(OEDP)  for  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  Regional  Planning  District  and  assist  with  other  economic 
development  activities  in  support  of  the  OEDP. 

(b)  Transportation:  As  authorized  bv  the  Federal  Highway  Act  of  1962  or  current  equivalent  as  amended,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction,  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Regional  Planning 
District  is  considered  a metropolitan  planning  area.  As  such,  its  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO)  is  responsible 
for  the  planning  and  programming  of  financial  resources  for  a multi-modal  transportation  system  for  the  FRCOG  region. 
The  MPO  is  made  up  of  the  Secretary  of  Transportation,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Transit  Authority,  the  Chairman  of  the  Greenfield-Montague  Transportation  .Area,  and 
the  Chau-  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments  Executive  Committee.  As  authorized  by  Section  134  of  the 
Federal  Highway  Act  of  1962  or  current  equivalent  as  amended,  the  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  and  its  successor,  the 
Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  is  authorized  to  act  as  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Committee  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  JTPC).  The  Executive  Committee  Chair  shall  receive  recommendations  from  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board 
in  its  capacity  as  Jomt  Transportation  Planning  Committee  (JTPC).  As  the  JTPC,  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board 
shall  ensure  that  the  transportation  planning  process  in  the  FRCOG  region  is  comprehensive,  continuing  and  cooperative 
(“3C”)  and  shall  have  responsibility  for  approving  the  Unified  Work  Program  and  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
for  the  region. 

7.3.3  Future  Changes  in  Structure,  Responsibilities  and  Functions:  Any  recommended  changes  in  the  structure, 
responsibiliues  or  functions  of  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the  amendment  or  bylaw- 
process  outlined  by  this  charter  as  appropriate. 
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ARTICLE  3 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

SECTION  8. 1 Specific  Provisions  to  Prevail,  Severability 

To  the  extent  that  any  specific  provision  of  this  Charter  conflicts  with  any  provision  expressed  in  general  terms,  the  specific 
provision  shall  prevail.  The  enumeration  of  specific  powers,  however,  shall  not  limit  the  intent  of  any  general  powers  or 
responsibilities  of  the  FRCOG  or  any  office  or  board  formed  under  his  charter.  If  any  provision  of  this  charter  is  found  to 
be  invalid  or  superseded  by  state  or  federal  law  or  regulation,  in  whole  or  in  pan,  he  remaining  provisions  of  he  Charter, 
or  portions  hereof,  shall  remain  in  force. 

SECTION  8.2  Charter  Amendment  Procedures 

The  Council  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  its  full  membership,  submit  proposed  amendments  to  this  Charter  to  he  voters 
of  member  towns.  .Amendments  shall  be  adopted  by  a majority  vote  by  he  legislative  bodies  in  at  least  two-thirds  of  he 
member  towns.  The  warrant  articles  used  when  votmg  on  a Charter  amendment  shall  contain  a question  in  substantially  he 
following  form:  "Shall  he  following  Charter  amendment  which  was  proposed  by  a two-thirds  majority  vote  of  he  full 
membership  of  he  FRCOG  Council  be  enacted?” 

SECTION  8.3  Enabling  Act  Amendment  Procedures 

The  Executive  Committee  may,  by  a two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  full  Council  membership,  and  with  he  majority  vote 
of  he  Executive  Committee,  file  a petition  with  he  state  legislature  to  amend  the  Enabling  Act. 

SECTION  8.4  Bylaw  Adoption  Procedures 

Bylaws  adopted  by  he  Council  by  majority  vote  shall  be  presented  to  he  Executive  Committee  for  review.  A majority  vote 
of  he  Executive  Committee  shall  be  required  for  adoption.  If  he  Executive  Committee  fails  to  take  action  on  any  bylaw 
within  21  days,  he  bylaw  shall  become  effective.  If  he  Executive  Committee  disapprove  of  any  bylaw,  hey  shall  return 
the  bylaw  to  he  Secretary  of  he  Council  within  10  days  wih  he  specific  reasons  for  he  disapproval,  in  writing.  If  he 
Council  does  not  override  he  disapproval  of  he  Executive  Chemist  by  a two-thirds  majority  within  30  days,  he  bylaw  shall 
be  rejected  and  may  not  be  proposed  again  for  one  calendar  year  hereafter.  In  no  case  shall  a bylaw  supersede  any  provision 
of  this  Charter. 


ARTICLE  9 

TRANSITIONAL  PROVISIONS 


SECTION  9.1  Effective  Date 

This  Charter  shall  become  fully  effective  on  he  first  business  day  following  an  affirmative  vote  by  at  least  1 4 towns  of  he 
former  County  of  Franklin,  but  not  sooner  than  July  1,  1997. 

SECTION  9.2  Continuation  of  Personnel  '' 

All  former  County  personnel  not  transferred  to  he  Commonwealth  pursuant  to  he  provisions  of  he  Enabling  Act  shall 
continue  to  perform  heir  duties  as  employees  of  he  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments,  subject  to 
appropriation,  further  reauthorization,  and  approval  by  he  Council  and  he  Executive  Director. 

SECTION  9.3  Transition  of  Representative  Body 

The  Countv  Advisory  Board  of  Franklin  County  shall  remain  he  representative  body  of  he  County  through  June  30, 
1997  and  continue  as  necessary  under  he  Enabling  Act  as  he  Regional  Advisory  Board  until  such  time  as  this  Charter  is 
adopted  pursuant  to  he  provisions  above  or  June  30,  1998. 

SECTION  9.4  Transition  of  Executive  Body 

The  Franklin  County  Commissioners  shall  remain  he  executive  body  through  June  30,  1997  and  contmue  under  he 
enabling  act  as  he  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Committee  until  such  time  as  this  Charter  is  adopted  or  June  30, 
1998.  If  he  charter  is  adopted,  he  three  sitting  County  Commissioners  of  he  former  County'  of  Franklin  shall  elect 
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among  themselves  two  members  to  fill  the  regionally  elected  positions  until  such  positions  are  filled  through  the  state 
biennial  election  or  town  election  process  outlined  in  Article  4. 1 2 of  this  charter.  Should  the  Commissioners  fail  to 
elect  two  of  their  number,  the  Council  shall,  at  their  first  meetmg,  elect  two  of  the  sitting  Commissioners.  In  the  event 
that  less  than  two  of  the  sitting  Franklin  County  Commissioners  are  ready,  willing  and  able  to  accept  a position  on  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  if  a vacancy  occurs  prior  to  the  first  election,  the  Council  shall  elect  a Franklin  County  resident 
to  fill  such  position(s),  except  that  such  individual  shall  not  already  be  a member  of  the  Council. 

SECTION  9.5  Default  in  event  of  Charter  vote  failure 

In  the  event  this  charter  is  not  adopted  by  a majority  of  voters  in  a majority  of  Franklin  County  towns  by  May  31,1 998, 
the  former  County  Commissioners  and  County  Advisory  Board  shall  by  June  15,1 998  adopt  a plan  for  implementation 
effective  July  1,  1998,  which  shall  enumerate  1)  any  retirement  liabilities  of  the  former  County,  exclusive  of  those 
liabilities  transferred  to  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  allocated  among  the  towns  of  the  former  County;  2)  any  other  fixed 
costs  of  the  former  county  to  be  allocated  among  the  towns  of  the  former  Franklin  County  according  to  the  former  county 
assessment  formula;  3)  a budget  for  a Franklin  Regional  Planning  Commission  (FRPC)  to  be  assessed  upon  the  towns 
for  fiscal  1 999  only,  pending  acceptance  of  membership  in  the  FRPC  by  each  municipality  of  the  former  Franklin 
County  pursuant  to  MGL  Chapter  40B  sec  2A  prior  to  June  30,  1999;  4)  the  transfer  of  all  powers  of  the  former 
Franklin  County,  such  as  those  enumerated  in  Article  2 of  this  charter,  to  specific  agencies  of  the  Commonwealth,  except 
those  powers  of  the  regional  planning  commission.  The  FRPC  established  by  default  of  this  charter  shall  be  overseen  by 
the  former  Franklin  County  Planning  Board.  Votes  of  acceptance  of  the  FRPC  shall  be  required  as  under  MGL  40B  to 
establish  the  FRPC  as  a 40B  planning  commission,  and  shall  operate  pursuant  to  all  40B  requirements  after  July  1 , 

1999. 

SECTION  9.6  Legislative  authorization  of  certain  provisions 

The  Council  shall  immediately  seek  legislative  authorization  for  amendment  of  the  enabling  act  for  any  power  granted  to 
Franklin  Council  of  Governments  by  this  Charter  but  requiring  further  legislative  approval. 
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QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ON  THE  FRANKLIN  REGIONAL 
COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS  (FRCOG)  CHARTER  PROPOSAL 


WHAT’S  THE  PROBLEM?  WHY  DO  WE  HAVE  TO  CHANGE  ANYTHING  ABOUT 
COUNTY  GOVERNMENT? 

Massachusetts  Counties  operate  jails,  registries  of  deeds,  court  facilities  and,  with  few  exceptions, 
little  else.  Franklin  County  is  different.  As  the  most  rural  part  of  the  state,  our  towns,  large  and 
small,  use  the  county  to  advocate  in  Boston  for  their  interests;  to  cooperatively  purchase 
everything  from  guardrail  and  road  salt  to  office  supplies  and  professional  consulting;  and  to 
provide  regional/municipal  planning  and  other  local  services  at  affordable  costs.  By  working 
together  we  keep  costs  lower  and  control  choices  for  many  local  services.  But  state  requirements 
for  operating  the  court,  jail  and  registry  are  bankrupting  the  local  services  our  towns  want.  So  we 
asked,  and  the  legislature  has  voted,  to  abolish  Franklin  County  on  July  1,  1997. The  state  will 
take  responsibility  for  the  old  functions  and  give  us  the  opportunity  to  make  our  own  choices 
about  the  services  we  need  through  the  FRCOG. 

WILL  THE  COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS  COST  MORE  THAN  COUNTY 
GOVERNMENT?  HOW  WILL  I KNOW  WHAT  THE  COST  IS? 

The  cost  to  each  town  for  the  Council  of  Governments  will  be  less  than  it  is  currently  under  the 
County.  Each  year  beginning  in  Fiscal  Year  99,  the  cost  of  the  FRCOG’ s services  will  have  to  be 
approved  at  each  town  meeting.  By  early  spring  each  town  will  know  what  costs  they  have  to  pay 
for  state  mandates  (health  insurance  and  administrative  costs  for  retirees  of  the  former  county 
government),  core  assessment  (costs  for  regional  planning,  program  development,  advocacy  and 
fixed  administrative  costs),  and  fee  programs  (services  towns  can  choose  whether  they  want  them 
or  not  at  the  price  offered).  Individual  taxpayers  save  money  by  having  their  town  share  with 
other  towns  the  costs  of  providing  services  and  advocacy. 

HOW  IS  THE  COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS  CREATED?  CAN  WE  GET  OUT  OF  IT? 

A majority  vote  in  a majority  of  towns  in  Franklin  County  will  establish  the  Council.  The  number 
of  towns  participating  will  determine  how  much  funding  there  is.  The  new  Council  members 
representing  the  towns  will  review  the  budget  and  prioritize  the  services  to  be  delivered.  All 
towns  which  vote  to  become  members  the  first  time  must  remain  members  for  three  years.  If  a 
town  wants  to  leave  the  FRCOG,  it  must  vote  at  town  meeting  to  withdraw  and  give  one  year 
notice  to  the  FRCOG  so  that  the  effect  on  the  remaining  members  can  be  planned  for. 

WHO  WILL  CONTROL  THE  COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS? 

Every  member  town  will  have  a representative  to  the  Council  appointed  by  their  town’s  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  Council  will  set  the  service  priorities.  The  State  would  no  longer  control  the 
financing  of  our  region’s  collaborative  municipal  services.  Town  Meeting  is  ultimately  in  control 
by  voting  annually  on  the  town’s  continued  membership  after  the  first  three  year  period. 

WILL  I STILL  LIVE  IN  FRANKLIN  COUNTY? 

The  place  Franklin  County  will  still  exist.  Only  the  old  layer  of  government  is  abolished.  In  fact, 
the  special  relationship  our  Franklin  County  towns  have  with  each  other  makes  the  FRCOG 
possible  as  a tool  for  working  together  to  be  heard  in  Boston  and  saving  money  on  services. 


FRANKLIN  REGIONAL  COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS  CHARTER 
EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


CHARTER  PURPOSE 

To  establish  for  the  members  the  means  to  effectively  deliver  public  services  and  timely  advocacy 

through  a versatile,  cost  effective  and  responsive  regional  services  organization  controlled  by  its  membership. 

POWERS  OF  THE  FRANKLIN  REGIONAL  COUNCIL  OF  GOVERNMENTS  (FRCOG) 

The  FRCOG  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  or  enter  into  agreements  with  any  other  entity  or  governmental  unit  to 
provide  any  service  such  entities  are  authorized  by  law  to  perform.  It  shall  have  the  powers  of  regional  planning  agencies 
and  economic  development  areas.  It  shall  retain  the  powers  of  counties  with  respect  to  rights  of  way. 

REPRESENTATIVE  BODY:  THE  COUNCIL 

The  representative  body  is  called  the  Council  and  shall  be  comprised  of  one  representative  from  each  member 
municipality  appointed  by  their  Board  of  Selectrmen,  one  representative  from  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board 
(FRPB  see  below),  and  the  Executive  Committee  (see  below)  ex-  officio.  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt 
operating  budgets,  set  member  assessments  and  fees  subject  to  town  meeting/  town  council  approval,  and  to  adopt 
internal  bylaws  and  recall  votes  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

VOTING  BY  THE  COUNCIL 

All  members  of  the  Council  shall  have  one  equal  vote  on  non-appropriations  matters.  On  appropriation  questions, 
member  representatives  shall  cast  a weighted  vote  in  proportion  to  their  share  of  the  total  member  assessment.  The 
FRPB  representative  shall  have  a 1%  vote. 

EXECUTIVE  BODY:  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  comprised  of  five  members,  no  two  of  which  may  be  from  the  same  town.  Two 
members  shall  be  elected  from  the  Council,  one  representative  from  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board,  and  two 
members  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  at  the  regular  statewide  biennial  elections.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
exercise  general  supervision  and  direction  of  the  FRCOG  submit  for  approval  and  oversee  administration  of  the  Council 
adopted  budget,  and  act  as  the  former  County  Commissioners  on  right  of  way  issues. 

FINANCING  AND  MEMBERSHIP 

Membership  is  open  to  any  Franklin  County  municipality  which  adopts  the  Charter  by  a majority  vote  of  its  legislative 
body  (usually  town  meeting),  and  any  other  municipality  which  adopts  the  charter  and  receives  a 2/3  majority  vote  of  the 
Council.  Initial  membership  must  be  for  three  years.  Withdrawal  requires  a similar  vote  and  one  year  notice  to  the 
Council.  Former  Franklin  County  towns  which  choose  not  to  adopt  the  Charter  shall  continue  to  be  responsible  for 
certain  fixed  costs  of  the  former  County  such  as  retirement  or  other  costs  as  approved  by  the  Council. 

Each  member’s  core  assessment  shall  reflect  a 10%  weight  for  its  share  of  the  total  members’  population  and  a 90% 
weight  for  its  share  of  the  total  members’  total  equalized  property  valuation  (EQ  V).  Total  equalized  property  valuation 
shall  be  the  latest  figure  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  and  population  shall  be  the  latest 
completed  decennial  federal  census.  The  Council  may  also  set  fees  for  certain  services  beyond  the  base  and  fees  for  non- 
members to  access  any  service  of  the  FRCOG. 

FRANKLIN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  BOARD  (FRPB) 

The  FRPB  shall  consult  with  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  Council  relative  to  the  powers 
of  the  FRCOG  as  a regional  planning  agency  under  Massachusetts  general  law.  The  FRPB  shall  be  comprised,  as  is  the 
current  Franklin  County  Planning  Board,  of  one  Selectmen’s  appointee  and  one  Planning  Board  representative  from 
each  town,  and  up  to  1 8 members  elected  at-  large  by  the  other  members. 

CHARTER  ADOPTION  EFFECTIVE  DA  TE  AND  AMENDMENT 

Adoption  of  the  Charter  requires  a majority  vote  by  a majority  of  Franklin  County  towns’  legislative  bodies  by  June  30, 

1 998.  Amendments  require  a 2/3  vote  of  the  Council  and  a majority  vote  by  2/3  of  the  member  towns’  legislative  bodies. 
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A better  county 
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Greenfield  will  be  the  biggest, 
but  not  the  only,  winner  if  voters 
approve  a new  county  charter 
this  year. 

After  months  of  meetings,  hear- 
ings and  debates,  the  future  of 
Franklin  County  is  taking  shape. 
On  Saturday,  members  of  the 
County  Advisory  Board’s  finance 
committee  recommended  a budg- 
et proposal  that  makes  clear  just 
how  much  in  savings  can  be  ex- 
pected from  the  new  Franklin 
Council  of  Governments. 

Greenfield  taxpayers  can  look 
forward  to  paying  less  to  support 
the  new  council  of  governments 
than  they  do  for  the  current 
Franklin  County  Commission. 
The  savings  will  amount  to 
$23,000,  bringing  Greenfield’s  as- 
sessment to  less  than  $100,000. 
That’s  the  lowest  since  since  1948, 
when  Greenfield’s  assessment 
was  $93,658.85. 

Much  of  those  savings  come 
about  because  the  council  of  gov- 
ernments is  no  longer  basing  its 
assessments  solely  on  the  proper- 
ty value  of  its  member  towns.  In- 
stead, assessments  will  include 
only  costs  required  by  the  state 
(health  insurance  costs  for  cur- 
rent retirees,  a state  administra- 
tive fee  for  pension  funds)  and  a 
“core  service  assessment”  for 
such  things  as  the  regional  plan- 
ning service,  program  develop- 
ment and  lobbying,  as  well  as 
fixed  administrative  costs. 

After  that,  the  council  will 
charge  towns  for  the  council  ser- 
vices they  use.  Towns  that  de- 
pend on  the  council  for  things 
such  as  engineering,  purchasing, 
health  insurance  and  grant  writ- 
ing will  pay  more. 

Because  of  its  population  and 
the  size  of  its  town  government, 
Greenfield  uses  few  of  those  ser- 


vices, and  that  will  save  Green- 
field thousands  of  dollars. 

Those  savings  will  not  come  at 
a cost  to  other  towns.  Under  the 
council  of  governments’  budget, 
every  town  in  Franklin  County 
will  pay  less  for  what  they  re- 
ceive from  the  council  than  they 
now  pay  to  the  commission.  For 
Deerfield,  the  savings  are  nearly 
$7,000;  for  Heath,  they  are  just  3 
cents.  But  every  town  will  pay 
less  under  the  new  system  than 
under  the  old, 

The  broad  savings  are  possible 
because  the  state  will  be  taking 
over  the  registries  of  deeds  as 
well  as  the  jail.  With  those  costs 
shifted  to  the  state,  the  council 
can  focus  on  providing  services 
to  area  towns. 

That  is  much  better  than  what 
will  happen  in  other  counties 
around  Massachusetts.  There, 
county  government  has  long  been 
a political  patronage  roost  and 
little  more.  Having  done  little  or 
nothing  for  so  long,  these  govern- 
mental bodies  are  headed  for  a 
quick  and  deserved  institutional 
death. 

The  Franklin  Council  of  Gov- 
ernments is  the  local  alternative. 
Indeed,  as  the  law  is  written,  it  is 
the  only  alternative,  because  if 
the  new  charter  fails,  Franklin 
County  government  will  simply 
cease  to  exist. 

That  unfortunate  occurrence  is 
avoidable. 

A great  deal  of  work  has  gone 
into  the  new  county  charter. 
Compromises  have  been  reached 
and  positions  modified.  The  re- 
sult is  an  opportunity  for  voters 
to  approve  a new  regional  body 
that  will  maintain  the  borders  of 
Franklin  County,  provide  ser- 
vices to  its  towns  and  save  mon- 
ey for  its  taxpayers.

I am  writing  to  invite  your  participation  in  a question  and  answer  briefing  on  the  Franklin 
Regional  Council  of  Governments  Charter  before  your  town  meeting  this  spring. 

In  less  than  a month  the  first  town  meetings  in  Franklin  County  will  consider  the  proposed  Charter 
for  the  Franklin  Regional  Council  of  Governments.  We  have  a unique  opportunity  to  choose  a 
new  form  of  regional  collaboration  which  will  serve  our  needs  for  producing  affordable  municipal 
products  and  services,  and  give  us  a powerful  tool  for  regional  advocacy  upon  the  issues  we  care 
about. 

The  Charter  Commission  wrestled  with  some  difficult  issues  since  its  formation  in  October;  but 
six  months  later  we  have  produced  a document  which  balances  equity,  representation,  flexibility 
and  durability  into  a blueprint  for  the  kind  of  responsive  organization  it  was  our  goal  to  create. 
Now  it  is  time  for  town  meeting  to  review  and  vote  upon  our  work. 

Enclosed  in  this  packet  you  will  find  sufficient  copies  of  the  Charter,  executive  summary,  cost 
spread  sheet  and  other  supporting  material  for  each  member  of  your  board  or  office.  Please  pass 
along  any  extras  or  call  us  if  your  need  more.

SECTION  567  . 


(a)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  all  functions,  duties  and 
responsibilities  for  operation  and  management  of  the  jail,  house  of  corrections  and  registry  of  deeds  of 
Franklin  county  and  all  duties  and  responsibilities  for  operation  and  management  of  property  occupied  by 
the  courts  in  Franklin  county  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  commonwealth,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section.

(d)  All  valid  leases  and  contracts  of  Franklin  county  pertaining  to  the  functions  cited  in  said  subsection  (a) 
which  are  in  force  on  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  are  henceforth  obligations  of  the 
commonwealth  and  the  commonwealth  shall  have  authority  to  exercise  all  rights  and  enjoy  all  interests 
conferred  upon  the  county  by  said  leases  and  contracts  except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  this 
section. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  there  is  hereby 
transferred  to  the  commonwealth  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  real  and  personal  property  including  without 
limitation,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  the  Franklin  county  courthouse,  the  Franklin 
county  registry  of  deeds,  the  Franklin  county  jail  and  house  of  corrections,  and  the  land  on  which  they  are 
situated  and  the  parking  facilities,  fixtures  and  improvements  located  thereon  or  associated  therewith.  Such 
transfer  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
commissioner  of  the  division  of  capital  planning  and  operations,  or  his  successor,  as  provided  therein. 
Personal  property  of  the  offices  and  meeting  rooms  of  the  Franklin  county  commissioners  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments.  The  transfers  under  this  subsection  shall  be  effective  and 
shall  bind  all  persons,  with  or  without  notice,  without  any  further  action  or  documentation.  The 
commissioner  of  the  division  of  capital  planning  and  operations,  or  his  successor,  may,  from  time  to  time, 
execute  and  record  and  file  for  registration  with  such  registry  of  deeds  or  land  court,  a certificate  confirming 
the  commonwealth’s  ownership  of  any  interest  in  the  real  property  formerly  held  by  Franklin  county.  Funds 
held  in  trust  by  the  county  of  Franklin  for  specific  charitable  or  program  purposes  other  than  those 
pertaining  to  the  court,  jail  or  registry  of  deeds  shall  remain  under  the  custody  of  the  Franklin  Council  of 
Governments. 

(f)  Herlihy  Park,  so  called,  a parcel  of  fifteen  acres,  more  or  less,  located  in  the  town  of  Whately  and 
under  long  term  lease  from  the  county  by  said  town  for  use  as  a recreation  area,  shall  be  offered  without 
consideration  to  the  town  upon  dissolution  of  the  county.  If  the  town  declines  to  take  ownership  of  the 
property  within  one  hundred  eighty  days  of  the  offer,  the  commonwealth  shall  take  possession  of  said 
property  without  abrogation  of  the  lease  to  the  town  of  Whately. 

(g)  The  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  may  occupy,  without  consideration,  such  space  as  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Franklin  county  commissioners  in  the  Franklin  county  courthouse  as  of  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  or  its  equivalent,  including  common  use  of  parking.  Not  later  than 
February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-  eight,  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Committee,  the 
commissioner  of  the  division  of  capital  planning  and  operations,  and  the  chief  justice  for  administration  and 
management  of  the  trial  court  shall  jointly  recommend  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and 
means  alternative  methods  for  providing  suitable  quarters  for  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments, 
including  fair  compensation  for  moving  expenses. 

(h)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  county  commissioners  of  Franklin 
county  shall  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  become  known  as  the  Franklin  Council  of 
Governments  Committee  and  each  member  may  serve  until  the  end  of  the  current  term  as  if  a county 
commissioner  and  until  a successor  committee  member  is  elected.  Said  committee  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Council  of  Governments  and  shall  have  the  powers  of  selectmen  under  sections 
fifty-two  and  fifty-six  of  the  chapter  forty-one  of  the  General  Laws.  Two  members  of  the  Franklin  Council  of 
Governments  Committee  shall  be  chosen  by  the  voters  of  Franklin  county  at  the  biennial  state  election  in 
the  year  two  thousand,  and  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  and  one  committee  member  shall  be  so  chosen 
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at  the  biennial  state  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  in  every  fourth  year 
thereafter,  and  in  addition  at  each  biennial  state  election  such  number  of  members  of  the  committee  will  be 
so  chosen  as  may  be  required  to  fill  vacancies.  No  more  than  one  of  the  committee  members  shall  be 
chosen  from  the  same  city  or  town.  If  two  persons  residing  in  the  same  city  or  town  shall  appear  to  have 
been  chosen  to  said  offices,  only  the  person  receiving  the  larger  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected; 
but  if  they  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  neither  person  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  a person 
residing  in  a city  or  town  where  a committee  member  who  is  to  remain  in  office  also  resides,  shall  appear  to 
have  been  chosen,  he  shall  not  be  declared  elected.  If  the  person  is  not  declared  elected  by  reason  of  the 
above  provisions,  the  person  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  the  office,  and  who  resides  in 
another  city  or  town,  shall  be  declared  elected. 

(i)  Notwithstanding  any  special  or  general  law  to  the  contrary,  the  Franklin  county  register  of  deeds  in 
office  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  shall  become  an  employee  of  the  commonwealth 
under  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  effective  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  The 
register  shall  remain  an  elected  official  retaining  local  administrative  control  under  the  general  direction  of 
the  state  secretary.  The  salary  of  such  register  shall  be  set  at  a sum  equivalent  to  sixty  percent  of  the 
salary  of  an  associate  justice  of  the  land  court.  The  operation  of  the  registry  shall  remain  under  the  control 
of  the  register  as  provided  by  law.  The  budget  of  the  registry  shall  be  determined  by  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  general  court;  the  register  shall  appoint  employees  and 
subordinates  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  secretary.  The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  shall  have  the 
authority,  if  he  determines  after  consultation  with  the  register  that  a pattern  of  conduct,  standard,  practice  or 
procedure  of  the  registry  is  contrary  to  law,  to  order  such  official  to  comply  with  the  law. 

(j)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  sheriff  of  Franklin  county  in  office  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  shall  become  an  employee  of  the  commonwealth  under  the 
secretary  of  public  safety  effective  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  The  sheriff  shall  remain 
an  elected  official  retaining  local  administrative  control  under  the  general  direction  of  the  executive  office  of 
public  safety.  The  salary  of  such  sheriff  shall  be  set  at  a level  equivalent  to  the  salary  of  the  superintendent 
of  a comparable  state  corrections  facility,  to  be  determined  through  a classification  study  conducted  by  the 
state  personnel  administrator. 

(k)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  Franklin  county  treasurer,  appointed 
by  the  county  commissioners  under  chapter  twelve  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  ninety-five,  shall  on  July 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  become  known  as  the  director  of  finance  for  the  Franklin  Council 
of  Governments.  The  director  of  finance  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments 
Committee.  The  director  of  finance  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  of  a municipal  treasurer  under  section 
thirty-five  of  chapter  forty-one  and  under  sections  fifty-four,  fifty-five  and  fifty-five  A of  chapter  forty-four  of 
the  General  Laws.  The  director  may  also  incur  temporary  debt  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  a term  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  with  the  approval  of  a majority  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Committee.  Such 
temporary  debt  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  Council  of  Governments  assessment  under 
subsection  (v).  Sections  sixteen  to  nineteen,  inclusive,  and  sections  twenty-one  to  twenty-two  C,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  so  far  as  apt,  apply  to  debt  issued  under  this  subsection. 

The  director  of  finance  shall  serve  in  the  same  capacity  as  the  county  treasurer  with  respect  to  the 
retirement  system. 

(l)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  effective  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  the  commonwealth  shall  assume  all  financial  control  and  responsibility  over  the  Franklin 
county  registry  of  deeds,  Franklin  county  jail  and  house  of  corrections  and  Franklin  county  courthouse 
operations. 

(m)  All  revenues  collected  from  the  operation  of  the  functions  cited  in  subsection  (a)  shall  become 
revenues  of  the  commonwealth  on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  All  revenues  collected  from  the  operation  of  the  functions  cited  in  said  subsection  (a)  before 
the  effective  date  of  this  section  which  have  not  been  expended  or  encumbered  on  or  before  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  commonwealth,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  Deeds  excise  taxes  shall  be  included  as  revenue  collected  for  the  operation  of  the  functions 
cited  in  subsection  (a). 

(n)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  or  rule  or  regulation  to  the  contrary,  the 
Franklin  county  sheriff,  all  deputies,  jailers,  superintendents,  keepers,  officers,  assistants  and  other 
employees  of  the  sheriff,  employed  on  the  effective  date  of  this  section  in  the  discharge  of  their 
responsibilities  set  forth  in  section  twenty-  four  of  chapter  thirty-seven  and  in  section  sixteen  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-six  of  the  General  Laws,  transferred  by  this  section  to  the  commonwealth,  shall  be 
transferred  with  no  impairment  of  employment  rights  held  immediately  before  the  effective  date  of  this 
section,  without  interruption  of  service,  without  impairment  of  seniority,  retirement  or  other  rights  of 
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employees,  without  reduction  in  compensation  or  salary  grade  and  without  change  in  union  representation. 
Any  collective  bargaining  agreement  in  effect  immediately  before  said  effective  date  of  the  transfer  shall 
continue  in  effect  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  therein  shall  continue  as  if  the  employees 
had  not  been  so  transferred.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  employee 
any  right  not  held  immediately  before  the  date  of  said  transfer,  or  to  prohibit  any  reduction  of  salary  grade, 
transfer,  reassignment,  suspension,  discharge,  layoff  or  abolition  of  position  not  prohibited  before  such 
date. 

All  demands,  notices,  citations,  writs,  precepts,  and  all  other  notices  given  by  the  sheriff,  deputies,  jailers, 
superintendents,  keepers,  officers,  assistants  or  other  employees  of  a sheriff,  as  the  case  may  be,  before 
the  effective  date  of  this  section  shall  be  valid  and  effective  for  all  purposes  unless  otherwise  revoked, 
suspended,  rescinded,  canceled  or  terminated  in  accordance  with  law. 

Any  enforcement  activity  imposed  by  the  sheriff,  any  deputies,  jailers,  superintendents,  keepers,  officers, 
assistants  or  other  employees  of  the  sheriff,  before  the  effective  date  of  this  section  shall  be  valid,  effective 
and  continuing  in  force  according  to  the  terms  thereof  for  all  purposes,  unless  superseded,  revised, 
rescinded  or  canceled  in  accordance  with  law. 

All  petitions,  hearings,  appeals,  suits  and  other  proceedings  duly  brought  against,  and  all  petitions, 
hearings,  appeals,  suits,  prosecutions  and  other  legal  proceedings  begun  by  the  sheriff,  deputies,  jailers, 
superintendents,  keepers,  officers,  assistants  or  other  employees  of  the  sheriff,  as  the  case  may  be,  which 
are  pending  immediately  before  the  effective  date  of  this  section,  shall  continue  unabated  and  remain  in 
force  notwithstanding  the  passage  of  this  section. 

All  records  maintained  by  the  sheriff,  deputies,  jailers,  superintendents,  keepers,  officers,  assistants  and 
other  employees  of  the  sheriff  before  the  effective  date  of  this  section  shall  continue  to  enjoy  the  same 
status  in  any  court  or  administrative  proceeding,  whether  pending  on  the  effective  date  of  this  section  or 
commenced  thereafter,  as  they  would  have  enjoyed  in  the  absence  of  the  passage  of  this  section. 

Employees  of  Franklin  county  registry  of  deeds  shall  be  transferred  to  the  commonwealth  under  the 
office  of  the  state  secretary  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  section.  The  rights  of  such  transferred 
employees  will  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  rules  generally  applicable  to  employees  of  the  state 
secretary. 

(o)  In  the  case  of  employees  of  the  Franklin  county  jail  or  house  of  correction  in  the  custody  and  control 
of  the  sheriff  of  Franklin  county,  the  employer,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  E 
of  the  General  Laws,  shall  mean  the  sheriff  of  Franklin  county  or  any  individual  who  is  designated  to 
represent  the  sheriff  and  act  in  his  interest  in  dealing  with  employees. 

(p)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  provisions  of  subsection  (c)  of  section 
seven  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  E shall  apply  to  the  sheriff  of  Franklin  county. 

(q)  Employees  of  Franklin  county  who  have  retired  or  retire  on  or  before  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  shall  remain  a part  of  the  Franklin  county  retirement  system  and  are  subject  to  the  health 
insurance  plans,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments.  The  Franklin  Council  of 
Governments  shall  be  a member  of  the  Franklin  county  retirement  system  as  successor  to  Franklin  county. 
The  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  Franklin  county  with  respect  to  group  health  insurance  under 
chapter  thirty-two  B of  the  General  Laws  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments. 

The  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  shall  continue  to  provide  health  insurance  coverage  for  covered 
employees  transferred  to  the  commonwealth  by  this  section  until  October  first,  nineteen  hundred 
ninety-seven.  During  the  period  employees  continue  to  remain  covered  by  the  Franklin  Council  of 
Governments  plan,  employee  payroll  deductions  and  employer  contributions  shall  be  made  by  the 
commonwealth  and  paid  over  to  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments.  The  Franklin  Council  of 
Governments  shall  pay  any  necessary  premiums  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement  from  the  commonwealth. 
The  contribution  ratio  effective  during  the  transition  period  shall  be  the  effective  ratio  for  state  employees. 

(r)  The  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  is  hereby  established  within  the  geographical  boundaries  of 
Franklin  county.  Any  powers  previously  conferred  upon  the  Franklin  county  and  its  county  commissioners 
by  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-  three  as  amended  shall 
be  retained  by  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  and  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Committee. 
The  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Committee  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  county 
commissioners  under  chapters  eighty-one  to  eighty-eight,  inclusive,  of  the  General  Laws.  The  Franklin 
Council  of  Governments  shall  retain  the  powers  and  duties  of  counties  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty 
of  the  General  Laws  with  respect  to  dogs  and  other  animals. 
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Any  and  all  regional  planning  activities  or  functions  established  for  Franklin  county  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and 
functions  authorized  for  regional  planning  commissions  by  sections  five,  five  A,  five  B,  and  fourteen  of 
chapter  forty  B of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments 
Committee. 

The  Council  of  Governments  Committee  as  the  executive  body  and  the  Regional  Advisory  Board  as  the 
legislative  body  shall  have  and  may  exercise  any  and  all  authority  for  regional  planning  as  may  be 
authorized  by  state  law  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  policies  to  guide  all  regional 
planning  and  development  activities  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments. 

The  Franklin  Regional  Planning  Board  shall  advise  the  Council  of  Governments  Committee  and 
Regional  Advisory  Board  on  all  issues  related  to  planning  and  shall  make  recommendations  as  appropriate. 

The  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  may  apply  for  state,  federal  or  other  entities'  grant  or  other 
programs  on  such  terms  as  apply  to  county  governments. 

(s)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  county  advisory  board  of  Franklin 
county  shall  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  become  known  as  the  Franklin  Regional 
Advisory  Board.  The  advisory  board  shall  consist  of  a member  of  the  board  of  selectmen  of  each  town. 
Each  town  shall  have  a weighted  vote  based  on  that  town’s  assessment  for  expenses  of  the  Council  of 
Governments.  Each  town's  weighted  vote  will  be  computed  based  on  the  most  recent  biennial  report  of  the 
commissioner  of  revenue  submitting  the  final  equalization  and  apportionment  upon  the  several  towns  of  the 
amount  of  property  and  the  proportion  by  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  regional  services  assessment 
which  should  be  assessed  upon  each  town,  and  assessment  ratios  for  classes  of  property  in  each  town 
under  section  ten  C of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  General  Laws.  The  advisory  board  shall  be  the  legislative 
and  appropriating  authority  of  the  Council  of  Governments,  and  shall  each  spring  adopt  a budget  for  the 
following  fiscal  year. 

(t)  The  Franklin  county  planning  board  shall  henceforth  be  known  as  the  Franklin  Regional  Planning 
Board.  The  board  shall  continue  to  be  comprised  of  one  member  of  each  town's  board  of  selectmen  and 
planning  board,  the  Council  of  Governments  Committee,  and  fifteen  at-large  members  from  the  region 
selected  by  the  membership  pursuant  to  its  bylaws.  The  regional  planning  board  shall  advise  the  Council  of 
Governments  Committee  and  regional  advisory  board  regarding  any  regional  planning  issue  and  shall  act 
according  to  its  by-laws. 

(u)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  special  or  general  law  to  the  contrary,  any  political  subdivision 
of  the  commonwealth  may  enter  into  agreement  with  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  to  perform 
jointly  or  for  the  other,  or  in  cooperation  with  other  entities,  any  service,  activity  or  undertaking  which  such 
political  subdivision  is  authorized  by  law  to  perform.  For  the  term  of  such  agreement  and  subject  to  the 
terms  thereof,  said  Council  of  Governments  shall  be  authorized  to  perform  such  service,  activity  or 
undertaking  and  the  regional  service  area  committee  may  designate  appropriate  representatives  to  oversee 
such  performance,  provided  that  the  functions  and  duties  of  such  representative  or  representatives  are  set 
forth  in  the  agreement. 

(v)  Notwithstanding  any  special  or  general  law  to  the  contrary,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  all  subsequent  fiscal  years,  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments 
may  impose  a regional  assessment  up  to  one  hundred  and  two  and  one-half  percent  of  the  amount  of  the 
county  tax  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  ninety-six.  The  regional  assessment,  shall  be  allocated  among  the 
members  of  the  Council  of  Governments  in  proportion  to  their  respective  equalized  valuations  as  reported 
to  the  general  court  by  the  commissioner  of  revenue  in  accordance  with  section  ten  C of  chapter  fifty-eight 
of  the  General  Laws.  The  regional  assessment  shall  be  based  upon  the  budget  adopted  by  the  regional 
advisory  board,  net  of  estimated  revenues.  The  regional  assessment  shall  be  retained  by  the  Franklin 
Council  of  Governments  and  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  providing  regional  or  municipal 
services  or  both,  under  the  authority  granted  above.  The  commonwealth  shall  not  assess  the  towns  of 
Franklin  county  for  the  transfer  of  former  County  functions  either  directly,  through  a reduction  in  local  aid,  or 
by  any  other  means. 

During  the  period  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  through  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  the  regional  assessment  may  be  reduced  or  increased  from  the  base  year  of  fiscal 
nineteen  hundred  ninety-seven  pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Council  of  Governments  Committee  and 
Regional  Advisory  Board  subject  to  the  same  formula  and  limits  of  the  former  county  tax.  After  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  ninety-nine,  this  subsection  may  be  revised  pursuant  to  subsection  (w). 
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(w)  A Regional  Charter  Commission,  comprised  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments  Committee  and 
one  representative  from  each  municipality  appointed  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  shall  be  constituted  within 
ninety  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments,  and  shall  report  a recommended 
structure  for  the  Council  of  Governments  not  later  than  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven.  Each  member  shall  have  one  vote  and  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  pursuant  to  Roberts 
Rules  of  Order.  Matters  shall  be  determined  by  simple  majority  vote.  Within  sixty  days  of  the  first  meeting 
of  the  charter  commission,  the  commission  may  vote  to  include  other  individuals  or  groups  as  members  of 
the  commission.  Such  proposal  may  include  changes  in  the  executive  and  representative  bodies,  changes 
in  the  assessment  allocation  formula,  but  not  the  total  amount  of  the  assessment,  recommendations  for 
further  transfer  of  functions  to  the  commonwealth,  and  other  related  operational  rules  and  procedures. 
Such  proposal  shall  be  placed  on  the  town  meeting  warrants  of  each  town  in  the  Franklin  county  region  in 
the  spring  of  nineteen  hundred  ninety-eight.  Such  proposal  shall  make  provision  for  the  method  of 
determining  approval  of  the  charter  proposal,  but  such  method  of  approval  must  require  at  least  a majority 
vote  of  town  meeting  in  a majority  of  the  towns  or  a majority  vote  in  a county-wide  election.  Such  proposal 
shall  also  include  provisions  for  towns  to  enter  or  leave  participation  in  the  base  assessment  and  shall 
include  a default  option  to  abolish  the  Council  of  Governments  in  event  such  charter  proposal  is  not 
approved.  Such  charter  shall  take  effect  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  ninety-eight. 

(x)  The  secretary  of  administration  and  finance,  in  consultation  with  the  Franklin  Council  of  Governments 
Committee,  may  issue  guidelines  to  govern  the  implementation  of  this  section. 

(y)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  all  net  costs  incurred  by,  or  attributable  to,  the 
operations  of  the  Franklin  county  jail,  registry  of  deeds  and  court  facilities  shall  become  obligations  of  the 
commonwealth,  to  the  extent  that  they  exceed  net  costs  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five  and  are  determined  to  be  reasonable  by  the  county  government  finance  review 
board.

.ARTICLE  THIRTEEN:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  & appropriate,  transfer  from 

available  funds  or  borrow  S 10.000  to  bring  the  bathrooms  at  the  Town  Hall  into  compliance  with 
the  .Americans  With  Disabilities  Act. 

.ARTICLE  FOLRTEEN:  To  see  if' the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 

from  available  funds  a sum  of  money  for  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

.ARTICLE  FIFTEEN:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Library 

Trustees  and  or  the  Selectboard  to  apply  for  any  State  and  or  federal  funding  which  might  be 
available  to  defray  all  or  part  of  the  cost  of  design,  construction,  and  original  equipping  of  a new 
library  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  accept  and  expend  any  such  funds  when 
received  without  further  appropriation. 

.ARTICLE  SIXTEEN:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a revolving  fund  in 

accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Chapter  44.  Section  53E  1 2 for  the  purpose  of 
supplementing  the  Town  Hall  maintenance,  equipment  and  furnishings  budget.  Monies  collected 
from  fund  raising  and  credited  to  the  Town  Hall  Revolving  Fund  may  be  expended  by  the 
selectboard  without  further  appropriation  to  pay  for  materials  and  or  contractors.  The  amount  to 
be  expended  not  to  exceed  $5,000. 

.ARTICLE  SEVENTEEN.  To  see  if'  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  continuation  of  the 
following  revolving  funds: 

The  R ight  Custodian  Revolving  Fund  as  authorized  by  .Article  21,  April  24.  1993 
The  Library  Re\'olving  Fund  as  authorized  by  .Article  16,  April  30.  1994 
The  Telephone  Book  Revolving  Fund  as  authorized  by  .Article  13,  April  29,  1995 
The  Roads  of  Leverett  Revolving  Fund  as  authorized  by  .Article  14.  April  29.  1995 


ARTICLE  EIGHTEEN:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ask  the  General  Court  of  the 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  enact  a special  law  as  follows:

identified  herein  within  three  (3)  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  then  the  provisions  of  the 
act  should  become  inoperative. 

.ARTICLE  NINETEEN:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171 

of  the  Acts  of  1995  which  amends  Chapter  32  of  the  MGL  regarding  pension  and  disability 
benefits  for  volunteer  firefighters. 

.And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  up  attested  copies  thereof  on  the 
Post  Office  and  Congregational  Church  at  Leverett.  also  the  store  and  Baptist  Church  at  North

THE  BUDGET 


Following  are  some  questions  about  the  town  budget  and  brief 
answers.  These  are  not  complete  explanations  of  the  complexities 
of  the  budgetary  process,  they  are  not  meant  to  be.  This  is  simply 
intended  to  help  the  reader  get  a general  and  basic  understanding 
of  the  budget  process  and  terms  that  are  used. 

1.  WHAT  IS  THE  OPERATING  BUDGET? 

The  operating  budget  is  the  amount  of  money  each  department 
in  town  (or  town  committee)  expects  that  it  will  need  to  spend  in 
the  upcoming  year.  Included  are  requests  from  the  Elementary  and 
Regional  Schools;  Highway,  Police  and  Fire  Departments;  the 
Selectboard,  Treasurer  and  Town  Clerk's  offices;  as  well  as 
requests  from  the  Conservation,  Historical  Society  and  the  Finance 
Committee . 

2 . HOW  IS  THE  BUDGET  DETERMINED? 

Budget  requests  are  based  upon  the  services  and  costs  of 
previous  years.  In  addition,  each  department  and  committee  must 
determine  its  anticipated  expenses  for  the  upcoming  year.  The 
Selectboard  and  the  Finance  Committee  give  these  departments 
guidelines  for  the  preparation  of  the  budget  based  upon  the 
financial  picture  for  the  town  in  the  upcoming  and  future  years. 
Then,  each  department  and  committee  determines  its  budget  request 
and  meets  with  the  Selectboard  and  Finance  Committee  to  discuss 
each  item  included  in  that  department's  budget.  These  meetings 
usually  occur  between  December  and  April. 

Once  each  presentation  has  been  made,  the  Selectboard  and 
Finance  Committee  review  all  the  requests  and  add  up  the  total 
costs.  After  examining  these  requests,  they  will  suggest  the 
elimination  of  those  items  which  may  be  too  expensive, 
inappropriate  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  or  simply  out  of  line 
with  the  realities  of  the  town.  Then,  and  only  then,  the  final 
figure  is  determined  for  the  budget  and  the  budget  is  presented  to 
the  town  in  a public  hearing  and,  finally,  to  the  town  meeting. 

3.  HOW  IS  THE  BUDGET  AFFECTED  BY  TOWN  MEETING  VOTE? 

At  Town  Meeting,  each  item  on  the  budget  can  be  called  out  for 
the  purpose  of  discussion  or  clarification.  If  some  item  is  seen 
that  you  wish  to  question,  simply  call  out  "HOLD”  and  the  moderator 
will  return  to  those  "HOLD"  items  after  going  over  the  complete 
list  on  the  budget.  Any  person  at  town  meeting  can  challenge  any 
item  listed  in  the  operating  budget.  The  elementary  and  regional 
schools  have  their  own  line-item  budget  and  the  amount  included  in 
the  operating  budget  includes  only  the  total  for  those  budgets. 
Any  person  can  suggest  a lower  figure  than  the  one  presented  in  the 
budget  for  any  item  listed.  However,  no  one  can  amend  the  amount 
to  a higher  figure.  If  there  is  a suggested  lower  amount  for  an 
item,  the  tov/n  meeting  must  vote  to  either  accept  or  reject  that 
new  figure  and  include  it  into  the  budget. 

After  all  discussion  is  complete  and  votes  are  taken  on 
suggested  amended  figures,  then  the  moderator  will  call  for  a vote 
on  the  budget  as  a complete  package.  If  the  Town  Meeting  votes  to 


accept  the  budget,  then  it  can  procede  to  other  business.  But 
voting  to  accept  the  budget  does  not  nocossa rilv  mean  that  the  town 
automatically  nuts  the  budget  into  effect.  This  vote  simply 
approves  the  spending  requested  by  the  Town's  departments  and 
committees.  If  the  town  votes  to  approve  a budget  which  is  greater 
than  its  anticipated  revenues  for  the  upcoming  year,  then  it  must 
look  to  other  sources  in  order  to  balance  its  budget.  Included  in 
these  options  are  the  town's  reserve  funds  (Free  Cash  and 
Stabilization)  or  it  can  call  for  an  override  vote.  This  part  of 
the  procedure  is  not  handled  at  town  meeting  but  at  a special 
election.  If  an  override  vote  is  called  for,  then  final  acceptance 
of  the  budget  is  delayed.  Town  Meeting  is  recessed  until  after  the 
result  of  the  override  vote  is  known. 

4.  WHAT  IS  FREE  CASH? 

Free  Cash  is  one  of  the  reserve  funds  available  to  the  town. 
The  reason  it  is  called  "free"  is  because  it  is  not  allocated  for 
any  specific  purpose.  It  is  pretty  much  like  the  town's  savings 
account.  It  is  accumulated  when  some  department  spends  less  thatn 
it  has  been  budgeted,  when  the  unspent  portion  of  the  Reserve  Fund 
is  returned  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  when  income  to  the  town 
exceeds  its  expenditures. 

Free  Cash  is  usually  used  for  those  purposes  which  require  a 
one-time  purchase,  items  not  included  in  the  budget,  or  when 
something  comes  up  that  the  town  has  not  anticipated.  Free  Cash 
also  can  be  used  to  balance  the  budget,  however  there  are  problems 
with  this:  (1)  there  are  fewer  resources  available  to  the  town  in 
some  real  emergency;  and  (2)  the  amount  of  the  budget  covered  by 
Free  Cash  in  one  year  will  still  be  in  the  budget  the  next  year 
with  no  funds  to  cover  it,  requiring  the  town  to  either  raise  the 
taxes,  use  more  Free  Cash,  or  cut  that  amount  from  the  budget.  A 
majority  vote  is  necessary  to  spend  money  from  the  Free  Cash 
account . 

5.  WHAT  IS  THE  STABILIZATION  FUND? 

This  is  another  reserve  acount  used  by  the  town.  It  is  set 
up  to  be  used  for  major  purchases  the  town  might  be  considering. 
Legally,  the  Stabilization  Fund  is  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  for 
which  the  town  would  authorize  borrowing.  In  this  sense  it  can  be 
seen  as  a long-term  savings  account.  Stabilization  is  usually  used 
for  purchases  such  as  the  Fire  Truck  and  Police  Cruiser  which  the 
town  recently  purchased.  A two-thirds  vote  is  necessary  to 
authorize  spending  from  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

6.  WHAT  IS  BORROWING? 

Borrowing  for  the  town  is  very  much  like  what  happens  when  you 
go  to  the  bank  for  a loan.  The  town  borrows  money  from  a bank  and 
then  is  required  to  pay  back  both  principal  and  interest.  However, 
lending  institutions  are  willing  to  give  towns  a lower  interest 
rate  than  an  individual  could  possible  get.  Authorization  to 
borrow,  for  major  expenses  such  as  the  school  addition/renovation 
project,  also  requires  a two-thirds  vote  at  Town  Meeting. 


7.  HOW  DO  FREE  CASH , STABILIZATION  FUNDS  AND  BORROWING  AFFECT  THE 
TAX  RATE? 

Using  Free*  Cash  has  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  in 
which  it  is  used,  but  unless  you  use  it  to  balance  the  budget  from 
then  on  (which  you  could  not  do  because  eventually  the  account  will 
run  out),  the -tax  rate  must  be  raised  to  make  up  this  difference 
or  the  budget  must  be  reduced  to  eliminate  this  increase. 

Stabilization  Funds  have  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate  since  these 
funds  are  used  for  major  capital  expenses  only  and  cannot  be  used 
to  balance  the  budget. 

Borrowing  does  affect  the  tax  rate  even  though  the  impact  is 
not  felt  until  the  year  following  the  year  in  which  the  loan  is 
taken  out.  There  are  two  ways  in  which  the  tax  rate  can  be 
affected:  (1)  If  the  borrowing  is  followed  by  a DEBT  EXCLUSION 
OVERRIDE  vote,  then  the  effect  of  the  tax  increase  is  eliminated 
from  the  tax  bill  once  the  principl  and  interest  have  been  repaid, 
(2)  If  there  is  no  debt  exclusion  override,  the  responsibility  to 
repay  the  loan  rests  with  the  operating  budget.  If  the  cost  of 
repaying  this  loan  increases  the  budget  so  that  a 2 1/2  % override 
is  required  ( and  the  override  passes),  then  the  amount  of  the  debt 
repayment  becomes  a permanent  part  of  the  budget. 

8.  WHAT  IS  A 2 1/2%  OVERRIDE? 

According  to  the  state  law  passed  in  1980,  each  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  cannot  increase  its  annual  property  tax  rate  by  more 
than  2 1/2%  of  the  previous  year's  tax.  For  example,  if  your  tax 
bill  for  last  year  was  $1,000,  the  maximum  you  could  expect  to  pay 
this  year  would  be  $1,025.  If,  however,  the  cost  of  running  the 
town  is  greater  than  the  expected  2 1/2%  increase  it  can  raise  its 
taxes,  then  something  has  to  be  done  to  make  up  the  difference. 

Since  the  annual  inflation  rate  in  the  United  States  has 
been  higher  than  2 1/2%  every  year  since  1980,  most  towns, 
including  Leverett,  have  not  been  able  to  increase  their  taxes  to 
keep  up  with  expenses.  Luckily  the  difference,  up  until  recently, 
has  been  taken  up  by  new  growth  and  increases  in  local  aid  from  the 
state . 

In  order  to  increase  the  tax  rate  above  the  2 1/2%  limit,  the 
town  is  required  to  have  a separate  ballot  vote.  If  a majority  of 
the  voters  approve  an  override,  then  the  amount  of  that  increase 
becomes  part  of  the  town's  levy  limit  and  will  be  the  basis  for 
computing  the  tax  rate  for  the  next  and  subsequent  years.

Definitions  of  Terms 


CHERRY  SHEET 


The  Cherry  Sheet  is  the  official  notification  by  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue 
to  local  assessors  of  the  estimated  receipts  (local  aid,  state  aid)  to  be 
paid  to  the  town  by  the  state  during  the  next  fiscal  year  and  the  charges 
(state  and  county -assessments ) for  the  next  fiscal  year  which  the  town  must 
pay  for  services  performed  by  the  state  or  county  on  behalf  of  the  town. 


EXCLUSIONS 

There  are  two  types  of  exclusions:  debt  and  capital  outlay  expenditures.  These 
are  temporary  increases  in  the  levy  limit.  For  debt  exclusion  the  additional 
amount  for  the  payment  of  debt  service  is  added  to  the  levy  limit  for  the  lif§ 
of  the  debt  only.  The  additional  amount  for  the  payment  of  the  capital  project 
cost  is  added  to  the  levy  limit  only  for  the  year  in  which  the  project  is 
being  undertaken. 


FREE  CASH 

Free  Cash  is  a term  which  represents  the  amount  of  a community's  funds  that 
is  unrestricted  and  available  for  appropriation.  Free  Cash  is  generated 
when  revenue  collections  are  more  than  budgeted  and  when  expenditures  are 
less  than  appropriations  or  both.  Once  certified,  that  amount  can  only  be 
used  through  6/30  of  the  fiscal  year.  Free  Cash  must  be  certified  each  year. 
Free  Cash  may  be  used  for  any  municipal  purpose  and  is  voted  by  a simple 
majority  vote  at  an  annual  or  special  town  meeting. 

There  is  no  legal  requirement  to  maintain  a certain  dollar  balance  in  Free 
Cash.  In  the  past  the  Dept,  of  Revenue  has  recommended  10%  of  the  operating 
budget  as  the  minimum  balance.  More  recently  they  have  lowered  this  to  5% 
of  the  Tax  Levy.  The  town  may  set  its  own  policy  in  regards  to  a minimum 
free  cash  balance. 

In  general  it  is  prudent  to  have  a large  enough  balance  to  cover  unexpected 
expenditures  and  to  provide  a cash  flow  cushion. 

LEVY 

The  property  tax  levy  is  the  revenue  the  town  raises  through  real  estate  and 
personal  proprerty  taxes.  The  property  tax  is  the  single  largest  source  of 
revenue  for  the  town. 

i 

LEVY  CEILING 

The  levy  ceiling  is  2.5%  of  the  total  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  all  taxable 
and  personal  property  in  the  town.  This  is  equal  to  a $25/1000  tax  rate. 


LEVY  LIMIT 

The  levy  limit  is  the  amount  the  town  can  raise  by  taxation.  This  limit  is 
increased  from  year  to  year  as  long  as  it  remains  below  the  levy  ceiling. 
Permanent  increases  in  the  levy  limit  result  from  the  following:  automatic 
2'h%  increase  yearly;  new  growth  resulting  from  new  construction;  and  overrides. 
Temporary  increases  in  the  levy  limit  result  from  exclusions. 


NEW  GROWTH 

New  growth  is  generated  by  substantial  improvement  to  a property  (generally 
any  new  borne  or  addition  adding  at' least"50%  to  the  value)  in  a particular 
year.  New  growth  is  calculated  by  multiplying  the  allowable  new  valuation 
times  the  prior  year's  tax.  rate.  It  directly  increases  the  levy  limit.  This 
is  especially  important  for  towns  experiencing  significant  new  construction 
since  growth  frequently  brings  with  it  the  need  for  increased  services.  The 
tax  rate  impact  of. new  growth  added  to  the  levy  limit  is  offset  by  the  value 
of  the  new  growth  added  to  the  total  valuation.  The  value  of  new  growth  does 
not  increase  the  tax  rate.  The  services  required  usually  cost  more  than  the 
additional  revenue  generated.  In  practical  terms  new  growth  results  in 
additional  costs  to  the  town. 

OVERLAY 

Overlay  is  a reserve  account  which  is  established  by  the  assessors  annually 
prior  to  setting  the  tax  rate.  The  amount  established  for  overlay  should 
reflect  the  expected  amount  that  will  have  to  be  provided  to  taxpayers  for 
abatements  or  exemptions  for  property  taxes.  The  overlay  should  be  reasonable 
and  based  on  historical  trends.  In  year  in  which  property  is  revalued  more 
must  be  set  aside  in  overlay  as  more  abatements  are  uaual'ly  granted. 

OVERLAY  SURPLUS 

Overlay  surplus  is  the  balance  in  the  overlay  for  a particular  year  that 
is  an  excess  of  the  amount  remaining  to  be  collected  or  abated.  The  assessors 
release  this  excess  amount  from  overlay  to  overlay  surplus.  As  a result  of  new 
legislation,  these  funds  may  be  appropriated  by  town  meeting  for  any  purpose 
for  which  a town  may  expend  funds.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  any  balance 
in  the  overlay  surplus  becomes  part  of  surplus  revenue  and  acrd  this  becomes 
free  cash. 

OVERRIDE 

A town  can  permanently  increase  its  levy  limit  by  successfully  voting  an 
override.  The  amount  of  the  override  becomes  a permanent  part  of  the  levy 
base.  On  a ballot,  override  questions  must  be  presented  in  dollar  terms  and 
must  specify  the  purpose  of  the  override.  Overrides  may  only  be  presented  at 
an  election  and  require  a majority  vote  for  approval. 

RESERVE  FUND 

The  reserve  fund  is  a contingency  fund  usually  established  as  part  of  the 
annual  budget  appropriations  and  is  used  to  fund  extraordi nary  and  unforeseen 
expenses.  It  is  disbursed  through  transfers  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
It  may  be  come  from  free  cash  or  raise  and  appropriate. 

STABILIZATION 

Stabilization  fund  is  created  by  a vote  of  town  meeting.  Funds  may  be 
voted  into  it  by  a 2/3  vote  from  free  cash  or  from  taxation.  The  interest 
earned  on  this  fund  become  part  of  it.  Appropriations  from  this  fund  also 
require  a 2/3  vote.  The  monies  in  stabilization  may  not  be  earmarked  for 
a specific  purpose  but  may  be  used  for  any  purpose  for  which  a town  would 
be  authorized  to  borrow  money.  Votes  to  use  stabi 1 ization  may  take  place  at 
either  special  or  annual  town  meetings.

Please  direct  all  questions  and  comments  to  me  and  avoid  direct  debate  with  other  members. 

Only  registered  voters  are  permitted  to  vote.  Visitors  are  directed  to  maintain  good  order  and 
to  refrain  from  any  form  of  voting.  If  you  are  a visitor  and  wish  to  address  the  meeting  at  any  time, 
you  may  ask  the  Moderator  for  permission  to  speak  and,  by  leave  of  the  town  meeting,  you  may  be 
permitted  to  do  so. 

We  have  long  enjoyed  the  custom  of  “calling  the  previous  question”.  I have  been  given  wise 
counsel,  I think,  that  a moderator  may  decline  to  entertain  such  a motion  without  first  drawing  the 
attention  of  the  meeting  of  the  numbers  of  people  waiting  to  speak  so  that  we  may  have  full  debate, 
but  not  to  the  point  of  repetition  bickering.  Our  purpose  is  to  permit  every  view  to  be  afforded  a fair 
and  open  airing  to  any  matter  lawfully  before  the  meeting.  Please  respect  your  friends,  neighbors  and 
fellow  townspeople  by  speaking  to  the  issue;  keep  comments  brief  and  focussed  and  please  do  not 
review  earlier  points  in  detail. 

I do  not  generally  take  notice  of  any  person’s  religious  views  or  preferences  believing  that  we 
are  all  equally  entitled  to  our  own  faith  practiced  according  to  whatever  custom  or  tradition  we 
embrace.  Recently  I was  privileged  to  attend  the  Annual  meeting  of  Native  American  tribes  at 
Sedona  Arizona.  I was  exposed  to  the  Navajo  Justice  Circle  method  of  bringing  harmony  to  their 
community  in  the  face  of  dispute  and  disagreement  and  even  crime  and  violence.  Central  to  the 
Navajo  philosophy  is  a connection  spiritual  and  physical,  to  the  earth,  the  universe,  forefathers  and 
foremothers  whose  spirits  are  invoked  for  guidance  and  influence  at  each  meeting.  The  basic  social 
glue  is  a deep  cultural  committment  to  their  community  with  a foundation  that  the  history  and 
tradition  of  the  Navajo  tribe  is  the  bedrock  upon  which  harmony  is  founded.  They  do  not  believe  that 
any  solution  can  exclude  a Navajo.  There  is  no  tradition  of  banishment  or  imprisonment.  Rather  they 
seek  to  bring  the  community  into  harmony  by  a consensus  not  submission  or  even  identification  of 
the  elusive  notion  of  ultimate  truth.  All  matters  are  in  the  context  of  Navajo  tradition.  A solemn 
recitation  opens  the  circle,  invoking  the  spirit  and  forebears  of  the  Navajo  and  all  its  earthly  and 
spiritual  connections.  Finally  they  speak  one  at  a time  until  all  have  spoken  and  then  they  work 
together  to  achieve  a resolution.  I invite  you  to  rise  now  in  a moment  of  silence  and  committment 
to  community  in  memory  of  the  townspeople  who  have  died  in  this  past  year  and  out  of  respect  for 
one  another  and  a promise  to  listen  more  than  speak,  to  commit  to  community  more  than  self-interest 
and  to  resolve  to  move  with  dispatch  until  the  lunch  is  served.  We  will  conclude  with  the 
invocation  in  respect  of  the  ever  triumphant,  GO  UMASS.

C.  44  Sec.  53E1/2.  Cities  or  Towns  Authorized  to  Use  Revolving  Funds;  Credits, 
Expenditures,  and  Interest  Earned;  Limitations;  Procedure  for  Establishing  Fund; 
Reports;  Guidelines. 

[No  change  in  the  first  paragraph.]  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  fifty  three,  a city  or  town  may 
annually  authorize  the  use  of  one  or  more  revolving  funds  by  one  or  more  municipal  agency,  board, 
department  or  office  which  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  from  all  other  monies  in  such  city  or  town  and 
to  which  shall  be  credited  only  the  departmental  receipts  received  in  connection  with  the  programs 
supported  by  such  revolving  fund.  Expenditures  may  be  made  from  such  revolving  fund  without  further 
appropriation,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  expenditures  shall  not  be 
made  or  liabilities  incurred  from  any  such  revolving  fund  in  excess  of  the  balance  of  the  fund  nor  in  excess 
of  the  total  authorized  expenditures  from  such  fund,  nor  shall  any  expenditures  be  made  unless  approved  in 
accordance  with  sections  forty-one,  forty-two,  fifty-two  and  fifty-six  of  chapter  forty-one. 

[The  second  paragraph  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:]  Interest  earned  on  any  revolving  fund  balance  shall 
be  treated  as  general  fund  revenue  of  the  city  or  town.  No  revolving  fund  may  be  established  pursuant  to 
this  section  for  receipts  of  a municipal  water  or  sewer  department  or  of  a municipal  hospital.  No  such 
revolving  fund  may  be  established  if  the  aggregate  limit  of  all  revolving  funds  authorized  under  this  section 
exceeds  ten  percent  of  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  by  the  city  or  town  in  the  most  recent  fiscal  year  for 
which  a tax  rate  has  been  certified  under  section  twenty-three  of  chapter  fifty-nine.  No  revolving  fund 
expenditures  shall  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  paying  any  wages  or  salaries  for  full  time  employees  unless 
such  revolving  fund  is  also  charged  for  the  costs  of  fringe  benefits  associated  with  the  wages  or  salaries  so 
paid;  provided,  however,  that  such  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  wages  or  salaries  paid  to  full  or  part-time 
employees  who  are  employed  as  drivers  providing  transportation  for  public  school  students;  provided 
further,  that  only  that  portion  of  a revolving  fund  which  is  attributable  to  transportation  fees  may  be  used  to 
pay  such  wages  or  salaries  and  provided,  further,  that  any  such  wages  or  salaries  so  paid  shall  be  reported 
in  the  budget  submitted  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

[The  third  paragraph  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:]  A revolving  fund  established  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  by  vote  of  the  annual  town  meeting  in  a town,  upon  recommendation  of  the  board  of 
selectmen,  and  by  vote  of  the  city  council  in  a city,  upon  recommendation  of  the  mayor  or  city  manager,  in 
Plan  E cities,  and  in  any  other  city  or  town  by  vote  of  the  legislative  body  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
chief  administrative  or  executive  officer.  Such  authorization  shall  be  made  annually  prior  to  each  respective 
fiscal  year;  provided,  however,  that  each  authorization  for  a revolving  fund  shall  specify:  (1)  the  programs 
and  purposes  for  which  the  revolving  fund  may  be  expended;  (2)  the  departmental  receipts  which  shall  be 
credited  to  the  revolving  fund;  (3)  the  board,  department  or  officer  authorized  to  expend  from  such  fund;  (4) 
a limit  on  the  total  amount  which  may  be  expended  from  such  fund  in  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  and,  provided, 
further,  that  no  board,  department  or  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  expend  in  any  one  fiscal  year  from  all 
revolving  funds  under  its  direct  control  more  than  one  percent  of  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  by  the  city  or 
town  in  the  most  recent  fiscal  year  for  which  a tax  rate  has  been  certified  under  section  twenty-three  of 
chapter  fifty-nine.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section,  whenever,  during  the  course  of  any  fiscal 
year,  any  new  revenue  source  becomes  available  for  the  establishment  of  a revolving  fund  under  this 
section,  such  a fund  may  be  established  in  accordance  with  this  section  upon  certification  by  the  city  auditor, 
town  accountant,  or  other  officer  having  similar  duties,  that  the  revenue  source  was  not  used  in  computing 
the  most  recent  tax  levy. 

[No  change  in  balance  of  section.]  In  any  fiscal  year  the  limit  on  the  amount  that  may  be  spent  from  a 
revolving  fund  may  be  increased  with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and  mayor  in  a city,  or  with  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen  and  finance  committee,  if  any,  in  a town;  provided,  however,  that  the  one  percent 
limit  established  by  clause  (4)  of  the  third  paragraph  is  not  exceeded. 

The  board,  department  or  officer  having  charge  of  such  revolving  fund  shall  report  to  the  annual  town 
meeting  or  to  the  city  council  and  the  board  of  selectmen,  the  mayor  of  a city  or  city  manager  in  a Plan  E 
city  or  in  any  other  city  or  town  to  the  legislative  body  and  the  chief  administrative  or  executive  officer,  the 
total  amount  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  each  revolving  fund  under  its  control  for  the  prior  fiscal  year 
and  for  the  current  fiscal  year  through  December  thirty-first,  or  such  later  date  as  the  town  meeting  or  city 


council  may,  by  vote  determine,  and  the  amount  of  any  increases  in  spending  authority  granted  during  the 
prior  and  current  fiscal  years,  together  with  such  other  information  as  the  town  meeting  or  city  council  may 
by  vote  require. 

At  the  close  of  a fiscal  year  in  which  a revolving  fund  is  not  reauthorized  for  the  following  year,  or  in  which  a 
city  or  town  changes  the  purposes  for  which  money  in  a revolving  fund  may  be  spent  in  the  following  year, 
the  balance  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  revert  to  surplus  revenue  unless  the  annual  town 
meeting  or  the  city  council  and  mayor  or  city  manager  in  a Plan  E city  and  in  any  other  city  or  town  the 
legislative  body  vote  to  transfer  such  balance  to  another  revolving  fund  established  under  this  section. 

The  director  of  accounts  may  issue  guidelines  further  regulating  revolving  funds  established  under  this 
section.

estimated  receipt,  offset  receipt,  enterprise  revenue  or  otherwise  within  the  city  or  town's  fiscal  nineteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one  appropriations 

The  1992  amendment  in  the  fourth  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph,  following  the  word  "employees" 
inserted  provided,  however,  that  such  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  wages  or  salaries  paid  to  full  or 
part-time  employees  who  are  employed  as  drivers  providing  transportation  for  public  school  students; 
provided,  further,  that  only  that  portion  of  a revolving  fund  which  is  attributable  to  transportation  fees  may  be 
used  to  pay  such  wages  or  salaries  and  provided,  further,  that  any  such  wages  or  salaries  so  paid  shall  be 
reported  in  the  budget  submitted  for  the  next  fiscal  year"

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CHAPTER  171.  CALL  FIRE  FIGHTERS--PENSION  RIGHTS 

AN  ACT  RELATIVE  TO  THE  PENSION  RIGHTS  OF  CERTAIN  CALL  FIRE  FIGHTERS. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 


SECTION  1 . 

Subdivision  (2)  of  section  4 of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  1994  Official  Edition,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  paragraph  (b)  the  following  paragraph:- 

(b  1/2)  In  any  city,  town,  or  fire  district,  which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  service  as  a 
permanent-intermittent  or  call  firefighter  shall  be  credited  as  full-time  service  as  provided  in  paragraph  (b), 
except  that  credit  for  such  service  shall  not  be  conditioned  upon  the  appointment  of  said 
permanent-intermittent  or  call  firefighter  as  a permanent  member  of  the  fire  department.  This  paragraph 
shall  take  effect  in  a city  by  vote  of  the  city  council  in  accordance  with  its  city  charter,  in  a town  which 
maintains  a separate  contributory  retirement  system  by  vote  of  the  town  meeting,  in  a town  whose  eligible 
members  are  members  of  the  county  retirement  system  of  the  county  wherein  such  town  lies  by  vote  of  the 
town  meeting,  in  a district  which  maintains  a separate  contributory  retirement  system  by  vote  of  the  district 
meeting,  and  in  a district  the  eligible  employees  of  which  are  members  of  a county  retirement  system  by 
vote  of  the  district  meeting. 


SECTION  2 . 

Said  chapter  32  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  85H  the  following  section:- 

Section  85H  1/2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-five  H or  any  other  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  in  any  city,  town  or  fire  district  which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  in  which 
there  are  no  permanent  members  of  a police  or  fire  department,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  selectmen  of 
such  town  or  the  prudential  committee  of  such  fire  district  may  retire  from  active  service  any  call  firefighter 
or  any  member  of  a volunteer  fire  company  or  reserve,  special  or  intermittent  police  officer  who  becomes 
permanently  mentally  or  physically  disabled  by  injuries  sustained,  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  during  the 
actual  performance  of  duty  as  such  firefighter  or  police  officer.  A person  so  retired  shall  receive  an  annual 
pension  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  average  annual  salary  of  a first-year,  regular,  firefighter  or  police  officer  in 
the  local  area;  such  average  to  be  determined  by  a survey  of  three  surrounding  towns,  as  determined  by 
the  public  employee  retirement  administration.  Whenever  a call  firefighter  or  member  of  a volunteer  fire 
company  in  a town  whose  service  as  such  had  been  approved  by  the  prudential  committee  of  the  fire 
district  or  by  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town,  or  a reserve,  special  or  intermittent  police  officer  of  a 
town  or  a reserve  police  officer  or  reserve  or  call  firefighter  of  a city  is  disabled  because  of  injury  or 
incapacity  sustained  in  the  performance  of  duty,  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  and  is  thereby  unable  to 
perform  the  usual  duties  of  his  occupation  at  the  time  such  injury  or  incapacity  was  incurred,  such  police 
officer  or  firefighter  shall  receive  from  the  city  or  town,  for  the  period  of  such  injury  or  incapacity,  a minimum 
annual  allowance  equal  to  the  average  annual  salary  of  a first-year,  regular  firefighter  or  police  officer  in  the 
local  area,  such  average  to  be  determined  by  a survey  of  three  surrounding  towns,  as  determined  by  the 
public  employee  retirement  administration;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  compensation  shall  be  payable 
for  any  period  after  such  police  officer  or  firefighter  has  been  retired  or  pensioned  or  for  any  period  after  a 
physician  designated  by  the  board  or  officer  authorized  to  appoint  police  officers  or  firefighters  in  such  city 
or  town  determines  that  such  incapacity  no  longer  exists. 

SECTION  3 . 

Section  1 01  of  said  chapter  32,  as  appearing  in  the  1 994  Official  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  line  8,  the  word  "three"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:-  six.

TAKING,  PURCHASE  AND  ABANDONMENT  OF  LAND 


C.  40  Sec.  14.  Purchase  or  Taking  of  Land;  Procedure;  Purchase  Price;  "Municipal 
Purpose"  Defined. 

The  aldermen  of  any  city,  except  Boston,  or  the  selectmen  of  a town  may  purchase,  or  take  by  eminent 
domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine,  any  land,  easement  or  right  therein  within  the  city  or  town  not  already 
appropriated  to  public  use,  for  any  municipal  purpose  for  which  the  purchase  or  taking  of  land,  easement  or 
right  therein  is  not  otherwise  authorized  or  directed  by  statute;  but  no  land,  easement  or  right  therein  shall 
be  taken  or  purchased  under  this  section  unless  the  taking  or  purchase  thereof  has  previously  been 
authorized  by  the  city  council  or  by  vote  of  the  town,  nor  until  an  appropriation  of  money,  to  be  raised  by 
loan  or  otherwise,  has  been  made  for  the  purpose  by  a two  thirds  vote  of  the  city  council  or  by  a two  thirds 
vote  of  the  town,  and  no  lot  of  land  shall  be  purchased  for  any  municipal  purpose  by  any  city  subject  to  this 
section  for  a price  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent  in  excess  of  its  average  assessed  valuation  during  the 
previous  three  years. 

The  words  "municipal  purpose",  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  include  any  such  land,  easement  or  right 
therein  within  the  city  or  town,  so  purchased  or  taken  by  eminent  domain  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  or 
granting  the  same  to  the  commonwealth  for  the  use  of  a regional  community  college.

C.  40  Sec.  4.  Authority  for  Cities  and  Towns  to  Make  Contracts. 


A city  or  town  may  make  contracts  for  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
are  authorized  by  the  town  meeting  in  a town,  the  town  council  in  a town  without  a town  meeting,  the  city 
council  in  a city  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  or  the  city  council  in  a Plan  D or  Plan  E city  with  the  approval 
of  the  manager,  or  as  otherwise  authorized  in  accordance  with  a duly  adopted  charter.  A city  or  town  may 
not  contract  for  any  purpose,  on  any  terms,  or  under  any  conditions  inconsistent  with  any  applicable 
provision  of  any  general  or  special  law.

C.  40  Sec.  5.  Authority  of  Towns  to  Appropriate  Money. 

A town  may  at  any  town  meeting  appropriate  money  for  the  exercise  of  any  of  its  corporate  powers; 
provided,  however,  that  a town  shall  not  appropriate  or  expend  money  for  any  purpose,  on  any  terms,  or 
under  any  conditions  inconsistent  with  any  applicable  provision  of  any  general  or  special  law.

C.  40  Sec.  5B.  Municipal  Stabilization  Funds. 


For  the  purpose  of  creating  a stabilization  fund  cities,  towns  and  districts  may  appropriate  in  any  year  an 
amount  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  raised  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  by  taxation  of  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  or  such  larger  amount  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  established  under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three.  The  aggregate  amount  in  the  fund  at  any  time  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  equalized 
valuation  of  the  city  or  town  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  forty-four.  Any  interest  shall  be  added  to 
and  become  a part  of  the  fund. 

The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  fund  and  may  deposit  the  proceeds  in  national  banks  or  invest 
the  proceeds  by  deposit  in  savings  banks,  co-operative  banks  or  trust  companies  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth,  or  invest  the  same  in  such  securities  as  are  legal  for  the  investment  of  funds  of 
savings  banks  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  in  federal  savings  and  loan  associations  situated  in 
the  commonwealth. 

The  stabilization  fund  may  be  appropriated  in  a town,  at  an  annual  town  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote  or  at  a 
special  town  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote;  in  a district,  at  an  annual  district  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote  or  at 
a special  district  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote;  and  in  a city,  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  city  council.  Said  fund 
may  be  appropriated  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  town,  district  or  city  would  be  authorized  to  borrow 
money  under  section  seven  or  eight  of  chapter  forty-four  or  for  any  other  lawful  purpose.  Said  board,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  otherwise  conferred  or  imposed  upon  it,  is  authorized  to  perform  the 
further  duties  imposed  by  this  section.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  stabilization  fund  may  be 
appropriated  for  an  approved  school  project  by  a two-thirds  vote  at  a special  town  meeting,  as  provided  by 
section  nine  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forth-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

The  members  of  the  board  aforesaid  when  acting  under  this  section  shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth 
compensation  to  the  same  extent  as  provided  for  services  under  section  one  of  chapter  seventy-four  of  the 
acts  of  the  current  year.

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C.  44  Sec.  8.  Purposes  for  Which  Cities  and  Towns  May  Borrow  Outside  the  Debt 
Limit. 

Cities  and  towns  may  incur  debt,  outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness  prescribed  in  section  ten,  for  the  following 
purposes  and  payable  within  the  periods  hereinafter  specified: 

(1)  [No  change  through  paragraph  (21).]  For  temporary  loans  under  sections  four,  six,  six  A,  seventeen  and 
seventeen  A,  the  periods  authorized  by  those  sections. 

(2)  For  maintaining,  distributing  and  providing  food,  other  common  necessaries  of  life  and  temporary  shelter 
for  their  inhabitants  upon  the  occasions  and  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  section  nineteen  of  chapter  forty,  two 
years. 

(3)  For  establishing  or  purchasing  a system  for  supplying  a city,  town,  or  district  and  its  inhabitants  with 
water,  for  taking  or  purchasing  water  sources,  either  from  public  land  or  private  sources,  or  water  or 
flowage  rights,  for  the  purpose  of  a public  water  supply,  or  for  taking  or  purchasing  land  for  the  protection  of 
a water  system,  thirty  years. 

(3A)  For  conducting  groundwater  inventory  and  analysis  of  the  community  water  supply,  including  pump 
tests  and  quality  tests  relating  to  the  development  of  using  said  groundwater  as  an  additional  source  or  a 
new  source  of  water  supply  for  any  city,  town  or  district,  ten  years. 

(4)  For  the  construction  or  enlargement  of  reservoirs,  and  the  construction  of  filter  beds,  standpipes, 
buildings  for  pumping  stations  including  original  pumping  station  equipment,  and  buildings  for  water 
treatment,  including  original  equipment  therefor,  and  the  acquisition  of  land  or  any  interest  in  land 
necessary  in  connection  with  any  of  the  foregoing,  thirty  years. 

(4A)  For  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  reservoirs  and  filter  beds,  such 
amounts  as  may  be  approved  by  the  emergency  finance  board,  thirty  years;  provided,  however,  that  no 
indebtedness  shall  be  incurred  hereunder  until  plans  relating  to  the  project  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the 
department  of  environmental  protection,  and  the  approval  of  said  department  has  been  granted  therefor. 

(5)  For  the  laying  and  relaying  of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  but  less  than  sixteen  inches  in 
diameter,  and  for  lining  and  relining  such  mains  with  linings  of  not  less  than  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch,  for  the 
development  of  additional  well  fields,  for  wells  and  for  pumping  station  equipment,  forty  years. 

(6)  For  constructing  and  reconstructing  and  laying  and  relaying  aqueducts  and  water  mains  of  sixteen 
inches  or  more  in  diameter,  and  for  lining  such  mains  with  linings  of  not  less  than  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch, 
forty  years. 

(7)  For  the  extension  of  water  mains,  forty  years. 

(7 A)  For  the  purchase  and  installation  of  water  meters,  ten  years. 

(7B)  For  the  payment  of  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  to  increase  the  storage  capacity  of  any  reservoir, 
including  land  acquisition,  constructed  by  the  water  resources  commission  for  flood  prevention  or  water 
resources  utilization,  twenty  years. 

(7C)  For  the  purchase,  replacement  or  rehabilitation  of  water  departmental  equipment,  ten  years. 

(8)  For  establishing,  purchasing,  extending  or  enlarging  a gas  or  electric  lighting  plant,  or  a community 
antenna  television  system,  whether  or  not  operated  by  a gas  or  electric  lighting  plant,  within  the  limits  of  the 
territory  within  which  such  gas,  electric  plant,  or  community  antenna  television  system  is  authorized  to 
distribute  its  products,  twenty  years;  but  the  outstanding  indebtedness  so  incurred  shall  not  exceed  in  a town 
five  per  cent  and  in  a city  two  and  one  half  per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  such  town  or  city;  provided, 
however,  that  the  emergency  finance  board,  established  under  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 


hundred  and  thirty-three,  may  authorize  a city  to  incur  indebtedness  under  this  clause  in  excess  of  two  and 
one  half  per  cent  but  not  in  excess  of  five  per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  such  city,  and  may 
authorize  a town  to  incur  indebtedness  under  this  clause  in  excess  of  five  per  cent  but  not  in  excess  of  ten 
per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  such  town. 

(8A)  For  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  a gas  or  electric  lighting  plant,  or  a 
community  antenna  television  system,  when  approved  by  the  emergency  finance  board  established  under 
section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  for  such  number  of  years 
not  exceeding  ten,  as  said  board  shall  fix;  provided,  however,  that  the  indebtedness  incurred  hereunder 
shall  be  included  in  the  limit  of  indebtedness  for  gas  and  electric  lighting  plants,  or  community  antenna 
television  systems  as  set  forth  in  clause  (8).  Each  city  or  town  seeking  approval  by  said  board  of  a loan 
under  this  clause  shall  submit  to  it  all  plans  and  other  information  considered  by  the  board  to  be  necessary 
for  a determination  of  the  probable  extended  use  of  such  plant  or  community  television  antenna  system 
likely  to  result  from  such  remodeling,  reconstruction  or  repair,  and  in  considering  approval  hereunder  of  a 
requested  loan  and  the  terms  thereof,  special  consideration  shall  be  given  to  such  determination. 

(9)  For  such  emergency  appropriations  as  shall  be  approved  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  a board 
composed  of  the  attorney  general,  the  state  treasurer  and  the  director,  but  not  more  than  two  years  as 
determined  by  the  board.  As  used  in  this  clause,  emergency  means  a sudden,  unavoidable  event  or  series 
of  events  which  could  not  reasonably  have  been  foreseen  or  anticipated  at  the  time  of  submission  of  the 
annual  budget  for  approval.  Emergency  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  the  funding  of  collective  bargaining 
agreements  or  such  items  as  were  previously  disapproved  by  the  appropriating  authority  for  the  fiscal  year 
in  which  such  borrowing  is  sought. 

(1 0)  For  acquiring  land  or  constructing  buildings  or  other  structures,  including  the  cost  of  original 
equipment,  as  memorials  to  members  of  the  army,  navy,  marine  corps,  coast  guard,  or  air  force,  twenty 
years;  but  the  indebtedness  so  incurred  shall  not  exceed  one  half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation 
of  the  city  or  town. 

The  designation  of  any  such  memorial  shall  not  be  changed  except  after  a public  hearing  by  the  board  of 
selectmen  or  by  the  city  council  of  the  municipality  wherein  said  memorial  is  located,  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  which  shall  be  given,  at  the  expense  of  the  proponents,  by  the  town  or  city  clerk  as  the  case  may 
be,  by  publication  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  thereto  in  a newspaper,  if  any,  published  in  such  town  or 
city;  otherwise,  in  the  county  in  which  such  town  or  city  lies;  and  notice  of  which  shall  also  have  been  given 
by  the  proponents,  by  registered  mail,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  such  hearing,  to  all  veterans’ 
organizations  of  such  town  or  city. 

(11)  [Deleted.] 

(12)  For  acquiring  street  railway  property  under  sections  one  hundred  and  forty-three  to  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-one,  operating  the  same,  or  contributing  toward  the 
sums  expended  or  to  be  expended  by  a transportation  area  for  capital  purposes,  ten  years;  but  the 
indebtedness  so  incurred  shall  not  exceed  two  per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  city  or  town. 

(13)  For  the  acquisition,  construction,  establishment,  enlargement,  improvement  or  protection  of  public 
airports,  including  the  acquisition  of  land,  ten  years;  but  the  outstanding  indebtedness  so  incurred  shall  not 
exceed  one  per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  city  or  town.  The  proceeds  of  indebtedness  incurred 
hereunder  may  be  expended  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  establishment,  enlargement,  improvement  or 
protection  of  such  an  airport,  including  the  acquisition  of  land,  jointly  by  two  or  more  municipalities. 

(14)  For  the  financing  of  a program  of  eradication  of  Dutch  elm  disease,  including  all  disbursements  on 
account  of  which  reimbursement  is  authorized  or  may  be  authorized  by  the  commonwealth,  county,  any  city 
or  town,  or  by  any  manner  of  assessment  or  charges,  pursuant  to  and  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  five  years. 

(1 5)  For  the  construction  of  sewers,  sewerage  systems,  and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  facilities,  or  for 
the  lump-sum  payment  of  the  cost  of  a tie-in  to  such  services  in  a contiguous  city  or  town,  such  amounts 


and  for  such  periods  of  time  as  may  be  approved  by  the  emergency  finance  board  but  not  exceeding  thirty 
years. 

(16)  For  the  construction  of  municipal  golf  courses,  including  the  acquisition  of  land,  the  construction  of 
buildings,  and  the  cost  of  original  equipment  and  furnishings,  twenty  years. 

(17)  For  the  payment  of  charges  incurred  under  contracts  authorized  by  section  four  D of  chapter  forty,  but 
only  for  such  contracts  as  are  for  purposes  comparable  to  the  purposes  for  which  loans  may  be  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.

(1 8)  For  the  construction  of  a regional  incinerator  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  solid  waste,  refuse  and 
garbage  by  two  or  more  communities,  twenty  years,  but  the  indebtedness  so  incurred  shall  not  exceed 
three  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  equalized  valuation  of  the  city  or  town  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  emergency  finance  board. 

(19)  For  the  lending  or  granting  of  money  to  industrial  development  financing  authorities  and  economic 
development  and  industrial  corporations,  with  the  approval  of  the  emergency  finance  board,  the 
Massachusetts  office  of  business  development  and  the  secretary  of  communities  and  development.

(22)  For  the  construction  of  incinerators,  refuse  transfer  facilities,  recycling  facilities,  composting  facilities, 
resource  recovery  facilities  or  other  solid  waste  disposal  facilities,  other  than  landfills,  for  the  purpose  of 
disposing  of  waste,  refuse  and  garbage,  twenty-five  years;  provided,  however,  that  no  indebtedness  shall  be 
incurred  hereunder  until  plans  relating  to  the  project  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  department  of 
environmental  protection  and  the  approval  of  said  department  has  been  granted  therefor.

(24)  For  the  purpose  of  closing  out  a landfill  area,  opening  a new  landfill  area,  or  making  improvements  to 
an  existing  landfill  area,  fifteen  years;  provided,  however,  that  no  indebtedness  shall  be  incurred  hereunder 
until  plans  relating  to  the  project  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  department  of  environmental  protection 
and  the  approval  of  said  department  has  been  granted  therefor. 

Debts,  except  for  temporary  loans,  may  be  authorized  under  this  section  only  by  a two  thirds  vote. 


Debts  for  purposes  mentioned  in  clauses  (3),  (4),  (4A),  (5),  (6),  (7),  (7 A)  and  (7B)  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
authorized  to  an  amount  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  city  or  town.

We  are  requesting  at  this  time  approval  by  the 
Leverett  Town  Meeting  of  amended  language  that  would  permit, 
if  approved  by  all  four  regional  towns,  construction  of  the 
high  school  renovation/construction  project  to  begin  in  June, 
1995  . 

Our  high  school  project  has  now  been  ranked  by  the 
Department  of  Education,  and  this  ranking  has  been  accepted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  We  were  not  funded  for  FY96, 
and  of  90  projects  on  the  list  for  FY97  ours  is  59th.  If  the 
State  continues  to  fund  school  construction  at  the  same  level 
as  for  FY96  and  recent  years,  the  funds  disbursement  authoriza- 
tion for  our  project  would  be  approved  in  FY99  for  receipt  in 
FY2000 . 


To  begin  construction  prior  to  the  State's  release  of 
funds,  we  would  need  "bridge"  funding  for  another  three  years. 

A number  of  communities  in  Massachusetts  are  pursuing  this 
course  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  period  of  overcrowded  con- 
ditions in  their  schools  and  minimize  the  possibility  of  greater 
costs  caused  by  inflation  and  other  factors.  The  projected  cost 
of  this  "bridge"  funding  is  $1.1  million  dollars  to  the  four 
regional  towns  - or  $ 94,504  for  Leverett  - spread  over  18-20 
years.  Our  original  funding  plan  in  1993  assumed  temporary  debt 
of  $1.4  million  dollars  over  three  years  with  the  balance  in 
permanent  debt  over  17  years.  The  projected  new  plan  calls  for 
temporary  debt  of  the  full  $22,092,000  over  four  years,  which 
would  then  be  rolled  over  into  permanent  debt  over  another  18-20 
years-  thus  the  higher  costs  of  financing.  However,  these  costs 
need  to  be  compared  with  the  projected  costs  of  not  proceeding  with 
construction  next  June  as  outlined  in  Superintendent  Sayer's 
memorandum  enclosed  with  this  packet. 

We  urge  your  support  for  this  warrant  article  and 
appreciate  your  thoughtful  consideration  of  this  request.

RE:  Projected  Costs  of  Delaying  the  High  School  Project 

Delay  of  the  high  school  project  beyond  its  projected 
construction  start  of  June,  1996  has  both  financial  and  educa- 
tional implications.  The  project  will  take  27  months  to  complete 
but  both  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  will  be  at  or  over 
capacity  in  the  1996-97  school  year.  The  project  has  already 
been  approved  by  the  four  regional  towns  in  the  amount  of 
$22,092,000  plus  the  cost  of  financing  this  debt. 

The  most  significant  cost  of  delay  would  be  the 
educational  costs  to  students  themselves.  With  overcrowded 
classrooms  and  undersized  support  facilities  (library,  gym, 
lunchroom,  computer  labs)  the  quality  of  education  services 
to  students  will  necessarily  deteriorate  over  the  next  few 
years.  Meanwhile,  many  students  will  not  have  the  opportunity 
to  benefit  from  better  educational  facilities  - for  example 
updated  technology  access  throughout  the  school,  computer  labs, 
a foreign  language  lab,  an  expanded  library  and  physical  education 
facilities,  and  a new  technology  education  wing. 


We  have  also  been  advised  we  should  anticipate  a 3% 
annual  increase  in  construction  costs.  This  translates  into  the 
following :

Either  the  project's  cost  would  therefore  increase  or  there 
would  be  reductions  in  the  purchasing  power  of  the  funds  allo- 
cated for  the  project. 


Another  cost  of  delay  would  be  the  funds  needed  for 
modular  classrooms  to  provide  instructional  space  during  this 
period.  For  a three  year  delay,  this  would  be  about  $200,000  - 
a few  modular  classrooms  will  be  needed  for  the  first  year  of 
construction  as  some  classrooms  will  be  lost  during  this  work.

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Should  high  school  project  start 
before  state  money  is  available?

The  522  million  renovation  and  expansion 
project  at  Amherst  Regional  High  School  has 
ground  to  a halt.  Originally,  school  officials  had 
hoped  to  begin  work  next  June,  with  the  state 
picking  up  two-thirds  of  the  cost 

However,  an  unusually  large  number  of  school 
construction  work  was  approved  by  the  state  this 
spring.  As  a result,  ARHS  is  59th  on  a list  of  90 
approved  projects. 

This  probably  means  a delay  of  three  years 
before  the  state  releases  the  money.  The  big 
question  is  whether  there  is  a faster  way  of 
tting  started.  And  that  depends  on  a lot  of 
laller  questions. 

Q.  Is  there  a way  to  start  the  work  now, 
without  losing  state  assistance? 

A.  Fail  Town  Meetings  in  the  four  towns  in  the 
school  district  — Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett  and 
Shutesbury  — are  going  to  be  asked  if  they're 
willing  to  borrow  the  whole  amount  now  and  wait 
three  years  for  the  state  to  start  picking  up  the 
bills. 

Q.  Is  there  any  danger  the  state  money  won’t 
come  through? 

A.  State  and  school  officials  say  this  has  never 
happened  in  the  four  decades  that  the  state  has 
been  paying  for  the  construction. 

,Q.  What  if  the  state  takes  longer  than  three 
years? 

A A funding  delay  of  even  one  more  year 
would  be  very  expensive,  costing  the  four  towns  a 
total  of  more  than  $1  million.  This  is  in  addition  to 
the  estimated  borrowing  cost  of  about  $1.4  million 
for  the  initial  three-year  period. 

Q.  What’s  the  rush  to  get  started? 

A.  School  officials  cite  overcrowding  at  both 
the  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  which  is 
expected  to  get  worse.  (When  the  high  school 
building  is  enlarged,  ninth  grade  will  be  based 
there,  instead  of  the  junior  high  building  on 
Chestnut  Street.) 

There  is  also  the  problem  of  inflation.  At  the 
end  of  1994,  a dollar  bought  about  3 percent  less 
ihan  it  did  at  the  end  of  1993.  If  inflation 
f ntinues  at  its  current  rate,  that  would  cut  the 
equivalent  of  $1.6  million  out  of  the  approved 
spending. 

Q.  Town  Meetings  in  all  four  towns  have 
already  approved  the  borrowing.  Why  is  it 
necessary  to  go  back  to  them  for  this? 


A.  In  all  four  towns,  Town  Meeting  said  the 
project  couldn’t  start  until  the  state  gives  an  iron- 
clad guarantee  that  it  will  pay  two-thirds  of  the 
bills.  And  this  document  doesn’t  get  signed  until 
the  state  releases  its  share  of  the  money. 

Q.  What  happens  if  the  town  meetings  vote 
against  the  borrowing? 

A.  It  won’t  mean  the  project  isn’t  approved  any 
more.  It  just  means  a delay. 

Q.  What  happens  if  one  or  two  of  the  towns 
say  no? 

A.  All  four  have  to  approve  the  borrowing,  or  it 
can’t  happen. 

Q.  Isn’t  it  possible  to  rent  temporary, 
portable  classroom  space  until  the  state  money 
is  in  hand? 

A.  Yes.  But  School  Superintendent  Gus  Sayer 
says  this  would  cost  about  $193,000.  And,  he  adds, 
it  doesn’t  resolve  space  problems  in  the  library, 
cafeteria,  and  other  non-classroom  spaces. 

^ Q.  When  the  project  was  approved  last  year, 
voters  in  all  four  towns  went  to  the  polls.  How 
come  just  Shutesbury  voters  have  to  repeat  this 
step? 

A Because  of  the  way  the  ballot  question  was 
phrased  in  that  town.  The  Shutesbury  ballot  was 
the  only  one  to  include  the  same  requirement  for 
a state  guarantee,  the  way  the  town  meetings  did.

REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  Regional  School  Committee  formed  the  Regional  High  School  Building  Committee  in 
October,  1993.  This  followed  four  years  of  study  about  secondary  school  space  needs  and 
enrollment  projections.  The  architectural  firm  of  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Inc.  of  Newton 
Centre,  MA  was  hired  in  November,  1993  to  develop  project  plans,  along  with  the  assistance  of 
Kuhn  Riddle  Architects  of  Amherst,  MA.  The  Building  Committee  consists  of  fifteen 
representatives  of  the  Regional  School  District  (Amherst,  Leverett,  Pelham  and  Shutesbury) 
including  community  members,  school  teachers,  administrators,  parents,  students  and  the 
Regional  School  Committee. 

From  late  1993  to  the  present,  the  Building  Committee  has  worked  with  the  architects  to 
develop  new  plans  for  the  new  addition  and  renovation  of  the  existing  building.  These  plans 
have  been  reviewed  by  staff,  students,  local  officials,  and  the  Regional  School  Committee.  Public 
meetings  on  the  plans  were  held  in  all  four  regional  communities.  Out  of  the  many  comments, 
concerns  and  suggestions  received,  has  emerged  an  attractive,  functional  and  efficient  design 
to  serve  students  in  grades  9-12.  During  the  spring  of  1994,  all  four  towns  voted  to  approve  the 
project  contingent  on  state  approval,  including  2/3  reimbursement  of  project  costs,  and  debt 
exclusion  override  votes.  By  fall  of  1994,  all  four  towns  had  approved  these  overrides. 

Since  last  fall,  the  Building  Committee  has  been  meeting  almost  every  Monday  evening  to 
complete  the  design  development  stage  of  the  project.  The  Building  Committee  and  the  Regional 
School  Committee  voted  to  accept  the  design  in  March,  1995.  The  final  drawings  and 
construction  documents  needed  to  meet  the  June  1 submission  deadline  set  by  the  Department  of 
Education  are  now  being  completed.  The  project  is  still  operating  within  the  $22,092,000  limit  set 
be  the  regional  towns.  The  project  is  expected  to  take  24-28  months  to  complete  - involving  two  full 
school  years  and  three  summer  vacation  periods. 

The  Department  of  Education  is  anticipating  up  to  150  or  so  new  projects  to  be  submitted  by 
June  1,  1995.  This  is  an  unprecedented  number  of  applications,  and  there  are  51  applications  that 
were  not  funded  last  year  due  to  limits  in  legislative  funding.  All  projects  will  be  "ranked" 
according  to  DOE  criteria,  although  the  51  projects  from  last  year  will  likely  go  to  the  head  of  the 
list.  The  State  Board  of  Education  will  vote  - probably  in  late  June  or  early  July  - the  individual 
project  rankings  and  allocate  funds  within  the  school  construction  budget  approved  for  FY96  by 
the  State  legislature.

Next  Steps 


A major  part  of  the  planning  for  this  project  has  been  accomplished  by  completion  of  the 
design  development  stage.  The  next  major  stage  will  be  completed  with  submission  of 
construction  drawings  and  other  documents  on  June  1.  The  final  stage  will  begin  once  our 
project's  "ranking"  by  the  State  is  known.  The  Regional  School  Committee  will  then  be  able  to 
assess  the  viability  of  requesting  fall  town  meetings  to  seek  approval  for  beginning  the  project  in 
June,  1996.  This  would  involve  presenting  a proposed  financial  plan  to  fund  the  start  of  the 
project  in  June,  1996  and  to  carry  the  project  until  State  reimbursement  funds  begin  to  flow.  A 
number  of  other  communities  across  the  State  are  planning  to  pursue  this  alternative  in  order  to 
offset  likely  cost  increases  resulting  from  deferred  construction  and  inflation. 

The  Building  Committee  appreciates  the  support  and  assistance  this  project  has  received 
from  the  Region's  towns.  We  will  remain  in  touch  with  town  officials  and  the  public  over  the 
remainder  of  this  spring  and  summer.

Thank  you  for  contacting  me  to  let  me  know  of  the  resolutions 
approved  by  residents  of  the  Town  of  Leverett  at  the  April  1995 
Town  Meeting.  I have  heard  from  many  people  who  have  expressed 
their  opposition  to  such  a site  in  Massachusetts  and  for  local 
control  in  the  siting  process. 

I have  monitored  this  issue  for  some  time  now,  and  am  convinced 
that  the  federal  government  made  a serious  mistake  in  delegating 
the  disposal  and  siting  responsibilities  to  the  states.  States 
and  waste  generators  have  been  forced  to  think  about  the 
difficulties  and  responsibilities  of  disposing  the  waste,  which 
has  resulted  in  serious  source  reduction.  However,  the 
liabilities  associated  with  siting  may  also  lead  to  a 
proliferation  of  waste  facilities  across  the  country,  which  we 
can  neither  afford  environmentally  or  fiscally.  What  is  needed 
is  small  handful  of  well  managed  and  closely  monitored  sites. 

I think  that  Massachusetts  is  in  a moral  dilemma  because  while  we 
are  one  of  the  country's  largest  waste  producers,  we  are 
geologically  not  well  suited  for  such  a site.  Much  of 
Massachusetts'  waste  is  produced  as  a result  of  medical  research 
and  the  delivery  of  medical  care.  While  we  benefit  economically 
and  socially  as  the  nation's  leader  in  medicine,  we  have  not 
figured  out  a way  out  of  the  disposal  dilemma. 

Finally,  one  of  my  major  interests  in  policy  development  is  to  be 
sure  that  people  have  a say  in  policies  that  affect  their  lives. 

I will  support  efforts  to  ensure  that  there  are  mechanisms  and 
resources  to  ensure  thoughtful  and  constructive  public 
participation  in  siting  decisions. 
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I hope  this  information  is  helpful.  Please  do  n°t  hesitate  to 
contact  me  should  you  need  further  assistance  on  this  or  y 
other  matter.

Both  Articles  have  been  posted  and  published  and  a public  hearing  was  held 
thereon  in  the  Leverett  Town  Hall  on  April  26,  1995,  all  in  accordance  with 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40 A Section  5.  The  Planning  board  has  voted 
to  recommend  approval  of  both  articles  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

Article  Twelve:  The  present  zoning  by-laws  do  not  permit  any  craft  production 
within  the  General  Business  District.  Article  Twelve  would  allow  small  scale  craft 
production  only  after  a special  permit  was  granted  for  such  purpose  by  the  Planning 
Board.  The  special  permit  requirement  would  allow  the  control  by  the  Planning 
Board,  after  a public  hearing,  by  use  of  conditions  to  any  granted  special  permit,  to 
insure  the  appropriateness  of  the  proposed  project  to  the  neighborhood  The 
Planning  Board  believes  that  permitting  small  scale  craft  production  in  the  General

Thank  you  for  sending  me  a copy  of  Leverett’s  resolution  concerning  Low  Level 
Radioactive  Waste.  My  apologies  for  not  responding  sooner.  I have  read  them  carefully 
and  appreciate  all  the  work  and  thought  that  clearly  went  into  developing  the  town’s 
position. 

I am  in  support  of  current  legislation  which,  if  passed,  would  allow  communities 
to  veto  the  siting  of  Low  Level  Radioactive  Waste  (LLRW)  dump  in  their  town.  I 
absolutely  agree  that  this  is  a regional  issue  and  that  therefore,  neighboring  and  abutting 
communities  should  have  input  into  the  decision  as  well. 

I have  looked  at  the  issue  of  LLRW  for  a number  of  years,  both  before  my 
election  to  the  House  and  during  my  time  here,  and  strongly  believe  that  Massachusetts  is 
unsuitable  for  a site.  Based  on  population  density,  ground  water  supplies,  and  other 
factors  I concluded  that  the  risks  were  too  high.  Please  be  sure  that  I am  actively 
monitoring  the  LLRW  Board  as  they  move  through  the  process  of  siting  a facility  and 
will  continue  to  oppose  the  construction  of  a dump  in  Massachusetts.  I emphasize 
instead,  a combined  approach  of  source  reduction  and  cooperation  with  other  states. 

Thank  you  for  sharing  your  position  with  me.  If  I can  be  of  further  assistance  I 
hope  you  will  free  to  contact  me.

Dear  Ms.  Kelty: 

Governor  Weld  has  asked  me  to  respond  to  your  recent 
correspondence,  regarding  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Leverett 
Selectboard  and  Annual  Town  Meeting  concerning  the  disposal  of  low- 
level  radioactive  waste  (LLRW)  in  the  Town  of  Leverett. 

I understand  your  community's  concerns  about  the  siting  of  an 
LLRW  facility.  To  assist  the  officials  and  citizens  of  Leverett  in 
fully  evaluating  various  issues  pertaining  to  LLRW  management,  I am 
providing  some  additional  information  to  correct  the  misunderstand- 
ings in  the  language  of  this  resolution.  For  example: 

• The  resolution  says  that  LLRW  is  "toxic  and  dangerous  for 
thousands,  even  millions  of  years." 

An  analysis  of  LLRW  generated  in  Massachusetts  during  1993 
shows  that  after  the  waste  is  isolated  from  the  public  and  the 
environment  for  100  years,  approximately  1.8%  of  the 
radioactivity  will  remain.  After  isolation  for  500  years, 
only  0.1%  of  the  activity  will  remain.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  unlike  hazardous  chemical  waste,  LLRW  contains 
radioactive  isotopes  that  decay  spontaneously,  and  eventually 
become  non-radioactive  substances. 

What  is  important  to  remember  about  LLRW  is  that  it  contains 
only  very  small  concentrations  of  long-lived  radionuclides, 
thereby  keeping  the  health  risks  from  exposure  at  any  time  in 
the  future  to  the  low  levels  that  are  accepted  based  on 
today's  health  risk  standards. 

• The  resolution  says  that  any  LLRW  disposal  facility  sited 
within  the  Commonwealth  "would  be  required  to  accept  LLRW  from 
outside"  Massachusetts. 

That  is  an  incorrect  statement.  While  state  law  requires  the 
Commonwealth  to  evaluate  the  economics  of  LLRW  disposal,  it 
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does  not  dictate  that  a disposal  facility  must  be  a regional 
site.  Indeed,  the  Low-Level  Radioactive  Waste  Management 
Board  has  proposed  four  different  facility  sizes:  two  for 

Massachusetts-only  LLRW,  and  two  for  possible  regional 
facilities  that  would  accept  out-of-state  waste.  The 
Management  Board  has  reviewed  the  economics  of  each  option, 
and  is  certain  that  either  choice  is  financially  sound. 

At  some  point  the  Board  must  decide  what  size  facility  is 
appropriate,  and  whether  or  not  out-of-state  LLRW  will  be 
accepted.  The  reason  that  the  Board  may  consider  accepting 
out-of-state  waste  is  due  to  the  fact  that  federal  LLRW  law 
provides  an  incentive  to  states  that  regionalize:  any  disposal 
facility  for  two  or  more  states  can  exclude  the  importation  of 
LLRW  from  outside  that  region,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Clause  of  the  U.S.  Constitution.  What 
this  means  is  that  Massachusetts  might  decide  to  establish  a 
region  with  one  other  state,  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the 
import  restriction  language  of  federal  law.  But  such  a 
"region"  could  be  comprised  of  Massachusetts  and  the  tiny 
generating  state  of  Rhode  Island. 

Another  way  Massachusetts  could  deal  with  the  importation 
exclusion  would  be  to  arrange  a "region"  in  the  same  manner  as 
has  been  done  by  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey.  Those  two  states 
formed  a "region,"  but  both  states  are  siting  LLRW  facilities 
which  will  not  accept  LLRW  from  their  partner  state. 

These  solutions  are  possible,  but  as  of  yet  undetermined, 
contrary  to  the  wording  of  the  resolution. 

• The  resolution  recommends  that  the  Management  Board  cease  its 
activities  to  site  a disposal  facility  in  favor  of  making 
source  reduction/  volume  reduction  and  LLRW  elimination  "their 
primary  management  method." 

The  Management  Board  shares  your  concern  about  the  need  to 
reduce  radioactive  materials  use  and  LLRW.  State  law  contains 
provisions  requiring  waste  minimization  which  have  been 
described  as  the  most  rigorous  in  the  nation.  The  Management 
Board  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH) 
are  implementing  numerous  measures  to  achieve  such  reductions, 
including  enforceable  regulations. 

• The  resolution  directs  the  Board  to  "make  plans  to  reclassify 
and  separate  radioactive  wastes  by  toxicity,  intensity  and 
duration. " 

The  Management  Board  has  taken  that  action.  In  December, 
1993,  the  Board  adopted  a policy  that  will  require  long-lived 
LLRW  to  be  segregated  in  the  facility  from  short-lived  waste. 
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This  policy  will  enhance  safety  and  efficiency  in  any 
retrieval  of  waste  containers  that  may  later  be  necessary  or 
desirable . 

In  addition,  state  law  requires,  and  the  Management  Board  has 
adopted,  a "total  hazard"  classification  system  to  address  the 
radiological  toxicity  as  well  as  any  chemical  and  biological 
hazards  of  this  waste.  The  "total  hazard"  classification 
system  goes  beyond  radiologic  hazards  (radiological  toxicity 
and  radioactive  half-life)  by  encompassing  other  elements, 
including: 

• The  principal  radionuclides  present  in  the  waste,  and 
their  concentrations. 

• The  specific  activity  of  the  LLRW. 

• The  chemical  and  biological  toxicity  and  form  (liquid  or 
solid)  of  the  LLRW. 

• The  chemical  reactivity  of  the  LLRW. 

• Waste  volume. 

• Other  characteristics  as  determined  by  the  Management 
Board,  to  enable  it  to  decide  which  classes  of  LLRW  may 
be  stored  for  decay,  which  classes  will  require  disposal, 
and  which  classes  will  require  "special  management 
procedures  in  order  to  facilitate  the  safe  and  timely 
closure,  post-closure  observation  and  maintenance,  and 
institutional  control  of  the  facility  accepting  such 
LLRW."  [Chapter  111H,  section  12(b)(1)] 

• The  resolution  urges  the  Management  Board  to  "join  with  other 
states  in  a regional  compact  to  provide  less  costly,  more 
efficient  and  safer  solutions  to  storing  and  monitoring  LLRW 
than  can  be  accomplished  by  states  individually." 

The  meaning  of  this  statement  is  unclear.  It  presumably  means 
to  suggest  that  a regional  solution  related  to  "storage"  or 
"monitoring"  would  be  "more  efficient  and  safer"  than  the 
conduct  of  such  activities  by  individual  states.  Since  an 
earlier  part  of  the  resolution  declares  opposition  to  a 
regional  facility,  I seek  a clarification  of  your  community's 
intention  by  this  statement,  so  that  I can  provide  you  with  a 
responsive  reply. 

Your  letter  also  recommends  that  LLRW  generators,  and  not  the 
public,  pay  the  costs  of  LLRW  management  and  disposal.  The 
Commonwealth  agrees,  and  established  that  policy  when  Governor  Weld 
signed  a funding  bill  into  law  in  January,  1994. 

In  addition,  your  resolution  suggests  that  a municipality 
siting  an  LLRW  facility,  as  well  as  those  adjacent  to  a site 
community,  should  have  the  authority  to  vote  to  approve  or  reject 
such  a facility.  In  response  to  public  comment  on  this  issue,  the 


. 
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Management  Board  has  developed,  recently  issued  for  public  review 
and  comment,  and  plans  to  adopt  a program  to  encourage  the  citizens 
of  a community  to  volunteer  a site.  The  Board's  "Volunteer  Sites 
Program"  seeks  to  identify  environmentally  suitable  facility 
locations  in  communities  that  want  the  benefits  that  a facility  can 
provide,  and  feel  comfortable  with  the  controls  that  they,  the  site 
operator,  and  the  state  will  exert  to  ensure  the  protection  of  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  environment.  A local  referendum  is  part 
of  this  volunteer  program. 

The  siting  process  is  a long  and  deliberative  one.  The 
Commonwealth  has  established  numerous  policies  and  procedures  to 
ensure  that  LLRW  management  is  safe  and  environmentally  protective. 
And  while  undertaking  this  siting  process,  the  Management  Board 
will  continue  to  discuss  with  other  states  (and  regional  groupings 
of  states)  the  possibilities  of  a long-term,  out-of-state  disposal 
solution  for  the  Commonwealth's  generators.  If  such  a solution  can 
be  achieved,  the  Management  Board  can  cease  its  siting  efforts 
within  the  state. 

Thank  you  for  communicating  your  community's  concerns  about 
the  LLRW  issue.  I encourage  the  officials  and  citizens  of  Leverett 
to  participate  in  the  upcoming  activities  of  the  Management  Board, 
a nine-person  body  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  managing  LLRW 
in  a safe  and  environmentally  sound  manner.  My  designee  on  the 
Board  is  Leo  Roy,  Undersecretary  for  Policy  and  Planning  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs.

Thank  you  for  sharing  with  me  the  resolutions  of  the 
Leverett  Town  Meeting  and  the  Leverett  Selectboard  on  the  siting 
of  a Low  Level  Radioactive  Waste  Dump  within  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts . 

I strongly  agree  with  the  importance  of  reducing  our 
production  of  hazardous  wastes,  including  radioactive  wastes,  and 
finding  safe  ways  to  store  existing  waste. 

I am  interested  by  the  idea  of  the  creation  of  a 
Presidential  Commission  to  review  nuclear  waste  management 
policies.  However,  it  is  not  clear  to  me  what  the  purpose  and 
goals  of  this  commission  would  be.  Clearly  there  are  difficult 
decisions  to  be  made  in  how  we  handle  radioactive  waste.  It  is 
not  evident  to  me  whether  the  proposed  commission  would  make  that 
problem  any  easier,  or  simply  postpone  the  end  result  of  the 
process . 

Massachusetts  is  required  by  the  1980  Federal  Low  Level 
Radioactive  Waste  Policy  Act  to  take  over  the  management  of  low 
level  waste  in  the  state.  States  were  given  the  option  of 
joining  with  other  states  to  form  regional  disposal  compacts  to 
dispose  of  waste.  As  an  incentive  to  create  compacts,  and  reduce 
the  total  number  of  disposal  sites,  states  which  form  regional 
compacts  can  exclude  waste  from  non- compact  states.  However, 
Massachusetts  did  not  choose  this  option  and  now  the  state  must 
establish  a comprehensive  management  plan  which  includes 
provisions  to  site  a facility  in  Massachusetts.  I will  be 
monitoring  this  process  to  see  if  it  is  handled  in  an  open,  fair, 
and  scientifically  sound  manner.  However,  specific  decisions 
about  the  operations  of  the  Massachusetts  Low  Level  Radioactive 
Waste  Management  Board  are  made  at  the  state  level . As  a member 
of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  I am  unable  to  vote  on  state 
issues .

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:45pm  by  Town  Clerk  D'Ann  Kelty,  a 
quorum  being  deemed  present.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Regional  School  Building  Needs  Corrmittee  met  for  three  years  - 
monitoring  enrollment  trends,  looking  at  the  use  of  space  in  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools,  and  the  overall  condition  of  these  two  schools.  Enrollments 
projections  showed  space  would  be  running  out  at  both  the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  beginning  with  the  1994/95  school  year.  This  corrmittee  undertook  a 
feasibility  study  of  both  schools  in  terms  of  alternative  options  for  increase 
space.  The  corrmittee  concluded  it  was  less  expensive  to  undertake  one  building 
project  at  one  school  rather  than  attempt  to  add  space  to  both  schools. 

The  Regional  School  Committee  shared  this  conclusion  and  agreed  it  would 
be  best  to  locate  this  project  at  the  present  high  school  - which  would  allow 
other  building  maintenance  needs  to  be  addressed  - and  to  also  move  the  ninth 
grade  class  to  the  senior  high  school , thereby  reuniting  the  9-12  curriculum 
continuum. 

We  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  share  this  brief  status  report  to  all 
four  regional  towns  at  this  time.

Envision  Amherst  Regional 
High  School  in  the  year  2000 
(only  six  years  away)  with 
double  the  number  of  students 
it  holds  today!  Why  will  this 
happen,  who  is  working  this 
problem,  and  what  is  being 
done  immediately  to  plan  for 
the  future  space  necessary  for 
our  high  school  students? 

Over  the  last  three  years,  a 
Building  Needs  Study 
Committee,  with 
representatives  from  the 
schools  and  the  four  regional 
towns  of  Amherst,  Pelham, 
Leverett,  and  Shutesbury, 
studied  student  population 
growth,  space  alternatives,  and 
the  feasibility  of  building 
additions/renovations  for  both 
the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools.  The  committee  also 
considered  the  possibility  of  a 
third  secondary  school. 

When  the  junior  high  opened 
in  1969,  it  had  a projected 
maximum  capacity  of  1,100 
students  in  grades  7-9.  The 
high  school  opened  in  1956 
and,  after  an  addition  was 
added  in  1963,  it  had  a 
projected  maximum  capacity  of 
1,000  students  in  grades  10-12. 
Over  the  years  the  schools 
have  required  a very  different 
use  of  instructional  space, 
resulting  from  new  state  and 
federal  mandates,  new 
curriculum  and  smaller 
instructional  groupings  to  meet 
these  mandates,  as  well  as  the 
addition  of  academic  resource 
centers  and  computer 
laboratory  facilities. 
Consequently,  the  functional 
capacity  of  the  junior  high 
school  has  been  reduced  to  900 
students  and  the  high  school 
to  850  students  — or  a total 
capacity  of  1,750  students  in 
grades  7-12.  The  junior  high  is 
at  capacity  this  year,  and  the 
senior  high  is  expected  to 
reach  its  capacity  in  1995-96. 

Rather  than  place  additions 
at  both  schools,  the  Regional 
School  Committee  voted  last 
spring  to  move  the  ninth  grade 
from  the  junior  high  to  the 
high  school  and  thus  have  only 
one  building  project.  This  * 
decision  is  both  cost-effective 
and  educationally  sound,  as  it 
reunites  the  ninth  grade  with 
the  9-12  curriculum  in  one 
location. 

Unlike  projecting  future 
enrollments  for  the  elementary

schools,  which  depends  on 
estimating  birth  rates,  the 
students  who  will  attend 
grades  7-12  over  the  next 
seven  years  are  already 
enrolled  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  four  regional 
towns.  By  the  year  2000-2001, 
the  number  of  students  in 
grades  7-12  is  projected  to 
increase  from  our  present 
1,665  to  2,198. 

In  the  spring  of  1993,  Town 
Meetings  in  all  four  regional 
towns  voted  to  authorize  the 
use  of  regional  school  funds  to 
hire  an  architect  to  develop 
preliminary  schematics  and 
cost  estimates.  A Regional 
School  Building  Committee 
was  appointed  this  fall. 

An  Educational 
Specifications  Committee 
consisting  of  students,  staff 
and  parents  was  also 
appointed  and  researched  what 
will  be  the  educational  needs 
the  project  should  meet  in  the 
year  2000-2001.  This  committee 
used  a state  Department  of 
Education  formula  to 
determine  what  existing  space 
is  available  at  the  high  school, 
what  space  could  be  renovated, 
and  what  new  space  would  be 
needed.  These  specifications 
have  been  publicly  reviewed 
and  approved  by  the  Regional 
School  Committee  and  the 
Regional  School  Building 
Committee,  and  submitted  to 
the  state  Department  of 
Education  for  its  review  and 
approval.  Additionally,  the 
state  will  require  the  existing 
facilities  to  be  brought  into  full 
compliance  with  all  existing 
building  codes  and  state/ 
federal  program  and  physical 
accessibility  requirements. 

A preliminary  design  for  the 
high  school  addition/renovation 


project  has  also  been  approved 
by  the  Regional  School 
Building  Committee.  It  will 
now  become  available  for 
review  by  local  boards  and  the 
general  public.  The 
committee’s  tasks  in  finalizing 
this  design  are  to  approve  a 
design  that  will  meet  the 
future  educational  needs  of  the 
students  and  staff,  be  of 
greatest  use  to  the  four 
regional  towns,  and  be  cost- 
efficient. 

The  state  recommends  a 
design  and  materials  that  can 
be  used  effectively  for  at  least 
40  years.  Space  that  is  flexible, 
encourages  multiple  use  and  is 
easily  accessible  by  the 
general  public  is  important.  At 
this  point,  some  100,000  square 
feet  of  new  space  is  required, 
as  well  as  some  internal 
renovations.  One  of  the 
architect’s  responsibilities  is  to 
provide  more  precise  cost 
estimates  for  this  project. 

The  Building  Committee  will 
be  making  a decision  very 
soon  about  requesting  special 
Town  Meetings  in  March  for 
the  purpose  of  seeking  bond 
authorization  for  this  project. 

If  all  four  regional  towns  agree 
to  authorize  this  project,  the 
architect  will  develop  final 
construction  plans  for 
submission  to  the  Department 
of  Education  by  June  1,  1994. 

School  construction  plans 
are  accepted  and  ranked  by 
the  Department  of  Education 
only  once  each  year  on  June  1. 
Many  communities  are  also 
developing  similar  plans  and 
we  will  be  in  competition  with 
them.  Once  the  final  plans 
have  been  approved  by  the 
state,  it  will  likely  be  one  to 
two  years  before  state  funding 
is  approved  and  construction 


can  begin.  Construction  itself 
will  have  to  be  staggered  over 
time  so  the  high  school  can 
remain  in  session,  and  it  will 
likely  take  12  to  15  months  to 
complete.  Thus,  the  fall  of  1997 
would  be  the  earliest  it  could 
be  expected  for  students  to 
occupy  the  new  space.  The 
state  reiumbursement  for  this 
project  is  presently  67  percent. 
Once  a specific  project  has 
been  approved,  a community 
cannot  request  additional 
funds  related  to  this  project 
for  10  years.  Thus,  it  is 
important  to  plan  ahead  for 
the  future. 

What  is  now  projected  is 
new  space  plus  some 
renovated  space  plus  bringing 
the  present  building  up  to 
code.  The  Building  Committee 
plans  a series  of  public 
meetings  for  all  four 
communities  in  February  to 
review  these  plans.  These  will 
be  announced  in  the  press  and 
interested  citizens  are 
encouraged  to  attend.

REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  ASSISTANCE  BUREAU 


The  requirements  of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  are  many. 
The  major  ones  are  summarized  here  for  your  information. 

1.  Renovations  by  themselves  are  not  usually  eligible  for  SBAB 
reimbursement.  Renovations  that  are  part  of  an  addition  project  are  eligible. 

2.  SBAB  is  not  interested  in  approving  a project  for  a new  addition  unless 
the  existing  building  is  brought  up  to  acceptable  condition.  Acceptable  means 
the  building  is  brought  up  to  State/Federal  codes  for  energy  use,  wiring, 
plumbing,  heating,  ventilating,  handicapped  access,  etc.  A SBAB  "rule  of  thumb" 
is  that  renovations  of  an  existing  building  should  be  about  50%  of  the 
construction  costs  for  new  space. 

3.  SBAB  wants  a completed  project  - addition  plus  renovations  - that,  will 
ensure  use  of  the  school  for  another  40  years.  Once  a project  is  approved,  the 
town  or  region  cannot  go  back  to  SBAB  for  further  help  with  this  project  for  10 
years . 


4.  SBAB  planning  guidelines  allow  for  155  square  feet  per  student  plus 
additional  space  for  special  education,  remedial  services,  bilingual  education, 
corrmunity  and  collaborative  space.  For  cost  guidelines,  SBAB  will  reimburse  the 
region  up  to  $152 . 00/square  foot  for  new  construction  costs  and  $76. 00/square 
foot  for  renovation  costs. 

5.  Square  footage  for  specific  areas  in  the  school  are  spelled  out  in 
SBxAE  guidelines  which  must  be  followed  locally  in  developing  educational 
specifications  for  the  project. 

6.  The  purposes  for  the  increased  space  must  be  justified  by  (1) 
enrollment  projections  and  (2)  educational  program  needs . 

7.  SBAB  will  not  approve  a project  until  full  project  funding  is 
authorized  by  local  communities,  and  a complete  set  of  construction  documents 
have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  SBAB.  Once  a letter  of  approval  for  the 
project  has  been  received  from  SBAJB,  the  local  community  can  either  wait  until 
reimbursement  funds  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  (which  may 
take  1-2  years),  or  it  can  proceed  to  go  out  to  bid,  start  construction  early, 
and  develop  a financing  plan  which  recognizes  reimbursements  would  not  flow  for 
another  year  or  two.

T NTRODUCT I ON 


The  Regional  School  Building  Needs  Committee  met  for  three  years  - 
monitoring  enrollment  trends,  looking  at  the  use  of  space  in  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools,  and  the  overall  condition  of  these  two  schools.  Enrollments 
projections  showed  space  would  be  running  out  at  both  the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  beginning  with  the  1994/95  school  year.  This  committee  undertook  a 
feasibility  study  of  both  schools  in  terms  of  alternative  options  for  increase 
space.  The  committee  concluded  it  was  less  expensive  to  undertake  one  building 
project  at  one  school  rather  than  attempt  to  add  space  to  both  schools. 

The  Regional  School  Committee  shared  this  conclusion  and  agreed  it  would 
be  best  to  locate  this  project  at  the  present  high  school  - which  would  allow 
other  building  maintenance  needs  to  be  addressed  - and  to  also  move  the  ninth 
grade  class  to  the  senior  high  school,  thereby  reuniting  the  9-12  curriculum 
continuum. 

We  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  share  this  brief  status  report  to  all 
four  regional  towns  at  this  time.

Regional  schools  need  more  space . 


Projected  Students,  grades  7-12 
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By  MERLE  HOWES 
and  JOAN  HANSON 
Envision  Amherst  Regional 
High  School  in  the  year  2000 
(only  six  years  away)  with 
double  the  number  of  students 
it  holds  today!  Why  will  this 
happen,  who  is  working  this 
problem,  and  what  is  being 
done  immediately  to  plan  for 
the  future  space  necessary  for 
our  high  school  students? 

Over  the  last  three  years,  a 
Building  Needs  Study 
Committee,  with 
representatives  from  the 
schools  and  the  four  regional 
towns  of  Amherst,  Pelham, 
Leverett,  and  Shutesbury, 
studied  student  population 
growth,  space  alternatives,  and 
the  feasibility  of  building 
additions/renovations  for  both 
the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools.  The  committee  also 
considered  the  possibility  of  a 
third  secondary  school. 

When  the  junior  high  opened 
in  1969,  it  had  a projected 
maximum  capacity  of  1,100 
students  in  grades  7-9.  The 
high  school  opened  in  1956 
and,  after  an  addition  was 
added  in  1963,  it  had  a 
projected  maximum  capacity  of 
1,000  students  in  grades  10-12. 
Over  the  years  the  schools 
have  required  a very  different 
use  of  instructional  space, 
resulting  from  new  state  and 
federal  mandates,  new 
curriculum  and  smaller 
instructional  groupings  to  meet 
these  mandates,  as  well  as  the 
addition  of  academic  resource 
centers  and  computer 
laboratory  facilities. 
Consequently,  the  functional 
capacity  of  the  junior  high 
school  has  been  reduced  to  900 
students  and  the  high  school 
to  850  students  — or  a total 
capacity  of  1,750  students  in 
grades  7-12.  The  junior  high  is 
at  capacity  this  year,  and  the 
senior  high  is  expected  to 
reach  its  capacity  in  1995-96. 

Rather  than  place  additions 
at  both  schools,  the  Regional 
School  Committee  voted  last 
spring  to  move  the  ninth  grade 
from  the  junior  high  to  the 
high  school  and  thus  have  only 
one  building  project.  This  > 
decision  is  both  cost-effective 
and  educationally  sound,  as  it 
reunites  the  ninth  grade  with 
the  9-12  curriculum  in  one 
location. 

Unlike  projecting  future 
enrollments  for  the  elementary

schools,  which  depends  on 
estimating  birth  rates,  the 
students  who  will  attend 
grades  7-12  over  the  next 
seven  years  are  already 
enrolled  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  four  regional 
towns.  By  the  year  2000-2001, 
the  number  of  students  in 
grades  7-12  is  projected  to 
increase  from  our  present 
1,665  to  2,198. 

In  the  spring  of  1993,  Town 
Meetings  in  all  four  regional 
towns  voted  to  authorize  the 
use  of  regional  school  funds  to 
hire  an  architect  to  develop 
preliminary  schematics  and 
cost  estimates.  A Regional 
School  Building  Committee 
was  appointed  this  fall. 

An  Educational 
Specifications  Committee 
consisting  of  students,  staff 
and  parents  was  also 
appointed  and  researched  what 
will  be  the  educational  needs 
the  project  should  meet  in  the 
year  2000-2001.  This  committee 
used  a state  Department  of 
Education  formula  to 
determine  what  existing  space 
is  available  at  the  high  school, 
what  space  could  be  renovated, 
and  what  new  space  would  be 
needed.  These  specifications 
have  been  publicly  reviewed 
and  approved  by  the  Regional 
School  Committee  and  the , 
Regional  School  Building 
Committee,  and  submitted  to 
the  state  Department  of 
Education  for  its  review  and 
approval.  Additionally,  the 
state  will  require  the  existing 
facilities  to  be  brought  into  frill 
compliance  with  all  existing 
building  codes  and  state/ 
federal  program  and  physical 
accessibility  requirements. 

A preliminary  design  for  the 
high  school  addition/renovation 


project  has  also  been  approved 
by  the  Regional  School 
Building  Committee.  It  will 
now  become  available  for 
review  by  local  boards  and  the 
general  public.  The 
committee’s  tasks  in  finalizing 
this  design  are  to  approve  a 
design  that  will  meet  the 
future  educational  needs  of  the 
students  and  staff,  be  of 
greatest  use  to  the  four 
regional  towns,  and  be  cost- 
efficient. 

The  state  recommends  a 
design  and  materials  that  can 
be  used  effectively  for  at  least 
40  years.  Space  that  is  flexible, 
encourages  multiple  use  and  is 
easily  accessible  by  the 
general  public  is  important.  At 
this  point,  some  100,000  square 
feet  of  new  space  is  required, 
as  well  as  some  internal 
renovations.  One  of  the 
architect’s  responsibilities  is  to 
provide  more  precise  cost 
estimates  for  this  project. 

The  Building  Committee  will 
be  making  a decision  very 
soon  about  requesting  special 
Town  Meetings  in  March  for 
the  purpose  of  seeking  bond 
authorization  for  this  project 
If  all  four  regional  towns  agree 
to  authorize  this  project  the 
architect  will  develop  final 
construction  plans  for 
submission  to  the  Department 
of  Education  by  June  1,  1994. 

School  construction  plans 
are  accepted  and  ranked  by 
the  Department  of  Education 
only  once  each  year  on  June  1. 
Many  communities  are  also 
developing  similar  plans  and 
we  will  be  in  competition  with 
them.  Once  the  final  plans 
have  been  approved  by  the 
state,  it  will  likely  be  one  to 
two  years  before  state  funding 
is  approved  and  construction 


can  begin.  Construction  itself 
will  have  to  be  staggered  over 
time  so  the  high  school  can 
remain  in  session,  and  it  will 
likely  take  12  to  15  months  to 
complete.  Thus,  the  fall  of  1997 
would  be  the  earliest  it  could 
be  expected  for  students  to 
occupy  the  new  space.  The 
state  reiumbursement  for  thii. 
project  is  presently  67  perc^ 
Once  a specific  project  has 
been  approved,  a community 
cannot  request  additional 
funds  related  to  this  project 
for  10  years.  Thus,  it  is 
important  to  plan  ahead  for 
the  future. 

What  is  now  projected  is 
new  space  plus  some 
renovated  space  plus  bringing 
the  present  building  up  to 
code.  The  Building  Committee 
plans  a series  of  public 
meetings  for  all  four 
communities  in  February  to 
review  these  plans.  These  will 
be  announced  in  the  press  and 
interested  citizens  are 
encouraged  to  attend.

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REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  ASSISTANCE  BUREAU 


The  requirements  of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  are  many. 
The  major  ones  are  summarized  here  for  your  information. 

1.  Renovations  by  themselves  are  not  usually  eligible  for  SBAB 
reimbursement.  Renovations  that  are  part  of  an  addition  project  are  eligible. 

2.  SBAB  is  not  interested  in  approving  a project  for  a new  addition  unless 
the  existing  building  is  brought  up  to  acceptable  condition.  Acceptable  means 
the  building  is  brought  up  to  State/Federal  codes  for  energy  use,  wiring, 
plumbing,  heating,  ventilating,  handicapped  access,  etc.  A SBAB  "rule  of  thumb" 
is  that  renovations  of  an  existing  building  should  be  about  50%  of  the 
construction  costs  for  new  space, 

3.  SBAB  wants  a completed  project  - addition  plus  renovations  - that,  will 
ensure  use  of  the  school  for  another  40  years.  Once  a project  is  approved,  the 
town  or  region  cannot  go  back  to  SBAB  for  further  help  with  this  project  for  10 
years . 


4.  SBAB  planning  guidelines  allow  for  155  square  feet  per  student  plus 
additional  space  for  special  education,  remedial  services,  bilingual  education, 
community  and  collaborative  space.  For  cost  guidelines,  SBAB  will  reimburse  the 
region  up  to  $152 . 00/square  foot  for  new  construction  costs  and  $76. 00/square 
foot  for  renovation  costs. 

5.  Square  footage  for  specific  areas  in  the  school  are  spelled  out  in 
SBAB  guidelines  which  must  be  followed  locally  in  developing  educational 
specifications  for  the  project. 

6.  The  purposes  for  the  increased  space  must  be  justified  by  (1) 
enrollment  projections  and  (2)  educational  program  needs. 

7.  SBAB  will  not  approve  a project  until  full  project  funding  is 
authorized  by  local  communities , and  a complete  set  of  construction  documents 
have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  SBAB.  Once  a letter  of  approval  for  the 
project  has  been  received  from  SBAB,  the  local  community  can  either  wait  until 
reimbursement  funds  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  (which  may 
take  1-2  years),  or  it  can  proceed  to  go  out  to  bid,  start  construction  early, 
and  develop  a financing  plan  which  recognizes  reimbursements  would  not  flow  for 
another  year  or  two.

Below  are  our  recommendations  and  a brief  summary  of  our 
deliberations.  Recommendations  included  herein  are  only 
those  that  are  of  financial  interest  to  the  Town;  that  is 
the  charge  of  the  Finance  Committee.  We  have  omitted 
articles  that  are  not  financial  in  nature. 

Article  Two:  This  article  adds  money  to  this  year’s  Reserve 

Account  to  cover  outstanding  bills  that  exceed  the  amount  of 
money  currently  in  the  Reserve  Account.  We  recommend . 

The  total  amount  of  money  allocated  to  the  Reserve 
Account  for  this  year  (FY  94)  was  $20,000.  While  the  Finance 
Committee  has  been  extremely  frugal  with  this  rather  small 
amount  this  year,  we  are  aware  that  there  are  outstanding 
bills  that  will  exceed  the  amount  that  we  have  left  in  this 
year’s  account.  Large  requests  for  snow  and  ice  removal  and 
insurance  increases  require  that  we  request  this  amount. 

Article  Three:  This  is  the  Town’s  Annual  Budget  for  FY  1995. 

We  recommend . 

The  Finance  Committee  has  been  in  close  negotiations 
with  the  Select  Board,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee,  and 
all  other  Town  Departments  and  Commissions  in  the  preparation 
of  this  budget.  As  presented,  the  budget  is  the  result  of 
meetings  and  hearings  that  began  in  December  1993.  The  final 
figure  will  insure  that  the  Town  continues  to  meet  its 
current  level  of  service  to  its  residents. 

Article  Four:  Vote  to  expend  Chapter  90  money  available  for 

bridge  and  highway  construction.  We  recommend. 

This  is  the  housekeeping  article  that  allows  us  to 
accept  this  money  from  the  state  and  spend  it  for  highway  and 
bridge  work. 

Article  Five:  Transfer  from  Free  Cash  $20,000  into  Reserve 
Account . We  recommend . 

This  is  the  Reserve  Account  that  the  Finance  Committee 
uses  to  pay  for  those  unanticipated  and  underbudgeted  items 
that  occur  throughout  the  year.  (This  amount  is  for  FY  95.) 
The  Reserve  Account  is  like  the  town’s  checking  account.  It 
provides  additional  money,  if  needed,  when  we  must  pay  for 
something  that  is  not  in  the  budget. 
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Article  Six:  Vote  to  borrow  and  use  available  funds  a total  , 

of  $64,500  for  the  Comprehensive  Site  Assessment  for  landfill 
closure.  We  recommend . 

Forty-four  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  already 
exists  in  our  Landfill  Closure  Fund;  the  remaining  $20,000 
will  be  borrowed.  This  money  is  needed  to  begin  the  rather 
expensive  process  of  closing  the  landfill.  The  closing  of 
the  landfill  has  been  mandated  by  the  state  and  the  town  has 
been  acting  in  compliance  with  that  mandate. 

Article  Seven:  Raise  and  appropriate  $1,200  for  a new  ramp 

at  the  Transfer  Station.  We  recommend . 

This  is  necessary  for  an  additional  recycling  container. 

The  Transfer  Station  is  operating  very  successfully  and  the 
addition  of  another  container  will  allow  for  more  efficient 
recycling  efforts. 

Article  Eight:  Vote  to  establish  a building  committee  for 

the  highway,  fire,  and  police  complex.  We  recommend . 

While  this  article  does  not  yet  require  the  allocation 
of  finances,  the  Finance  Committee  recognizes  the  need  to 
maintain  all  town  property.  Such  a committee  will  serve  the 
town’s  long  term  commitment  to  maintain  our  property  at  its 
appropriate  value. 

Article  Nine:  Raise  and  appropriate  $1,000  for  an  exhaust 

fan  at  the  Fire  Station.  We  recommend . " 

Recent  studies  of  exhaust  emissions  at  the  Fire  Station 
suggest  that  the  fire  fighters  are  being  exposed  to 
unnecessary  carbon  monoxide  gas  while  inside  the  station 
during  the  winter.  While  not  necessarily  at  critical  levels, 
we  certainly  do  not  want  to  expose  anyone  in  the  town  to 
unnecessary  danger. 

Article  Ten:  Raise  and  appropriate  $2,200  for  removal  of  the 

underground  fuel  oil  tank  at  the  North  Fire  Station.  We 
recommend . 

This  is  the  last  of  the  underground  fuel  tanks  in  the 
town.  Removal  of  these  tanks  is  both  financially  and 
environmentally  sound.  As  tanks  get  old,  they  become  rusty 
and  the  threat  of  rupturing  and  leaking  fuel  oil  into  the 
ground  is  increased.  Removal  will  prevent  the  potential 
dangers  of  leakage  and  the  expense  of  clean  up. 

Article  Eleven:  Vote  to  Expend  $47,500  from  Stabilization 

Fund  and  borrow  another  $47,500  to  purchase  and  equip  a mini- 
pumper/rescue vehicle  for  the  Fire  Department.  We  recommend . 

This  new  vehicle  will  be  used  to  replace  the  current 
Brush  Truck  and  will  also  be  more  versatile  than  that  one. 

It  will  carry  rescue  equipment,  serve  as  an  additional 

front  line  vehicle,  and  be  mobile  enough  to  get  into  small 

areas  that  the  larger  trucks  are  unable  to  approach.  % 
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Article  Twelve:  Raise  and  appropriate  $2,500  for  a road 

sweeper  for  the  Highway  Department  tractor.  We  recommend . 

Replacement  of  our  current  sweeper  is  a necessity.  The 
current  one  is  old  and  broken  down.  The  Highway  Department 
simply  needs  a new  one  to  continue  doing  the  job  that  it  has 
been  doing. 

Article  Thirteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  $2,000  for  repairs 

to  Highway  Department  vehicles.  We  recommend . 

These  monies  are  needed  for  an  engine  overall  of  one  of 
the  large  Highway  Department  trucks  and  other  preventative 
maintenance . 

Article  Fourteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  $1,600  for  the  Land 
Acquisition  Fund.  We  recommend . 

This  is  a small  amount  to  be  added  to  the  funds  that  the 
town  uses  to  buy  eminent  domain  property,  take  care  of  title 
searches  and  other  related  costs  that  are  involved  with  the 
taking  and  accepting  land  that  the  town  is  interested  in 
accepting  as  gifts  or  purchasing  for  a variety  of  reasons. 

Article  Fifteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  $300  for  a roof  at 

the  Town  Dog  Kennel.  We  recommend . 

This  is  a very  small  sum  to  provide  a service  for  animals 
that  may  be  held  in  the  town  kennels.  Since  we  must  care  for 
these  animals,  it  is  only  humane  that  the  kennels  be  kept 
sound  and  safe. 

Article  Sixteen:  Establish  a revolving  fund  to  supplement 

the  budget  of  the  Bradford  M.  Field  Library.  We  recommend . 

This  article  will  not  cost  the  town  any  additional 
expenditures,  but  will  give  the  library  a fund  that  it  could 
use  for  funds  it  may  raise  through  other  sources.  It  is  a 
simple  bookkeeping  process  that  requires  no  town  resources. 

Article  Seventeen:  Authorize  continuation  of  the  Night 

Custodian  Revolving  Fund.  We  recommend . 

Like  the  previous  article,  this  is  a revolving  fund  used 
for  a specific  purpose.  It  is  a matter  of  how  the  account 
books  are  kept . 

Article  Eighteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  $20,000  to  increase 

salaries  of  personnel  at  the  Leverett  Elementary  School.  We. 
do  not  recommend . 

The  Elementary  school  budget  has  already  been  increased 
by  $40,000  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  salaries.  This 
additional  amount  will,  in  effect,  give  the  teachers  and 
other  personnel  at  the  school  a salary  increase  of 
approximately  thirteen  percent  (13%),  an  amount  that  is 
extraordinary  in  these  times  of  smaller  budgets  and  reduced 
sources  of  state  aid.

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REPOR  T OF  THE  TRASH  TRANSFER  STATION 

COMMITTEE 

for 

Town  Meeting,  April  30,  1994 

The  Trash  Transfer  Station  received  its  first  trash  on  the  weekend  of 
December  4,  1993  and  the  landfill  stopped  receiving  trash  on  the  same  date. 

This  report  will  tell  you  about  our  experience  with  the  Transfer  Station  since  it 
opened. 

AMOUNT  OF  TRASH  RECEIVED 

We  have  been  receiving  trash  at  the  average  rate  of  about  5.5  tons  per 
week  which  means  that  the  container  gets  hauled  away  only  once  every  two 
weeks.  On  the  basis  of  experience  to  date,  we  expect  the  annual  tonnage  to  be 
about  300  tons,  substantially  below  the  estimate  we  made  prior  to  opening  the 
Station.  Our  costs  of  operating  the  Station  are  below  estimates  for  three 
reasons. 

1.  The  tons  of  trash  to  be  dumped  are  well  below  estimates 

2.  This  has  meant  that  the  number  of  hauls  has  been 

lower  than  expected. 

3.  The  tipping  fee  at  the  Northampton  Landfill  is 

temporarily  lower  than  expected.  We  now  expect  it 
to  increase  again  after  January  1,  1995. 

COST  COMPARISON,  LANDFILL  VS  TRANSFER  STATION 

The  following  compares  the  cost  of  the  landfill  in  the  last  full  year  of  its 
operation  (FY  93)  with  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Transfer  Station 
(FY  95). 

In  FY93,  the  Landfill  was  budgeted  at  $34,  455  plus  the  time  and 
machinery  use  of  our  road  crew  to  do  the  weekly  covering  and  arrange  for 
cover  material. 

In  FY95,  the  Transfer  Station  is  budgeted  at  $31,  388  for  all  costs. 

Much  to  die  Committee's  surprise,  the  Station  has  a lower  cost  than  the 
Landfill. 

ESTIMATED  TRANSFER  STATION  INCOME  FOR  FY95 

The  estimated  income  from  users  of  the  Station  in  FY95  is  as 

follows: 

Identification  Stickers  @ $20  $10,000 

Trash  coupons  24,000 

Total  34,000 

We  expect  this  income  to  completely  pay  for  the  operation  of  the  Station 
and  provide  about  $3000  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  constructing  the  Station.  Our 
Station  has  been  complimented  by  Dept,  of  Environmental  Protection  personnel  as 
one  of  the  neatest  and  best  set  up  stadons  in  the  state. 

LEVERETT  RECYCLING  ACCOMPLISHMENT 

Leverett  residents  are  to  be  congradulated  on  their  recycling  record!!! 

The  MRF  in  Springfield  which  receives  our  recycled  material  will  receive  our 
material  free  of  any  tipping  charge  if  we  recycle  at  least  23  percent  of  our 
trash.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Station,  Leverett  has  been  recycling  about  33 
percent!!!!
